We must face this fac SOME PEOPLE

IS. Others confuse us with foot doctors. Some 
are led to believe stories that attempt to place 
us in an inferior, uneducated class of cultists 
or at best “bone crackers”. Part of this I 
readily grant is our own fault for allowing 
members of our ranks to follow foreign or 
unorthodox practices under the license and 
banner of Ghiropra 





















The newspapers are full of medical propa- 
ganda. The collection of funds for medical 
research programs are a subtle advertisement. 
The fight against socialized medicine is an 
opportunity to advertise medicine. Radio 
stories and movies form other avenues. Schools 
afford an excellent field for medical mis- 
education against anything other than medi- 
cine. Insurance companies which insist upon 
medical examinations are powerful if unwit- 
ting collaborators. 





“See your dentist twice a year”, Such 
slogans have not only built the dental profes- 
sion and honestly reminded people of the need 
for proper care of the teeth, but are the ground 
work for a real public relations program. 


Can you imagine what such a slogan could 
do for us? SICK? SEE A CHIROPRAC- 
TOR. It would make people realize that 
chiropractors can correct other ailments beside 
backache. 


Our public relations program should not 
work in reverse, The procedure should be 
something as follow: 








First, raise state association dues to a fair 
and comfortable level to meet professional 
nee 








Second, hire a public relations counsel on 
a yearly basis. (Share him with sister states 
—it saves money.) 








Third, provide and promote Chiropractic 
news to people of your state, 


THEN, pass Codes of Ethics regulating 
advertising. 


If we can remove the need for personal 
advertising by furnishing the right kind of 
effective professional advertising through pub- 
lic relations programs, the average man will 
along with the plan. But to take a 
is right to advertise and offer no effective 
alternative is a mistake. 






Sharing a public relations man is good 
business. Suppose 8,000 good chiropractors 
are willing to advertise and promote Chiro- 
practic. Forget those on the “fringe” of 
Chiropractic who feel they must advertise 
every kind of gadget. Eight thousand at, let 
us say, $5.00 per month would mean a real 
sum to start with. Get a good national public 
relations program set into motion, $40,000 a 
month will do the job and it should be spent 
in advertising the lay public to the profession. 
We don’t need to sell each other, at least not 
the honest-to-goodness chiropractor. 














Use it to get the word “Chiropractic” into 
the public’s vocabulary. Let them know what 
it means, what it can do. Public relations is 
simply education, and the public is due for 
education and a correct impression of our 
profession and its practitioners’ ability in 
health matters.

nually, Why? It would seem only intelligent 
for the beneficiaries of these grants to turn 
their attention to the logical possibility that 
the “unrecognized factor” in this enormous 
prevalence of disease of the heart might well 
be the over-inoculating of the population— 
from earliest infancy through adult life—with 
all sorts of experimental products of laboratory 
ingenuity, some of them proving capable of 
producing tragic effects. “Immunity” is the 
fashionable illusion of the day, and conse- 
quently the clean blood stream of young 
children is contaminated with a conglomer- 
ation of serums and vaccines supposed to 
protect them against a variety of different 
diseases to which they may never even be 
exposed. 


It would not be strange if the heart should 
show disastrous effects from such contamin- 
ation of the blood, of which 500 gallons a 





day pass back and forth through this over- 
burdened organ in its circulation of the six 
quarts allotted to the human body. Appar- 
ently no “research worker” has the temerity 
to suggest a radical slowing down of the 
serum-vaccine practice (so financially profit- 
able to the laboratories) in an attempt to 
evaluate the resulting effect upon the inci- 
dence of heart disease.

Here Are Revised 
By-Laws of IBTRI 


ARTICLE I 
Name 

‘This organization shall be known as the 
International Basic Technique Research In- 
stitute, Inc. Hereafter in these by-laws it 
will be referred to as the LB.T.RI. For 
publicity purposes the I.B.T.R.I. may be 
known as the International Chiropractic In- 
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stitute, which name shall be properly regis- 
tered. 


ARTICLE IL 
Purpose 
The purpose of the LB.T.R.I. shall be as 
set forth in Article IV of the Certificate of 
Corporation, 


ARTICLE TID 
Membership 

Sec. 1, Membership in this organization 
shall be limited to reputable chiropractors 
practicing Basic Technique as taught under 
the supervision of Dr. Hugh B. Logan, Dr. 
Vinton F, Logan, The Logan Chiropractic 
College, or its authorized representatives 

Sec. 2, The annual dues of this organiza- 
tion shall be $15.00, payable to the secretary- 
treasurer. Two years’ free membership shall 
be granted to all graduates of the Logan Basic 
College, as of June, 1950. 

Dues shall cover the period from July 1 
through June 30, but may become due and 
payable at the annual Assembly if the Assem- 
wy is held prior to July 1. 

3. If a member shall omit payment 
ie dues for one or more years, he shall be re- 
instated upon written request and payment of 
dues for the coming year, The Board of the 
LB.T.R.L. may reject any request so made 
for cause. 

4. Membership in the Institute may 
be ordered cancelled by the Executive Board 
for unprofessional conduct or for any reason 
the membership may consider as being detri- 
mental to Chiropractic or to the I.B.T.R.L. 
Officers, before cancelling a membership, shall 
give to that member an opportunity to offer 
defense. 














ARTICLE IV 
Officers 

Sec, 1. The officers of the organization 
shall be a president, first vice-president, sec- 
ond vice-president, third vice-president, and 
secretary-treasurer. 

Sec, 2. The president shall preside over 
all meetings of the members and shall be, 
ex-officio, a member of all boards and commit- 
tees. He shall not succeed himself in office. 

Sec. 3. The secretary-treasurer shall be, 
ex-officio, a member of all committees. He 
shall have custody of all books, records, and 
properties of the Institute, and perform any 
such other duties as may be provided by the 
By-Laws. He shall have charge of all monies

exceed nine, oldest past president to drop 
from the board automatically when that num- 
ber is exceeded. 

Sec, 2. The powers, business, and property 
of the L.B.T.R.I. shall be exercised, conducted, 
and controlled by the Executive Board of this 
organization, through the powers vested in 
them by the members, and approved by Dr. 
Hugh B, Logan, or in the event of his demise, 
Dr. Vinton F, Logan. 

3, The officers shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services. 

4, It shall be the duty of the Execu- 
tive Board to: 














1, Keep a complete record of all its acts 
and present to the meetings of the members 
ort in detail as to the conditions and 
of the organization. 

2. To pass on all applications for mem- 
bership. 

3. Do all things necessary to carry out 
the purposes of the I.B.T.R.I. as prescribed 
and interpreted by the membership. 

4. Call special meetings of the members. 
They must call a meeting at any time upon 
petition of the membership signed by at 
least one-thitd of the membership. 

5. Select the depository of all funds of 
the Institute and determine the manner of 
receiving, depositing, and disbursing of such 
funds, according to the best interests of the 
membership.

6. Provide cach member with a copy of 
the By-Laws and of any subsequent amend- 
ments thereto. 


ARTICLE VI 
Board of Directors 
Sec. 1. The Board of Directors shall be 
composed of the elective officers of this 
organization together with the vice-presidents 
from each state represented. 
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Sec. 2. The State vice-presidents shall be 
elected by ballot via mail by members in 
good standing from their respective states, 
following each annual Assembly, for a term 
of one year. Every state having more than 
fifteen active memberships in the I.B.T.R.I. 
shall be entitled to a second state vice-presi- 
dent. In no case shall any state have more 
than two vice-presidents. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall meet 
immediately before and after the annual As- 
sembly, and at any other time when called 
upon by the executive board. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Board 
of Directors to act in an advisory capacity 
and to: 

1. Further in every possible way the 
purposes and program of the LB.T.RI. 

2. Promote the organization and welfare 
of their state unit of the I.B.T.R.1. 

3. Stimulate enrollments in the Logan 
Basic College of Chiropractic and encourage 
accessory endowments thereto, 

Sec. 5, The Board of Directors shall have 
the power to: 

1. Conduct, manage, and control the af- 
fairs and business of the Institute and in 
cases of emergency to make rules and regu- 
lations for the guidance of its officers in 
the management of its affairs and then only 
between the annual assemblies, 

2, Appoint committees and councils and 
to establish departments to handle various 
activities of the organization between assem- 
blies, 

Sec. 6. Vacancies in the Board of Direc- 
tors shall be filled by the vote of the remaining 
members of the executive board except in the 
case of state vice-presidents. Such vacancies 
shall be filled by a vote of the membership of 
that state at any regular meeting of their 
organizations, 








ARTICLE VII 
College Trustees 

Sec. 1, The Board of Trustees of the 
Logan Basic College of Chiropractic shall be 
composed of five members and Dr. Hugh B. 
Logan, or in his absence Dr. Vinton F. Logan, 
until such time as the College shall be taken 
over by the LB,T.R.L, at which time Dr. 
Hugh B. Logan and Dr. Vinton F, Logan 
shall be added to the Board as permanent 
members. 

Sec, 2. The present Board of Trustees 
shall serve until the regular annual assembly 


of the I.B.T.R.I. in 1939, at which time the 
members of the Board of Trustees shall be 
elected as provided by Article 7 of the Pro 
Forma Decree of Incorporation of the Logan 
Gollege of Chiropractic, except that two 
members of the present Board shall be re- 
elected at that time. 

Sec, 3. It shall be the duty of the Board 
of Trustees: 

1, To handle all monies contributed for 
the purpose of the purchase of the Logan 
Basic College of Chiropractic by the 
LB.T.R.L. as specified in the agreement 
entered into by the Board of Trustees and 
Dr. Hugh B, Logan under date of April 5, 
1938, a copy of which is attached hereto. 

2. To perform such other duties as legally 
devolve upon them according to the sixth 
article of the Pro Forma Decree of Incor- 
poration of the Logan College of Chiro- 





practic. 
Sec. 4. The treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees shall be bonded. His book shall be 





periodically audited by a certified public ac- 
countant. 


ARTICLE VII 
Meetings 
There shall be an annual meeting of this 
organization held in St. Louis in August of 
each year. The dates of these assemblies 
shall be determined by the executive board. 


ARTICLE IX 
Assessments 
The executive board, decided by a two- 
thirds vote of the membership at a regular 
meeting or by petition, may levy special 
assessment for any purpose voted by the mem- 
bers. 





ARTICLE X 
Elections 

Sec. 1. Officers shall be elected by ballot 
on the third day of the annual Assembly. 

Sec. 2. On the second day of the Assem- 
bly a nominating committee of not less than 
five members shall be appointed by the Board 
of Directors. They shall report their nomin- 
ations to the Assembly on the second day of 
the convention. 

Sec. 3. Not later than midnight of the 
second day of the Assembly they shall post in 
the Assembly hall a list of the nominees to- 
gether with their qualifications for office. 

Sec. 4. Nominations may also be made 
from the floor. 
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Sec. 5. All nominees must be in attend- 
ance at the Assembly. 

Sec. 6. New officers shall be installed on 
the third day of the Assembly. 


ARTICLE XI 
Fiscal Year 
The fiscal year shall be from July 1 to 
June 30 inclusive. 


ARTICLE XII 
Roberts’ Rules of Order 
Roberts’ Rules of Order, Revised, will pre- 
vail in any particular not provided for in 
these by-laws. 


ARTICLE XIIL 
Amendments 
These by-laws may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the membership present in any 
annual Assembly, or at any special assembly 
called for that purpose. Written notification 
of the amendments to be considered must be 
given the membership at least thirty days prior 
to any such special Assembly.

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Spears Wins Supreme 
Court Decision in 
Hospital License Suit 


By a unanimous decision Saturday, July Ist, 
the Colorado supreme court ruled in favor of 
the Spears Chiropractic sanitarium in Denver 
in its long battle with the state health depart- 
ment, and held that the health board acted 
illegally in attempting to close the institution. 

The opinion, written by Justice Mortimer 
Stone, was a signal victory for the Spears hos- 
pital and the chiropractic profession in gen- 
eral in a dispute which has been in the courts 
for years. 

The lengthy opinion adopted these major 
legal conclusions after analysis of a record of 
evidence covering 1,623 folios and briefs to- 
taling 432 pages: 

1—The state legislature says that the chiro- 
practic profession is a lawful method of 
treatment, that chiropractors have a right to 
be licensed and to build sanitariums under the 
law. 


Reasonable Regulations 

2—Any rules and regulations the state 
health board makes governing chiropractic 
hospitals must be reasonable requirements not 
contrary to the law. 
3—The law requires that permanent licen: 
shall be issued to hospitals upon showing a 
fitness to conduct the institutions, and that they 
be revoked solely by reason of not complying 
with requirements of the act and rules and 
regulations of the board. 

4—The board did not issue a license in fact 
to the Spears institution, but merely issued 
what amounted to an unauthorized temporary 
provisional permit, not signed by the president 
of the board or attested to by the board secre- 
tary. 

5—Conditions of such a permit, declared 
Justice Stone, “are not set up as rules or 
standards for chiropractic sanitariums gener- 
ally, but are arbitrary and discriminatory re- 
strictions against applicant alone.” 


Health Board Scored 

“There is not a sentence in the license issued 
which follows the statute on which it is based,” 
the opinion contended. “We cannot apply the 
rule that where a license contains invalid pro- 
visions it constitutes a valid license. Instead 
of pursuing its statutory authority, the state 
board of health attempted to usurp the func- 








/ ness. 


tions of the legislature, and set up law of its 
own.” 

Justice Stone’s opinion does leave the way 
open for the state health department to re- 
quire strict adherence to state health laws by 
instructing the lower court to enter a decree 
for issuance of license to the sanitarium, as of 
Sept. 27, 1943, when the bitter dispute started. 

‘The board could then take steps if it found 
violations of health laws or of rules and regu- 
lations adopted by the board.

CHIROPRACTIC WINS ONE 

The Colorado supreme court’s decision 
against the state health department in. its 
attempt to keep Leo Spears from operating a 
chiropractic hospital in Denver is one of those 
decisions which must be made from time to 
time to insure freedom in this nation, 

‘The point is not whether or not the supreme 
court favors chiropractic, or whether it favors 
medicine. The point is that the state board 
of health is authorized to do certain things, 
and in the Spears case the board far exceeded 
its legal authority. In effect the board tried 
to invoke and to twist the law for use against 
a single individual. If successful this would 
have been persecution. 

Denver's doctors have been warring for a 
long time against Leo Spears. They are 
wrong if they try to carry their war past that 
point where it can command public support. 
‘They are wrong if they try to use extra-legal 
means in their fight against chiropractic in 
general and Dr. Leo Spears in particular. 

The doctors and the board of health should 
remember, as the court reminded them, that 
the practice of chiropractic is recognized and 
authorized by law, and that it must be accepted 
as a lawful occupation and as in the public 
interest. 

Many people in this state and elsewhere in 
the Rocky Mountain Empire believe whole- 
heartedly in Leo Spears. If he wants to 
convert them to chiropractic, that is his busi- 
If the doctors want to convert them 
away from it, that is their business. But as 
long as chiropractic is legal, the board of 
health has no more business trying to curtail 
it than has this newspaper. 
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Veterans—It Is Later 
Than You Think! 


A short time ago, the writer, himself a 
veteran and a layman, while attending a regu- 
lar meeting of delegates representing some 
16,000 members of a veteran organization, 
took part in the debate on making Chiroprac- 
tic available to veterans through the Veterans 
Administration. Other laymen, joined the 
fight and the resolution was carried. But, 
the sad part of it is, that once again, here 
were laymen carrying the ball and not a single 
Chiropractor was present among the 600 dele- 
gates and alternates. 


‘There are two phases to this angle of things: 


1, It is a well-known fact that the mem- 
bers of the medical profession are not TOO 
BUSY to join posts, take office in these 
posts, in their County, State and National 
bodies. In my post there are no less than 
six medical doctors, most of them active, 
One is the head of a large hospital, a Post 
Commander, head of his medical legislative 
group. Yet, he can find time to attend 
post, county, state and National meetings. 
Only fools make the mistake of thinking 
that you can, with bombast and glad- 
handing, and flag waving, win the support 
of active veteran groups. 





2. If you men as Chiropractors really 
want to win the support of veteran groups, 
you must earn that support. You cannot 
buy it. You cannot win it with lip service. 
You have to get it the hard way. 

You can, through your post service officer, 
arrange to take care of veterans needing Chiro- 
practic adjustments. This will sooner or 
later make itself felt with the rank and file. 
You MUST and I mean ABSOLUTELY 
MUST arrange to take part in your post 
meetings, Get on a committee, meet the 
boys, and let them know you are a CHIRO- 
PRACTOR. Don’t give me that old argu- 
ment that you are too busy getting sick people 
well. Look around you. Medical men have 
the time to become State, County and Post 
MEDICAL ADVISORY OFFICERS. They 
have the time to meet several times a year with 
the National Rehabilitation Committee. They 
have the time to hold office in their posts. 


What would you give to have the support 
of over EIGHTEEN MILLION MEN who 
are veterans and not forgetting the support 


of their families, too. That adds up to a lot 
of votes, and, let me tell you that if you had 
been active in your post and other divisions of 
an organization, which has the largest mem- 
bership of any organization in the world, the 
American Legion, it would have been a differ- 
ent story when the resolution on Chiropractic 
was defeated. When you attend a National 
Convention and see the men with the words, 
“Medical Officer” on their caps, standing by 
microphones waiting to sound off against a 
resolution that will make Chiropractic avail- 
able to veterans, and then hear them sound 
off and kill the chances of thousands of our 
disabled buddies from regaining their health 
for another year, then you might feel the 
impact Mr. Chiropractor of your smug com- 
placency; of your lost opportunity to help 
your buddies get Chiropractic adjustments 
through the Veterans Administration, Then 
you might be shocked into the realization that, 
because of your lack of interest, or your ab- 
sentee membership, you have helped to make 
it possible for such a thing to happen. 

Do not make the mistake of thinking that 
you will join a post to build up your practice, 
When you join a post, do it with the full 
knowledge that organizations like the Ameri- 
can Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and 
others are SERVICE organizations, and if 
you render service, then, and only then, will 
you help your buddies; and through an active 
membership help to combat the insidious 
propaganda being carried on by your enemies 
who never seem to sleep, never seem to tire, 
but who, regardless of the merits of any 
other healing science, are not above joining 
veterans organizations, and who, (to quote 
one of them) “by force of members in veteran 
organizations, will help to influence legislation 
affecting the health of the people”. 

Think that one over Mr. Chiropractor. Then 
ask yourself, are you going to continue to keep 
your head in the sand, are you going to stand 
idly by while others, using veteran member- 
ship as a cloak, by appointing medical officers 
in every Department, every County, and every 
Post, are doing so with the avowed purpose 
of keeping the healing science of Chiropractic 
from your buddies and at the same time in 
their own local veteran organization are seck- 
ing “by force of members to influence legisla- 
tion on public health and put you out of 
business!”

This ceremony took place on Thursday, 
June 29th, during the annual visit of the 
‘Assembly to the College. With sirens blowing 
a police escort directed the busses carrying 
the assembly members to the College campus. 
Tt was a revelation to many the progress that 
Logan College has made in the last few 
years, The new Hugh B. Logan building 
with all its modern facilities for teaching, 
cafeteria, and clinic—the beautiful grounds, 
and the atmosphere of an institution operated 
on a large basis impressed everyone. It is a 
Chiropractic “show place” of America and 
Dr. Vinton Logan radiated his delight in 
showing his graduates around the building, 
and at the same time sincerely thanking all 
those loyal members who had made it possible 
to have a college they could proudly refer 
their sons and daughters, and patients, as 
students. 

The Assembly was opened at 10 a.m, Mon- 
day, June 26th, by President Dr. W. H. Hed- 
berg. Rey. H. G. Heuser gave the invocation, 
and the Logan College Glee Club gave several 
very fine vocal selections. Commander Neal 
J. Capaldo gave an excellent address of wel- 
come. The response was made by Dr. J. J. 
Stephens, publicity man extraordinary, who 
brought back a lot of memories over the 
years, 

















Dr. V. F. Logan’s opening address, “Sick— 
See a Chiropractor” was very inspiring and 
given before a crowded convention hall. We 
regret that all the lectures could not be printed 
for the benefit of those who did not attend. 
Space does not permit. We are trying to give 
a few notes on several. 

Rev. H. G. Heuser spoke on “It’s the Finish 
That Counts” in his usual interesting manner 
and the morning session closed with a discus- 
sion on Tuinwon Instrument, led by Dr. A. G. 
Eichel. 

Tuesday Dr. D. P. Casey gave a technical 
talk on “Spinal Angles A-P” which was very 
well received. Dr. W. N. Coggins gave a very 
interesting talk on “Antihistamine and Re- 
lated Drugs” which brought out many inter- 
esting facts little known to the general public. 

Dr. R. N. Sabourin struck an unusual inter- 
est in the Assembly with his talk on “How to 
Form a Lay Organization”. Since so many 
are vitally interested in this movement we are 





printing a brief resume of his talk. Here he 
outlined a typical unit meeting: 

The doorman can give printed question- 
naire on entering the hall. 

(1) Robert’s Rules of Order should be 
used in the business meeting. Keep the meet- 
ing brief and definite. 

(2) Lay speaker to give inspirational talk 
about 15 minutes. 

(3) Have a professional member who will 
speak for 20-30 minutes on an_ interesting 
subject, explaining his lecture with the use of 
motion pictures, charts, blackboard and 
slides, 

(4) Collection of questions to be answered 
by professional speaker, or in his absence by 
an honorary member. 

(5) Drawing for a door prize. 

(6) Informal cards or dancing. 

(7) Entertainment—refreshments. 

In his talk Dr. Sabourin stated: 

“We have come a long way the past few 
years on the question of civil rights. People 
in the United States are practicing tolerance 
toward their fellow men more than at any time 
in the history of our country. Unfortunately 
I cannot say as much for professional rights. 
For instance, our veterans in government- 
owned and operated hospitals are not permit- 
ted to have the doctor of their own choice, 
which means that even though he or she had 
believed in Chiropractic before entering ser- 
vice, they are not allowed to have their chiro- 
practor if they so desire. This is also true of 
the veterans not confined to a Veterans Hos- 
pital which in my judgment is not in line with 
our democracy for which these boys and girls 
fought. It is true there is professional differ- 
ence of opinion and the same is true in religion 
yet we each and every one of us are not dic- 
tated to as to which church we must attend. 
Get that patient well regardless of the method 
of treatment for after all these government 
hospitals are maintained at the expense of all 
the taxpayers.” 

Dr. Sabourin offered a resolution to the 
Assembly directing all veterans to have the 
right to the doctor of their own choice. 

On Tuesday afternoon Dr. Logan spoke on 
the Mechanism for Spinal Alignment. He 
spoke of the man being made up of Mechan- 
ism. “If the structure is correct then the 
function will be proper. Treating is to carry

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on, but you will do better if you find the 
cause.” He stated he did not want to be part 
of any profession that is defeatist. In 1933 
the full spine was re-born in Warren Saucer. 
“One must use intelligence in the body to 
move the vertebra. No use to pop the ver- 
tebra when by the use of your thumb you 
can move the vertebra. Get the proper thrust. 
We can prove it by before and after X-ray.” 
He continued, “I am ashamed of anyone who 
states that Hugh B. Logan separated the pro- 
fession. ‘There will always be techniques, A 
thing is wrong or right—it can’t be both. 

He then condemned some Chiropractic 
board members. “There are hundreds of 
people who don’t want their back cracked. 
One must never criticize unless they can find 
something better. The medical men have 
now began using the before and after X-ray. 
ARE WE GOING TO ALLOW THEM TO 
TAKE CARE OF SPINES BETTER THAN 
WE CAN. I worked hard to develop my 
thumb. My father offered Basic to the world. 
Basic has taught chiropractic to STRAIGHT- 
EN more spines than any other technique. 
Tt is necessary to learn to move the whole 
spine with body mechanism, ‘The spine will 
be straight without force. Find the line of 
drive, fight to find it. Chiropractors try to 
get sick people well too soon, ‘There is a line 
of drive which you learn is right, the moment 
you get a too heavy drive you will get noth- 
ing.” 

“My father did not want to be a big shot. 
All he wanted to do was to make sick people 
well. I want you to give basic Technique to 
the right kind of people. Babies need their 
backs straightened, because too many babies 
are instrument babies.” 


Wednesday morning Dr. Logan gave his 
lecture on Spinal Problems. 

He explained how we should get the right 
kind of toys for the children”. Not a tricycle 
or a bicycle that is too big, Tt will injure the 
spine.” On the tricycle you can put little 
blocks of wood, was one of the examples he 
told of. “Remember money is cheap and life 
isn’t” he stated. He later told that all Doc- 
tors should educate their patients that when 
they fall or twist their bodies they need atten- 
tion. 





“Women and men should learn to stoop, 
not bend from the back, when lifting a heavy 
object. Every patient should be treated just 
as if he were YOU. When preparing your 


patient for adjusting, do not fill their ears 
with chatter. Tell them to quietly rest. 
They must relax. DO NOT RUSH YOUR 
PATIENTS. All patients should have 70% 
relaxation before you adjust. You should 
have two tables; allow the patient to rest 
four minutes then adjust eight minutes and 
then again relax for four minutes before you 
allow them to get off the table. With the 
two tables you can rotate between the tables.” 

“Doctors tell their patients to get out in the 
sun, What do you Doctors do about it?” 
Dr. Logan went on to state that his father in 
April, before he died, stated that he (Dr. 
H. B, Logan) had forgotten how to live. “You 
should work from 9 until 12 in the morning, 
4 to 7:30 in the evening.” 

“You should do this, then you will be better 
fitted to adjust the tired patient. Above all 
do not accept patients that will not give you 
their complete confidence and do as you tell 
them to do.” 

“To keep well every one should walk two 
miles a day. Not easy but hard walking. 
Walking constantly for at least an hour. Golf 
is good for you. Proper cating is so neces- 
sary. Do proper breathing. Lift your head 
high. Constipation can be cured by walking 
two miles a day. Dancing is another way to 
correct spine.” Dancing helped his, he sai 
In closing he added, “doctors look deep into 
your X-ray.” 

At ten fifteen on Wednesday morning we 
listened to Dr. Marcus Bach. He is an associ- 
ate director of the school of religion at the 
University of Iowa, at Iowa City, Iowa. He 
chose as his topic, “A Researcher Looks at 
Chiropractic.” In his report of religion he 
stated he had made an error over the radio. 
(He has a radio program too) by stating 
Sister Aimee McPherson was pure as snow 
but she had drifted. He received several 
letters on that. He likened institutional medi- 
cine to institutional religion. Chiropractic is 
like the lesser religions, it is not too well 
known. Being a member of the Whittenberg 
family by marriage he had been instructed in 
the knowiedge of Chiropractic. He was very 
proud of being part of such a grand family as 
the Whittenbergs. Quote “I believe Chiro- 
practic comes closer to divine healing than 
any other healing art. Chiropractic beginning 
started in a humble way. When my mother 
was very ill my Dad sent me after Dr. Stacy 
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who lived next door. He came over and in a 
short time my mother was able to be out of 
bed, but she would not give Dr. Stacy credit 
for healing her. I sincerely believe my sister 
might have lived if she could have had chiro- 
practic. When my parents asked the minister 
if he thought they should call a Chiropractor 
he answered no. She would die for sure if 
they did. In later years this minister finally 
turned to Chiropractic.” 

“Chiropractors, often you are so close to 
your work you do not see the perspective of it. 
Public opinion will be changed by proof and 
results. Healing in Chiropractic has become 
too frequent for the layman to turn away 
from it. You are not over the hump, you 
must continue to have proof and results. It 
is not the Assembly line basis you must use, 
but you must have good results. Be a leader 
in your community. The Pioneers of Chiro- 
practic took it for the profession to bring you 
where you are.” 

“Because you are disciples for Chiropractic 
you must have a continuation of a passion to 
be strong.” 

“T will never forget the time I heard Dr. 
B. J. Palmer when he introduced the neuro- 
calometer, His greatness as a leader should 
be applauded. Dr. H. B. Logan who carried 
the torch for the basic technique also 
among the great men who made many sacri- 
fices for Chiropractic.” 

“Chiropractic is still a frontier movement. 
It is still pioneering in the wilderness. You 
must clear the distorted idea of the public 
against Chiropractic. You must sell your idea 
to the public. Libraries do not have Chiro- 
practic books. Never has a novel been written 
to glamorize Chiropractic, Sell yourself to 
your community, get the facts to the public. 
Be active in your community whether you 
want to or not. Keep your interest in higher 
standards of education. Very few people 
know much about Chiropractic. Most people 
say, yes it does some good. Ghiropractic is 
coming of age. Is there danger that it may 
lose it’s zeal and zest! The gap between the 
M.D. and the Chiropractor seems to be clos- 
ing, Will the leaders of Chiropractic sell out 
the great findings for what you have fought 
for? You are the keepers of a great profes- 
sion. You dare not forget power of results. 
Do not sell out or be absorbed.” 

Dr. L. J. Steinbach, president of the Uni- 
versal Chiropractic College was the Wednes- 














day afternoon speaker. He chose as his topic 
The Philosophy and Principles of Chiroprac- 
tic According to D. D. Palmer. 

Telling of Daniel David Palmer was a 
pleasure for Dr. Steinbach, He was a student 
at U. C. C. at Davenport where all the teach- 
ers were all personally trained by D. D. 
Palmer. D. D, Palmer enthusiasm was so 
instilled in the students that every one was 
glad to fight for the fine profession we now 
have. There was only one state law in 1915, 
When D, D. set out to spread Chiropractic 
he did it by traveling and founding Colleges 
all over the country. Often D, D. went to 
jail so Chiropractic could live. He wanted 
Pathology, Anatomy, Physiology, chemistry 
and hygiene so the student could’ understand 
all health, He was a broadminded man, 

In trying to get a bill out of the committee 
in the legislature of Pennsylvania, Dr. Stein- 
bach sneaked a full length of X-ray in to the 
committee room, On this committee were 
two M.D.’s. Many of the committee had not 
seen a full length X-ray. He was able to get 
the bill out of the committee by this method, 
but did not get it past the legislature. 

Dr. Marcus Bach gave his famous lecture on 
Father Divine and His Kingdom. This lec- 
ture is worth your traveling far to hear. 

The Wednesday evening program called An 
Evening with Chiropractic was well worth the 
time spent. Charlotte Peters from the radio 
station with a lot of humor was the Mistress 
of Ceremonies, The four piece orchestra was 
very good and the folk-dancers Schwent and 
Milan were real good. The Logan College 
Chorus sang acapella and were accompanied 
on one number by Miss Helen Jenny.

Do have good professional 
courtesy in your practise as it goes a long ways. 
Get your patients well as soon as possible. 
Because one satisfied patient brings two. Treat 
other people as you would like to be treated.

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N. Y. Chiropractors Win 
Important Victory Over MDs 





Court of Appeals Rules That The Practice of 
Chiropractic is Not Illegal in the 
State of New York 


Albany, N. Y., July 11, 1950 

The Court of Appeals in a unanimous de- 
cision rendered today in People vs. Maybrook, 
affirming a similar decision of the Appellate 
Division, First Department, 276 App. Div. 
192, rejected the contention of the State 
Education Department as urged by the Attor- 
ney General of the State of New York, that 
the practice of chiropractic is the practice of 


medicine and that one not licensed as a medi- 
cal doctor who in an advertisement uses the 
designation or title “chiropractor” advertises 
or implies by doing so that he is a practitioner 
of medicine and is, therefore, guilty of a 
criminal violation. 

The ruling by the Court of Appeals resulted 
from an appeal taken by Monahom Stim, as 
counsel for the FEDERATION OF CHIRO- 
PRACTORS OF NEW YORK, ING., from 
a prosecution by the Attorney General of Miss 
Virginia M, Maybrook, a New York City 
chiropractor, who was charged in an indict- 
ment with the unlawful advertisement to 
practice medicine by reason of the use of her 
name in advertisements as well as in profes- 
sional cards of the title “chiropractor”. The 
Attorney General contended that the practice 
of chiropractic is the practice of medicine as 
defined by the State Education Law, and that 
the use by one who is not a licensed medical 
doctor of the title “chiropractor” in an adver- 
tisement or in any other manner, is in viola- 
tion of the State Medical Practice Act. 

By dismissing the indictment as a matter 
of law, the Court of Appeals in effect hold that 
chiropractors are not violating any state law 
when they practice their profession or when 
they use the title “chiropractor”. It is ex- 
pected that the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals will hasten the enactment of a statute 
to license and regulate the practice of chiro- 
practic in the State of New York. Approxi- 
mately 3000 chiropractors are practic ii 
the State. 
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Palmer, the discoverer of Chiropractic, found 
a segment of the spine out of place and with 
careful, gentle understanding, he replaced this 
segment of the spine in a man by the name 
of Harvey Lillard, and he regained his hear- 
ing. Since this time, hundreds of people have 
obtained correction in some other body func- 
tion by the same procedure. Even when some 
didn’t think it could be done, it was accom- 
plished. 

All of us want to feel good. Having felt 
good, we know what it is. When you are not 
feeling good, you can’t live for all you are 
worth but it doesn’t do any good to give up. 
You have a mechanism in your body that will 
return your spine to normal, This mechanism 
is no different than the mechanism for repair. 
It is no different than the blood supply or the 
food suply. It is a system. Your body has 
many evidences of this. When one of the 
valves of your heart will not work, Nature 
may thicken the cusp to overcome the weak- 
ness. Or, if the blood supply to some par- 
ticular area is below par, many times it is 
supplied by another avenue.

Just think 
of how you take water into your body and 
through the most wonderful chemical system 
ever known to man, this same water becomes 
saliva, gastric juices, spinal fluid, pancreatic 
juices, and many other too numerous to 
mention, 











Not long ago two reporters for an outstand- 
ing newspaper were sent to interview two 
outstanding doctors to find out what really 
caused dis where was the cause. They 
came back with a report that the fundamental 
cause of disease rested in the nervous system. 
Let’s discuss this for a moment. Outstanding 
medical authorities have said that even in- 
fectious diseases have a weakness in the 
nervous system prior to the infectious condi- 
tion, Let us discuss the cause and effect. I 
have a skin condition on my right arm. Why 
not on the left? The same blood travels to 
both arms. Could it be interference with 
nerve supply to the right arm? A young 
lady breaks both legs, halfway between the 
hip and the knee. One leg heals; the other 
does not heal over a period of many weeks. 
Following adjustments for the correction of

Headaches can be 
caused by vertebrae out of line. So can a 
sore throat. All of the nerves coming out of 
the little windows (openings) of the spine 
should be free. When the spine changes its 
position, the windows are, in part, closed. 
Some people think we are only good for an 
ache in the back, but the nerves travel through- 
out the entire body structure. Just think for 
a moment that the nerves in the mid-portion 
of your neck supply your diaphragm and aids 
in bréathing, The nerves in the upper shoul- 
der region affect both arms, and cause neuritis, 
The nerves below this affect your lungs. 
Asthma is often associated with spinal ab- 
normality. On down the spine, we adjust 
different segments for liver, gall bladder, 
stomach, kidney disturbances, sciatica and 
other leg pains, and many conditions too 
numerous to mention.

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Phe muscles and ligaments that hold your 
spine where it belongs are just as anxious to 
return these segments to normal as you are. 
They want to rest too but when your spine is 
out of line over a period of time, these mus- 
cles and ligaments lose some of their desire 
and ability and your spine begins to get tight 
and the segments are not as freely movable, 
There are a lot of people who wouldn't have 
to go to doctors if they would take care of 
their spine but they let it go. There are a 
lot of people who get their spine back to 
normal by going to a good chiropractor but 
even when you get it back to normal, you must 
take care for your spine does not have a lock 
on it and joints can get out of place. When 
your spine is out of line, it is just like throwing 
money away for energy is your bank account, 
and when you throw energy away, you deplete 
your bank account. 

We should live five times our span and a 
span is 25 years for a human. But you can’t 
live for all you are worth and not exercise 
your body and when it gets out of shape just 
leave it alone.

Some day people will come to 
know the full effect of a crooked spine when 
the vitality of youth begins to wane. Youth 
is a period of time when the energy of your 
body is high and you feel good. Youth is not 
just an age. Your body is a machine. Your 
nerves regulate this machine. Disease origin- 
ates within your body due to change. These 
changes can be corrected, and you body made 
to function normally. Learn to live for all 
you are worth. You only have one life. To 
live this one life in a great and wonderful 
country is all we could ask. To give in to 
yourself and pity yourself is of no value. I 
suggest you make up your mind to replace the 
framework of your body and then keep it 
there. Don’t be alarmed if you find out what 
is wrong. Something can be done for it. 
Your muscles will say “you have to go back 


to work, Fight this old thing called disease.” 
Each one will have a different area to correct 
and different disease to fight depending on 
what part of your spine is out of line. 

We encourage you to live for all you are 
worth, Get your spine back to normal, De- 
posit in the bank account of health, some 
energy. Look at life this way. Yesterday is 
a cancelled check, tomorrow is a promissory 
note. Today is cash. Spend every day of 
your life building energy and not mooning 
about what is wrong with you.

Chiropractic Leadership

A couple of weeks ago Dr. Eichel put the 
bee on me for some material for Research 
News and I said yes that “Research” was 
taking place and “News” was being made in 
chiropractic in Canada, I will say further 
that unless the chiropractic leaders in the 
United States produce more leadership chiro- 
practic will return to its spiritual home in 
Canada for its leadership. This sort of a 
statement calls for no flag-waving because loss 
of chiropractic initiative in the U, S. produces 
chiropractic inertia everywhere. 











However, progress is being made in Canada 
and it is no accident. It is being earned by 
diligence, unselfishness and devotion to the 
service that only chiropractic can and should 
be to mankind. It is no news to you that 












these faithful servants organized the Canadian 
Association of Chiropractors for the immed 
ate purpose of establishing the Canadian 








Memorial Chiropractic College. This College 
has now graduated three clas: It is unique, 
in that all the established doctrines and pro- 
cedures are taught side by side. In the clinic 
they are applied side by side. The various 
devotees of these procedures are learning a 
mutual respect. This is a constructive de- 
velopment. 














The second item I wish you to .know con- 
cerns Public Relations, After several tries, 
we now have in operation a successful pro- 
gram. A weekly chiropractic health column 
appears now in many papers in Ontario and 
the Western provinces, The material is pre- 
pared by Dr. Julius Dintenfass. It is simply 
and lucidly written as any who are familiar 
with Science Sidelights would expect. He 
has exerted a cohesive force amongst the 
chiropractors by reference, on occasion, to 
what chiropractors do, but never to what they 
do not do. This series has now been running 
for a time approaching one and a half years. 
It was originated in a single Toronto paper. 
It is continuing to spread to other papers. 
Our P. R. committee secures the material 
from Dr. Dintenfass and has mats prepared 
for distribution directly to the newspapers. 





In a given town or area, a doctor or group of 
doctors pays for his space and a nominal fee 
for preparation of mats, etc. The column 
carries the picture of Dr. Dintenfass and a 
closing line concerning the Canadian Associ- 
ation of Chiropractors. I hoped to be able 
to tell the I. G. I. executive or P. R. commit- 
tee about this work at Convention and had 
with me, copies of a year’s material but a 
week seems too short to get everything done, 





During a business meeting I broached the 
topic and stated that I thought our LC.I. 
investment in public relations was woefully 
meager. It was stated there had been difli- 
culties to line up a national program and that 
a national program was required. ‘The last 
atement, I feel, will not bear too close 
rutiny, In my view, further enlightenment 
should spread, not from what centers of chiro- 
practic now exist but only those who see the 
need and will mect the responsibility, 









My proposal is to have two members ap- 
pointed from each of the three chiropractic 
organizations in the U. S. to the Public Re- 
lations committee of the Associated Chiro- 
practors of America. The committee could, 
no doubt, make arrangements with Dr, Din- 
tenfass, or his superior if such there be, for 
suitable copy. Mats would be prepared at 
committee headquarters for direct distribu- 
tion to newspapers. The articles would prob- 
ably carry the picture of the author, certainly 
not that of a local chiropractor and close with 
a block “This space is purchased (or pre- 
pared) by the Associated Chiropractors of 
America—to promote a thorough understand- 
ing of this branch of the healing art: For 
further information, consult the yellow pages 
of your telephone directory for the chiro- 
practor nearest you.” Local organization 
names can be used if demanded. In towns 
of greater size, it is well when there is co- 
operation, but if there are holdouts it still 
is and looks better if the fact is overlook 
In the largest cities, levies through associ 
ations are usually workable. 
































One need for such a program is to get our 
organizations cooperating before individual 
efforts attain any following, to forestall such. 
Secondly this system permits a start from a 
modest size with opportunity for growth— 
that I like. 


This letter, Dr. Eichel, I know, is unsuited 
as material for “Research News” but I am 
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pleased that you insisted I write you some- 
thing; otherwise it would not have been done, 
and I think it needs saying. I am enclosing 
two or three specimens for you, and if any of 
the others are interested, they may write you 
or me. 


Now my friends, chiropractic leaders, get 
our groups together and get us some leader- 
ship. Accept no noes, Do the job. You 
have my warning, we will bring chiropractic 
back to Ganada; we will take chiropractic 
home.

DR. L. C. SCHARNHORST 


Dr. L. €. Scharnhorst 


Veteran Chiropractor, Hunter, Fisherman, and a Royal Host 


Dr. L, C. Scharnhorst was born in the year they erected the Statue of 
Liberty—1886. ‘The statue was not erected in honor of his al, however. 
‘The stork dropped him on the banks of the Old Muddy, Missouri River, in 
Daniel Boone’s famous hunting grounds, So his avocation of hunting, from 
mice to moose, and fishing, from minnows to mus! comes as a natural from 

st environment. 


His vocation, after attending Central Wesleyan College, Chillicothe Nor- 
mal School, and Central Business College, has been Chiropractic. After grad- 
uating from the Palmer School of Chiropractic in April 1911 he has been in 
continuous practice in Milwaukee, Wisconsin for the past thirty-nine years 
except for a temporary interruption while serving in the armed forces during 
the first World War, He pioneered in his adopted state in Chiropractic before 
its legal recognition while the going was rather turbulent, enjoying numerous 
arrests and convictions for practicing medicine, surgery and osteopathy without 


a license. 


His indomitable spirit for right sustained him to carry on until a semblance 
of recognition was obtained by a law enacted in 1915 granting the right to 
practice Chiropractic by posting the offices of Chiropractors by a large and 
legible sign as follows, “Not Registered or Licensed in Wisconsin” which con- 
tinued until 1925 when the first Basic Science was enacted together with a 
Chiropractic law. 


In the evolution of Chiropractic his greatest thrill was experienced upon 
graduation from the first Basic Technique class conducted in Wisconsin, 
October 1933, by its founder, Dr. Hugh B. Logan, and staff. 


He was chosen chairman for several terms of the Wisconsin Basic Re- 
search Society and also first president of I.B.T.R.L, served as a member of 
the Board of Trustees of Logan Basic College for several terms and is founder 
of the Logan College Student Loan Fund. 


His regard and esteem for Dr. Hugh B. Logan was all but reverential 
because of H.B.’s unwavering fight for everything that was right in and for 
Chiropractic and Dr. Logan’s passing has left an empty chair in the immediate 
circle of his cherished friends. 


He roamed or suffered in single blessedness until some eight years ago 
when he marshalled courage to rob the medical ranks of one of their outstand- 
ing medical record librarians, converting her into the virtues of Chiropractic 
and enticing her to become a traveling pal in his three-letter club (F.F.F.) 
Feathers, Fur and Fins, for outdoor recreational environment when away from 
their Chiropractic Hobby Shop.

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There Will Always 
Be The Backbone” 
By Vinton F. Logan, D.C. 

And it follows that there will always be a 
need for the backbone specialist so. long as 
the human spine is in need of care. Today 
chiropractors—the greatest drugless group in 
America—are in the lead as spinal specialis 
Aware of the value of the Chiropractic prin- 
ciple, other groups are endeavoring to take 
over, Some who ride along under Chiro- 
practic license seem either through ignorance 
or purpose to be aiding in the “steal.” It was 
once said that “When the medic tells the lay- 
man that it is important to have his back- 
bone in line, he will believe it.” That day 
is here. 








The outcome is up to us. The Osteopath 
has almost lost his identity—medicine “ab- 
sorbed” him by teaching him medical methods 
and belittling the original Osteopathic prin- 
ciples. Casual, hit-and-miss application is 
worse than none. How many of us have 
heard lately from the medical patient that 
the medical doctor “cracked my neck”—but 
the application was so crude that the patient 
refused to have more of it? 


The more we ape the medic and his 
methods, the more we weaken our own 
science. As in the past, sick people who have 
tried all other methods still come to the 
chiropractor as a last resort, and in a large 
majority of cases, with astonishingly success- 
ful results. That is, when the chiropractor 
adjusts the spine. In the future such pa- 
tients will have one more stop—the pseudo- 
chiropractor who wants to add some embel- 
lishments to Chiropractic because he thinks 
it should be “broadened.” Was it vitamins, 


heat lamps, radionics, colonics, short-waves, 
herbs, pills, capsules, et cetera ad infinitum 
that brought Chiropractic to its spectacular 
rise during its short existence? Or was it the 
fact that the “last resort” patient found a new 
and almost unbelievable relief from his ills 
through the simple correction of his spine? 


While we find it hard to believe that any 
Chiropractic “leader” would stoop so low, the 
ugly thought continually rears head that 
perhaps the greater profit available from 
“adjunct” sales might be an influence. There 
is not much of this type profit involved, it is 
true, in advertising the ability which lies in, 
the head and hands of the true chiropractor. 

Yes, I am a school man, but I am still 
willing to admit that the fault lies partly 
with our schools. The cry has been for 
greater education, and we led the way. But 
what we need is greater education IN Chiro- 
practic, not to incorporate the study of medi- 
cine, naturopathy, or any other method of 
healing. Give the Chiropractic graduate a 
thorough knowledge of the basic sciences, 
equal to any medic, and a two-fold purpose 
is served: first, it equips him with the funda- 
mental knowledge of the human body, and 
second; it places him on equal footing and 
removes the slightest possible basis for crit 
icism of the chiropractor as an uneducated 
man. In addition give him the best of all our 
knowledge of adjusting the spine and body 
framework today. Then nine times out of ten 
you will send out a graduate who is justly 
confident of his healing ability and who, by 
the same token, not only succeeds in the 
practice of Chiropractic but earns the respect 
and devotion of his entire community in the 
doing. He practices his own profession, not 
others. 








Some are afraid to raise their voices. Some 
¢ us of bringing up the “straight 
ing” question. I say it is high time 
the question is brought up and out into the 
open. There must be a few voices raised to 
give courage to those who want to remain 
chiropractors. I see a great deal of the coun- 
try and contact quite a few chiropractors, and 
I believe they are still in the majority. It 
seems it is only a few leaders who somehow 
have gotten on the wrong path and want to 
force others the same way. 





Surely the practice of physiotherapy, na- 
turopathy, or whatever else some now try to 
include under Chiropractic licensure, should 
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be strong enough to stand alone upon its own 
merit, Let those who want it practice it— 
and secure their own license to do so. But 
why should chiropractors be forced to study 
and undergo examination in another field if 
they do not want to practice in that field? 
We have griped loud and long when chiro- 
practors were forced to take medical exam- 
inations to practice Chiropractic; why force 
them to take naturopathic and /or physi 
therapy examinations to practice Chiropractic? 
The few who insist upon pinning the naturo- 
pathic and physiotherapy tail to the good do 
Chiropractic should remember that the tail 
does not wag the dog. Those who insist upon 
adding a physiotherapy requirement to the 
Ghiropractic law for licensure in any state 
must be stopped. lence can be mistaken 
for acquiescence, This profession is worth 
fighting for. Now is the time,

Any man on the street 
today knows that when you have tooth trouble 
you think of a dentist. This is true today in 
spite of the fact that the medics resented 
the first dentists and said, “If you need a 
tooth pulled, see your phsician.” Dentistry 
has gained firm professional standing in Ameri- 
ca because of achieving two factors, Education 
and Integrity. The public accepts the dentist 
because (1) it knows what he does (maybe 
not how he does it), and (2) that he is well 
educated to do it. 

Chiropractic has been long divided on these 
same two factors—education and integrity. 
Since the Palmer School's courageous an- 
nouncement at the Lyceum of 1949, our divi- 
sion over the four years education is no longer 
an issue of contention, 








That which now remains is the definition 
of integrity. Let the NCA be as courageous 
in improving its position on this controversy 
s the Palmer School on improving educa- 

standards.

If the NGA is a democratic organization, 
its many sincere members, who honestly know 
what chiropractic is and what it is not, can 
correct the confusion about the definition of 
a Chiropractor. 

In considering this step, it is well to keep

In this very important stage of develop- 
ment of chiropractic many unusual things 
confront the practitioners. We urge each of 
our graduates to be constantly seeking to 
further the benefits of chiropractic and there- 
by be of greater service to their patients. 
During the development of any science many 
pitfalls present themselves and we especially 
caution our alumni as follows 

Guard against quack devices, Many un- 
scrupulous inventors take advantage of atomic 
material and electrical material to befuddle 
and confuse the practice, A mysterious de- 
vice should be shunned, Almost anything 
with value will have its scientific proof de- 
veloped in standard text-books, So be on your 
guard against being taken in by such ma- 
chines. 

Be on your guard against miraculous tech- 
niques. In your broad training you have 
learned that disease can result from multiple 
No technique can be a cure-all and 
echnique that is worthwhile will have a 
ic background that has been published 
ne under the scrutiny of other mem- 
of the profession, To hide or to patent 
entific knowledge is only a cover up for 
deficiencies and certainly should not enter 
any of the healing sciences. Health services 
cannot be compared to patent machines or 
medicine or formula, but are developed from 
entific background giving good, well estab- 
lished, basic facts, so bey of the technique 
salesman who talks about research without 
producing evidence of that research, 

Be ware of promotion men who claim their 
promotional scheme to be the very basis of 
chiropractic unity and at the same time make 
efforts to exclude certain large groups of prac- 
titioners, Unity can only be achieved by seek- 
ing rights that will help the members of the 
profession and cannot be designed to promote 
any one section of the organization. 

Be on your guard against organizations run 
by cliques especially designed to promote 
individuals and not to promote the good of 
the whole group. Often times these groups 
seek financial support from a large number 
of practitioners, only to try to use that finan- 
cial support to exclude or narrow the rights 
of those individuals.

Anderson Reports Six 
Out of Ten in Colorado 
Favorable to Chiropractic 


Dear Dr, Sabourin: 

Let me congratulate you upon your able 
handling of your job as vice-president of the 
I. B. T. R. I. I have received a number of 
letters from you, all of which have been very 
constructive and should be a great help to all 
those willing to do their part in promoting the 
welfare of Chiropractic in their respective 
states, 

I would like to report to you that in Colo- 
rado things are going along very nicely. In a 
recent survey conducted by the Denver Post, 
it was revealed that six out of ten people are 
favorable to Chiropractic and think it has a 
great deal of merit. This report was published 
in the Denver Post which is one of the most 
powerful newspapers in the Rocky Mountain 
region. I feel that this shows a great deal more 
respect than we have ever been able to attain 
previously. 

No doubt you have heard of the controversy 
between Dr. Spears and the State Board of 
Health, wherein the board of health, with the 
help of the Attorney General and even the 
Governor, requested the Supreme Court to ap- 
point one of the members of the health board 
to supervise the Spears Sanitarium, claiming 
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that it was improperly conducted, patients 
neglected, and that it was a general public 
nuisance. The Supreme Court, after regular 
hearing and investigation, denied the request 
and the Spears Sanitarium is now operating 
as usual. Dr. Spears has instituted a suit 
against the health board and the medical so- 
ciety for three million dollars alleging that 
they were persecuting him and Chiropractic 
generally, in violation of law and especially 
the Anti-Trust laws. 

He is also suing Dr. Maier, one of whose 
patients died after operation (by Dr. Maier) 
and who had previously been a patient at 
Spears Sanitarium, Dr. Maier wrote on the 
death certificate that the patient had died as 
a result of neglect at the Spears Sanitarium. 
Dr. Spears is suing for three hundred thousand 
dollars alleging libel. Neither of these suits 
has come to trial yet.

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Dr. Parr Gives Views for 


Educational Improvement 
By DR. P. O. PARR 


I have been asked to make a report on 
the National Council on Education, which 
met in Chicago in the early part of February. 
In last month’s edition of The Record the 
subjects from this Council Meeting’s agenda 
were listed. 


In addition to the subjects mentioned 
above, which more or less speak for them- 
selves, I should like to call the attention of 
the chiropractors who see this report to the 
fact that this council has been organized to 
obtain standard performance and accomplish- 
ment in education from the educational facil- 
8 now in existence. These facilities have 
more or less builded themselves with sporadic 
support from the profession in the various 
parts of the country. The organized effort 
between schools in the past has been so 
poorly attended that it is impossible to ob- 
tain at the present time a highly accurate 
figure as to the total capital assets available 
in this profession for educational purposes. 
Whatever they were just before the War, of 
course they have been augmented considerably 
by the subsidizing of the Federal Government 
by way of the G.I. Bill; but even so, if I may 
call your attention to the fact, you may in- 
vestigate any or all of the chiropractic institu- 
tions and they fall far short of having the 
modern, up-to-date buildings, all of the 
desirable equipment and the laboratories, clin- 
ical and hospital facilities that we should like 
to see them have. 














As a general proposition, in my opinion, 
we should have about one-hundred-fifty thou- 
sand dollars ($150,000.00) worth of buildings, 
class room. chairs, blackboards, manikins, 
specimen, adjusting tables, view-boxes, etc., 
per hundred students, A figure has been 
arrived at as to the minimum size of the 
student body of a chiropractic college to 
operate efficiently and economically, This 
figure is a minimum of two hundred students. 
You can readily see that the minimum facil- 
ities to operate an educational institution on 
the standards and levels we now have would 
be three hundred thousand dollars worth 
of capital assets. If we are going to try to 
improve the use of the facilities by offering 











greater clinical experience, greater practical 
experience in setting up and operating prac- 
tices, which would assure a greater percentage 
of immediate success on the part of the gradu- 
ates and give us a rapid higher number of 
successful practitioners to help fight the 
battles of chiropractic and improve its serv- 
ices to the public, etc., it will require that 
our professionally-owned educational corpora- 
tions have even greater amounts of capital 
assets, 





Now, we have chiropractic colleges in 
existence that have capital assets that exceed 
three hundred thousand dollars. But such 
colleges have enrollments now of five or six 
hundred or more, which means their capital 
assets figured at $150,000.00 per hundred 
students would need to be from $750,000.00 
to $900,000.00 so whether you take the smaller 
school with $100,000.00 worth of assets in 
use and 100 students, or the large school 
with $300,000.00 worth of assets in use and 
five or six hundred enrollment, the equation 
comes out the same. We have a ratio of 
about one-third of the facilities necessary 
to give out the know-how, hopes and desires 
that we already have without providing for 
future development or for the possibility 
of our educational institutions becoming equal 
in fac s with all other educational institu- 
tions, 











In my opinion, the big thing that the chiro- 
practic profession should come to realize and 
soon, is that we have a problem that should 
be brought to the attention of the public of 
raising about two-thirds more capital asset: 
to run our institutions at their minimum pé 
formance. Now, the profession seems to think 
that the Educational Council is organized 
for the purpose of doing this job. The Educa- 
tional Council is not now attempting this job 
as a Council and from the general tone and 
tenor of progress at the last several meetings 
at Toronto, Omaha, Portland and Chicago, 
I do not believe that it is going to be able 
to solve the problems of standardization, 
increase know-how, increase cooperation, re- 
search on the profession and research on edu- 
cational methods, soon enough to bring its 
attention to bear on this vital question in the 
near future. 











So, I believe it my duty to call the attention 
of all parts of the profession to the fact that 
the present attitude of the Educational Coun- 
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cil of the N.C.A. is that these increased facil- 
ities must be had by the activity of the pro- 
fession in the locality of the schools. I should 
be glad to give further information on my 
views on this subject to anyone who is interest- 
ed, either personally or by correspondence, 


For example, the public might be ap- 
proached somewhat in this manner: I have 
just finished checking the audits at the State 
Capitol on the funds that the Board of 
Regents of Higher Education has given from 
general tax revenue to the medical school to 
operate the didactic, laboratory and clinical 
departments. This check covered the last 
five fiscal years of the budget for July 1, 
1946 to June 30, 1950, For the first year 
the total expenditure from the Regents was 
$1,042,099.00; for the second year the ex- 
penditure was $1,666,687.00; from July 1, 
1948 to June 30, 1949, the total expenditure 
was $1,600,000.00; from July 1, 1949 to June 
30, 1950 the expenditure is $1,223,171.00. So, 
you see there would be an average regents’ 
grant for a budget of $1,196,391.40 for operat- 
ing the medical school that actually had 
several less students than does Carver Chiro- 
practic College. Nor does this represent by 
any means all of the finances available as the 
State Department of Health, for example, 
pays (o the Clinical Department a daily hos- 
pital rate in excess of $5.00 per patient to 
care for the patients hospitalized in their 
clinical department. Now, the purported 
reason that the state is interested in this med- 
ical institution is so that the citizens may 
enjoy better medical services and so. that 
the citizens’ children may have an opportunity 
for education towards a profession. 



































We could submit to the public that it has 
exactly the same reasons for wanting to 
have a good chiropractic educational institu- 
Such an approach as this would un- 
doubtedly win us support from the large 
number of people in this state who are in 
favor of chiropractic serv 











‘The same men who used the medical sean- 
dals that occurred in the early 1900's because 
of dereliction of duty, felony and larceny 
that transpired incident to the education of 
medical men, operation of their schools and 
procurement of their licenses as reasons why 
the public should support medical education 
either directly in their state universities or 
indirectly through endowment, can be shown 
to have used over the past forty years the 








deficiencies in educational institutions of chiro- 
practic, dereliction of duty on the part of 
chiropractors, insufficient education and lar- 
ceny in the licensing of drugless practitioners 
es to indicate the eradication of these 
professions. To bring it closer home, when- 
ever it was brought out that the medical 
school in Oklahoma City was deficient in its 
methods of education, the blame was placed 
squarely on the public, and they were asked 
to become righteously indignant and by direct 
contribution and through political pressure, 
the public was supposed to shoulder the 
financial responsibility for improvement of 
this educational institution.

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Subluxation and the 


Sympathetic Nervous System

With chiropractic on the ascendency as 
never before in its history, it behooves us to 
examine again the facts which place it on a 
respectable scientific level. Often the only 
stimulus necessary to reawaken one’s pride in 
chiropractic is to recount such facts for every- 
‘one becomes accommodated over a long 
enough period of time. The material pre- 
sented in following paragraphs is designed 
to establish once again that confidence which 
oft times deserts us in the face of the so-called 
nce” of other healing arts. 











‘As chiropractors, we should not overlook 
the importance of the sympathetic nervous 
system in regard to disease processes and also 
in regard to the restoration of health. ‘The 
fibers of the sympathetic system which begin 
as axons in the spinal cord travel outward 





through intervertebral foramina with the 
twelve thoracic and upper three lumbar spinal 
nerves, These are the preganglionic fibers. 





They convey impulses from the cord to neu- 
rons which arise in the ganglia of the sympa- 
thetic chain and also to neurons in sympathetic 
collatoral ganglia. ‘The neurons in these 
ganglia give rise to axons called posganglionic 
fibers and it is these fibers which must convey 
to viscera the impulses delivered by the pre- 
ganglionic elements. ‘The postganglionic neu- 
rons cannot normally produce impulses of 
their own making. Impulses conducted by 
them are obtained from one source only, the 
preganglionic neurons. 








The postganglionic fibers eventually in- 
nervate. viscera. However, great numbers 
travel outward in the anterior and posterior 
primary divisions of the spinal nerves, depart- 
ing from them at discrete intervals to innerv- 
ate the blood vessels of skeletal muscle and 
of the skin, the arrector pili (smooth) muscle 
and the sweat glands. It is obvious that post- 
ganglionic fibers must have a very wide dis- 
tribution, yet all impulses transmitted by them 
originate in the preganglionic fibers, An in- 
dividual preganglionic fiber therefore must be 
in synaptic relationship with many postgangli- 
onic fibers 








Other fibers which traverse the inter- 
vertebral foramina are somatic motor fibers 
which innervate skeletal muscles, Sensory 
fibers also emerge helping to form the spinal 
nerve. Of all the fibers, however, which issue 
from intervertebral foramina in the region 
mentioned, the preganglionic fibers have the 
thinnest nyelin sheath. Since subluxation pro- 
duces nerve interference and since all fibers 
passing through vertebral foramina are equally 
at the mercy of forces operating there, it 
would seem quite likely that the least pro- 
tected fibers would suffer interference first. 
To further the argument, is it not the visceral 
(organic) ailments which predominate in a 
practice? How many times do patients seck 
relief from muscular distresses? Yet the 
somatic motor fibers are exposed to subluxa- 
tion to the same degree as are the pregangli- 
onic, It follows then that organic ailments 
are more numerous because the preganglionic 
fibers are just more easily affected by sub- 
luxation,

We are too well informed at this date to 
fall into the error of stating that the spinal 
nerves and their anterior and posterior pri- 
mary divisions convey fibers destined for 
organs and that interference with these fibers 
produces organic dysfunction. It is true that 
the spinal nerves conduct sympathetic post- 
ganglionic fibers but they end, in this case, 
in the structures previously listed and not in 
organs. It would be unscientific, therefore, 
to explain to a patient that spinal nerves 
innervate organs. Their anterior and posterior 
primary divisions as previously noted, in- 
nervate structures on the anterior and posterior 
aspects of the trunk respectively—they are: 
Skeletal muscle (via the somatic motor fibers) , 
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blood vessels of skeletal muscle, and of the 
skin, arrector pili muscle and sweat glands 
(via the sympathetic postganglionic fibers); 
the sensory fibers are “distributed to” these 
structures and convey impulses back to the 
cord. How then should the explanation be 
conducted? As an example, it could be stated 
that the preganglionic fibers of the splanchnic 
nerves are responsible for conveying impulses 
destined for abdominal and pelvic viscera. 
The spinal nerves and their anterior and pos- 
terior primary divisions in the area of splanch- 
nic nerve origin have no such function, The 
only ciation that these nerves have with 
the spinal nerves of that region is that their 
preganglionic fibers pass outward with the 
elements of the spinal nerves, and therefore 
can be affected by subluxation. Does this 
change any of our conceptions regarding sub- 
luxation and disease Not at all. The same 
principle applies here as before. By normaliz- 
ing the position of the vertebrae, interference 
with these fibers will be eliminated and proper 
function restored in the organs affected, 








Space does not permit going into every 
aspect of sympathetic innervation throughout 
the body but careful analysis will show that 
in no case is the spinal nerve and its primary 
divisions responsible for nerve supply to or- 
gans. It is self-evident that we should watch 
ourselves in that regard if we would aspire 
to the title of nerve specialist.

More so than in many other colleges, Logan 
Basic College’s library and reading room 
serves not only as a repository of professional 
works for “supplementary reading,” but even 
more important is the truth that it ties to- 
gether classroom and student work in con- 
veniently arranged texts.. This functional 
library closely coordinated to classroom is 
not an original idea with Logan College. But 
book organization fits in with curriculum or- 
ganization, Therein lies the difference between 
Logan’s compact professional library and the 
average large public library. In the one you 
have “stacks” of reference works stored away, 
accessible only for the most part to library 
personnel, A patron of this type of library 
must know what he requires and must ask for 
it. Even though we do conduct a professional 
library, yet “browsing” applies. Logan’s li- 
brary has its books catalogued and stacked 
in such a way that with ease a student can 
find what he needs. This order of things 
provides a pattern that fits in with classroom 
work, 





Over-all, Logan’s College library may be 
said to have two objectives. First, and usually 
foremost with every librarian, is the urge to 
build up both quantity and diversity of book 
stocks. Second, the library is seeking to help 
build greater student “book-mindedness.” It 
is encouraging for the library to note that 
the Logan College book inventory has in- 
creased markedly in the last few months. But 
the borrowing rate by students has increased 
at an even larger pace, and the use of the 
reading room for study has increased by leaps 
and bounds. No doubt the increase can be 
traced to emphasis on the part of our teach- 
ers on collateral reading as a better under- 
standing and as a help to subjects vital to 
the profession. More than three hundred 
sudents per month have made their way to 
the library and reading room, And_ the 
library can boast now of 750 professional 
volumes besides periodicals and magazines.

Future of Logan College

Hopkinsville, Ky. 
A noted man once said that a man dies 
but his deeds live as a memorial, 


In the past, chiropractic colleges have 
depended almost entirely on tuition for their 
income. And after fifty-five years of gallant 
efforts of a few, we find that progress has 
been made in the physical plants of our col- 
leges. However, the sad fact remains that 
due to a | of funds our schools have been 
unable to have the necessary facilities to pro- 
mote the profession to the extent offered by 
the science of Chiropractic. 








At a meeting of the board of directors of 
the I,B.T.R.L., March 25 and 26, it was 
agreed that in order for the Logan College 
to continue the leadership in the field of 
spinal correction, vast funds must eventually 
be received from interested private sources. 
Tt was agreed that endowments must be re- 
ceived to promote the welfare of our chiro- 
practic colleges. 





For a better understanding of endowments 
it is advisable to give a brief history. 





Endowment, used as a financial term, refers 
to a sum of money the principal of which 
is to be maintained intact and only the income 
of which can be used, Endowed colleges and 
universities refers to one not supported at 
public expense and whose support comes 
mainly or largely from endowment funds, 
Some endowed colleges also receive some 
support from public taxes. The income on 
an educational endowment is used for scien- 
tific or educational purposes. The first en- 
dowed educational institution is said to be 
The House of Plato in 347 B, C. By 1880 
more than half the income for institutions 
of higher education in America came from 
endowment funds. 











A survey of colleges, other than chiroprac- 
tic, recently made by members of our pro- 
fession revealed some facts that should be 
of interest. It was found that many colleges 
acquire from twenty to forty per cent of their 
income from public support in the form of 
endowments or gifts. It is through the use 
of these funds that most of the necessary 
buildings and equipment were made possible, 
It is endowments from private sources that 








have built and maintained most every med- 
ical school in existence today. The fine build- 
ings and vast resources stand as a memorial 
to men who have acquired money from busi- 
ness pursuits and endowed institutions of their 
choice, 

The Logan College is today one of the 
most beautiful colleges in the country. Its 
campus is approximately seventeen acres in 
one of the best areas of St. Louis. On the 
are found housing and_ recreation 
as well as the most modern class- 
rooms, clinic, and administration buildings. 
At the Logan College there is being conducted 
a most extensive research into a better under- 
standing of mechanical and pathological 
aspects of spines. New discoveries in the 
diagnosis and treatment of spinal conditions 
are being developed. 

There are many discoveries yet to come. 
We of the board of directors believe that 
the future growth of our profession must be 
with a closer cooperation between the chiro- 
practors and the public.

Doctor of the Future

With man’s ever expanding knowledge and 
search for better and faster means of healing 
the diseases that every year affect millions 
of people has come the stark realization that 
spinal or body malposition is of prime im- 
portance, 

Until the turn of the century disease was 
thought to be caused almost entirely by 
germs, evil spirits, or some unknown cause. 
As knowledge of mechanics increased in the 
world about us, our fathers realized that for 
a machine to function normally all of its 
parts must be in the position intended by its 
designer. 


Tt was then realized that the human body 
s in reality an intricate machine, actually a 
factory, complete in every respect with heart 
to circulate fluids, the glands to absorb and 
ecessary for the well being 
of the entire structure, Combine these with 
a delicate coordinating electrical system, an 
intelligence, and the supporting system struc- 
tures, and we have the Lord’s greatest master- 
piece. 














Tn the beginning of life our bodies are 
usually nearly a perfect mechanical structure. 
All of its parts in normal position and the 
body in perfect balance. Then the forces of 
nature begin to be felt. Gravitation, concus- 
sions, and various forces are brought to bear. 
Before long the body is no longer perfect. 
Postural faults, faulty habits and accidents 
soon have so disrupted the body balance until 
pressure on the supporting structures alter 
the perfect pattern and the process of insidious 
diseases begins. From this stage the constant 
effort of the body to overcome or limit dis- 
tortion becomes evident in at first hypertrophy 
of distended muscles and ankglosis or filtration 
of the hyline cartilages. Later even these 
forces may be unable to combat the destruc- 
tive effects of a misaligned body. 





Until the discovery of Chiropractic, if na- 
ture’s efforts failed to correct the faulty 
mechanical conditions of the body the owner 
was usually doomed to a lifetime of chronic 
disease and usually a premature death. 


It was not until the early thirties that the 
greatest effort at correction of spinal distor- 
tion was undertaken under the direction of 
the “Edison of Body Mechanics,” Dr. Hugh 
B, Logan. It was Dr. Logan who gave to 
the world the first practical and consistent 
method of spinal straightening, 


‘This work has now reached the stage where 
most spines can be permanently corrected or 
greatly improved. Therefore, Chiropractic 
should now take its rightful place along with 
the other healing specialties. 


There is a tendency among certain leaders 
in our profession to try to include everything 
drugless in the field of Chiropractic. These 
men must be carefully watched and required 
to do the bidding of the vast majority of 
Chiropractors who believe that we should be 
spinal specialists, 

It is an accepted fact that the thinner we 
spread our forces the more vulnerable we 
become to attack from the A.M.A, Our 
greatest danger today is not from the A.M.A, 
or the so-called “wonder drugs” but rather 
from our leaders who claim to speak for the 
majority while in reality they actually speak 
the wishes of a few. Nothing could give our 
adversaries more comfort than to see Chiro- 
practic become a confused purposeless. pro- 
fession, 


The “wonder drugs” should cause us no 
concern. They, as most other drugs, are for 
symptomatic relief only. Distortion of the 
body framework will always be the cause 
of disease.

Tf the individual will take his full share 
of responsibility, we may be able to solve 
the problems of world peace, Palmer Hoyt, 
editor and publisher of The Denver Post, 
told members of the Denver Chiropractic so- 
ciety Saturday night.

Hoyt urged the chiropractors to do every- 
thing they could to foster individual co-opera- 
tion in Denver’s community affairs, and com- 
plimented them on the support they gave 
the Community Chest and other drives in 
the city. 

In his talk he also revealed the results of 
a public opinion survey taken for the society 
by Research Services, Inc. 

The organization asked people throughout 
Colorado “Many Colorado counties give 
welfare and public assistance patients free 
medical treatment, but no free chiropractic 
treatment. Is this all right, or should welfare 
patients have a choice?” 

The results of the survey, Hoyt told the 
chiropractors, showed that 77 per cent of 
the people were favorable to giving patients 
the right to choose their form of treatment. 

Dr. Neal Bishop, master of ceremonies for 
the dinner, introduced Hoyt. The president

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PUTTING CHIROPRACTIC FIRST 


There is a way to do anything in this 
world. Chiropractors should begin to do 
something about putting Chiropractic 
first. Through our life time, the incomes 
and material things we derive come from 
our profession, Without it, we would 
have to choose something else. Some of 
the things chiropractors need to do in 
promoting Chiropractic so that people 
may become aware of its great value 

(1) to carry Chiropractic into the 
lay ranks. This is best done by belonging 
to civie clubs such as Rotary, Kiwanis, 
Lions, Optimists, Civitans, ete. Just be- 
longing, becoming acquainted with your 
fellow man is distinctly the thing to do. 
You don’t have to talk Chiropractic. 
Just be a sincere, good honest fellow and 
people will begin to believe in what you 
believe in. 






(2) Chiropractors need to know their 
legislative representatives. When such 
bills are detrimental or those we are in- 
terested in come before either house, if 
we have an acquaintance-ship with our 
representative, we certainly can speak 
more freely than if it is a brand new ac- 
quaintance, Whenever we pass a good 
law or we prevent the wrong kind of 
legislation, the eredit should go to the 
individual chiropractor in his eom 
munity who does a job. We may have 
leaders who represent us in politics but 
they know that it is the letrer, that. are 
worked on behind the scenes that get the 
job done. For example, the UM’ — The 
Universal Military Training Bill — this 
was the work of hundreds of chiroprae- 
tors and lay people. 















(3) The numerous Chiropractic meet- 
ings conducted monthly at various 
localities, to me, are unnecessary. Chi- 
ropractors should have about one meet- 
ing every three months, during which 
time officers should conduct activities 
of the organization and let a hired 
public relations man carry on the 
activities of the profession. This public 
relations man must be carefully chosen 
and not try to run the people who pay 
him. What we really need in Chiro-

We hear so much of a new ‘‘broad”’ 
program in Chiropractic. It proposes to 
give the Chiropractor the privilege of 
doing so many things besides adjusting 
the spine . . . physiotherapy, mechano- 
therapy, adjusting of feet, fitting 
glasses, minor surgery, removing tumors, 
mud packs, injections, prescriptions, 
hypnotism, ete., all intended to broaden 
our professional scope. Will this broad 
program bring us distinction? 

Here is an instance of what our med- 
ical friends think of our science. Last 
Sunday an article appeared in the New 
York Daily News entitled ‘‘You Got A 
Headache?’’ It was written by a med- 
ieal doctor, who is specializing in just 
this type of condition . . . migraine 
headaches. 

After reading this article thoroughly, 
it impresses me that the terminology and 
the definition were borrowed from our 
Chiropractic philosophy. The pressure 
on cervical nerves, they have found, 
causes migraine headaches. The cure... 
a head harness with traction weights 
that would relieve the nerve pressure. 
And this in 1951 is considered a dis- 
covery! We, the Chiropractors, were 
considered ODD to make such a declar- 
ation twenty-five years ago. 

The medical profession is slowly find- 
ing the merits and blessings of the Chi- 
ropraetie philosophy, and will put it to 
good use as a medical specialty. In turn, 
we as Chiropractors are discarding our 
philosophy and are establishing a broad 
program in Chiropractic, adding to our 
profession so many adjuncts under the 














guise of palliation. 

WHAT IS WRONG WITH AT- 
TENDING TO THE SPINE BY 
HAND? Do we know all there is to 
know about the spine, its care and its 
correction? Are we thoroughly aware of 
the possibilities and latitudes of our 
science? Of the results we can achieve? 
Are we ready to prove our philosophy? 
Has the Chiropractor applied the Chi- 
ropractic principles to maintain his own 
health, and that of his family and com- 
munity ? 

TITERE IS NO DEPRESSION ON 
SICKNESS. God knows that there are 
enough sick people in the world to keep 
the chiropractors busy practicing Chiro- 
practic on a full time basis. Our short- 
coming has been that we have not 
reached the populace, especially the 
sick, on a direct public relations pro- 
gram. I have heard many times chiro- 
practors boasting that they do not have 
to advertise — his own community 
knows all about him and what he does. 
He has all the patients that ONE can 
handle. To him that spells success. 

We must begin to reinvest in our pro- 
fession, not with nickels and dimes. We 
must tell the publie more, and more, and 
more of what we can do for them, based 
on the successful application of the 
Chiropractie principle. In explaining 
the Chiropractic philosophy, there has 
never been a more logical explanation of 
health than maintaining life force from 
brain cell to tissue cell, and that sickness 
ensues when this life force is interfered 
with, all other things being equal. God 
gave us a framework centered around a 
spinal column so designed to last us a 
lifetime. 

We need a broad program of public 
relations. Our present national situation 
proves that this has not been done, or 
it has been done too little and too late. 
We, as a profession, should, by now, 
have established a demand for Chiro- 
practice that would assure our recent 
graduates of success and permanence,

Has Chiropractic failed? I can think 
of no better title for this article because 
I am prompted to write it as a result 
of what is beginning to take place in 
our midst. This week I received two 
heartbreaking letters. One was from 
the California Chiropractic Foundation, 
the other from the Citizens Rights As- 
sociation; one asking me for $250, the 
other for $100. For what? I would say, 
to start a big fight among Chiropractors 
(not physicians). 


Being an economical person, I think 
the $100 deal is far less costly, unless I 
want to believe that I can buy the right 
to practice medicine and surgery (both 
limited) for $250. If the vertebral sub- 
luxation is the cause of disease and the 
vertebral adjustment is the means of re- 
moving this cause behind most chronic 
and acute ills, why should I want the 
right to administer drugs, antibioties, 
serums, etc., plus the removal of tonsils, 
hemorrhoids, warts, boils, ete.? If I were 
able to spend a few months in school and 
learn major surgery, unlimited use of all 
drugs and the right to enter all hospi- 
tals (the D.O. can’t even do this yet) I 
might be electrified by such a move. 

For twenty-six years I have been 
looked down upon and despised by 
practically every M.D. I have known, but 
at the same time I have been respected 
by hundreds of people who have received 
benefit by my hands or by the use of 
water, air or heat treatments. (Most of

Some Vaccines Said To Increase Chances of Polio 


CHICAGO, May 29 (AP)..... In 
the polio season, June to September, it 
seems wise to postpone vaccinations of 
children for whooping cough or diph- 
theria, unless there is an outbreak of 
those diseases, because the vaccinations 
may increase the chances of a child’s 
coming down with polio. 

New evidence for this bit of med- 
ical advice was described to the Society 
of American Bacteriologists by Drs. 
Albert Milzer, Milly A. Weiss, and 
Katherine Vanderboom of Michael Reese 
Hospital, Chicago. 

The advice stems from studies in Eng- 
Jand and Australia. Doctors found that 
more children under 5 years old develop- 
ed polio within a month after vacci- 
nations for whooping cough and diph- 


theria than non-vaccinated youngsters. 

The Chicago experiments were done 
on nearly 500 mice. The vaccinated mice 
developed polio much earlier than those 
not vaccinated, Dr. Milzer said. The 
ineubation period for polio was 50 - 80 
per cent shorter. Why the vaccinations 
did this is not known.

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Medical Theory Versus Chiropractic Proof

Pediatricians are still indecisive about 
the childhood diseases. The fact that 
measles, mumps, chickenpox, scarlet 
fever, etc. are considered to occur as a 
result of invasion by certain infectious 
agents, some known, some unknown, is 
recognized and accepted by physicians. 
Lowered resistance of the child at spec- 
ifie times inereases his susceptibility, 
and the physicians at specific periods 
during childhood, attempt to counteract 
the high incidence of these diseases by 
injections designed to produce active 
immunization. 

Examples are the combined diphtheria- 
tetanus toxoid at 6 months of age; the 
pertussis vaccine at 7 months; the small- 
pox vaccination at 10 months and the 
immunization against typhoid fever at 
10-14 years. Innoculation is but an at- 
tempt to produce an artificial immunity 
against disease by producing anti-bodies 
in the body. However, this production of 
an artificial immunity is not necessary 
since the body has a natural immunity. 
In the blood serum are found the num- 
erous substances which the tissues 
elaborate for protection against bacterial 
and other harmful agents. In most cases 
these ‘‘antibodies’’ are elaborated only 
when the harmful agent is present in the 
body, and they are ‘‘specifie’’ that is, 
they are effective only against the one 
disease which has called them forth. 

Zahorsky in his ‘‘Synopsis of Pedi- 
atrics’’ says: ‘‘As the growing organism 
must constantly adjust itself to new 
conditions, functional disorders, espec- 
ially of the nervous system, are exceed- 
ingly prevalent.’’ 

The child is constantly changing and 
adjusting itself in many respects. By far 
the most conspicuous and most impor- 
tant is the change in the spinal column. 
In utero, the fetus is curled in a semi- 
round ball attempting to oceupy as small 
a place as possible in the uterus. At birth 
then the infant has only two predomin- 
ant curves — the posterior ones. The 





anterior curves gradually occur through 
early childhood and increase with ad- 
vancing age. 

At three months of age, the child holds 
his head erect ; at six months, he sits; he 
stands at nine months, and walks at 12 
months. During that period, the anterior 
curves are developing, primarily the 
cervical curve, and to a lesser extent, the 
lumbar curve. 

It is known that acute respiratory in- 
fections are the predominant group of 
diseases in early childhood, followed 
closely by the digestive disorders. 

The relationship of the developing 
anterior cervical curve with the already 
existant posterior dorsal curve results 
in a transitional area between the 5th 
cervical vertebra and the 3rd dorsal 
vertebra. This area is called transitional 
because it is affected by any deviation 
of the cervical or dorsal regions, and has 
long been recognized by chiropractors 
as the ‘‘trouble’’ area in respiratory 
disturbances. 

The same reference may be made to 
the second transitional area of the spine 
—that between the developing anterior 
lumbar curve and the already present 
dorsal posterior curve. That region we 
have spotted as the ‘‘trouble’’ area in 
digestive disorders. 

The high incidence of respiratory and 
digestive disturbances in the child can 
be accounted for by the developing an- 
terior curves. During a respiratory or 
digestive disorder can be found accent- 
uated tenderness in the tissues and 
tightness of muscle fibers in the tran- 
sitional areas. 


It can be readily seen that the de- 
velopment of the anterior curves is de- 
pendent upon the periods of ‘‘holding 
the head erect, sitting, standing, and 
walking’’ and that the resistance of the 
respiratory and digestive systems will 
be at a minimum as a result of this de- 
velopment, if the development is not 
gradual and regulated. 

Trauma is an added factor to take into 
consideration. Many a fall has a direct 
effect on the spine, the force of the fall 
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being reflected through the stronger 
muscular regions to the comparatively 
weak transitional areas. 

Strain, ankylosis and atony in an adult 
make individual vertebral movement a 
major factor in acute conditions. For the 
same reasons these vertebral sublux- 
ations occur very often in between the 
transitional regions. 

Not so the child. The comparatively 
good general muscle tone provides for 
the force of trauma and what strain does 
exist to exert its effects on the more 
movable or transitional points in the 
spine. The normal body posture should 
show the seven cervical and the five lum- 
bar vertebrae as a perfect anterior bal- 
ance for the twelve dorsal posterior 
vertebrae. 

It is not necessary to initiate medical 
prophylactic measures to decrease the in- 
cidence of the common respiratory and 
digestive disturbances of childhood. The 
growing child under the care of Chiro- 
practic can be assured of developing 
normal anterior-posterior curves, with 
resultant normal body mechanies lessen- 
ing not only joint and muscle strain, but 
also disturbances of normal visceral re- 
lationship. Thus the child’s resistance 
will be good, keeping his ‘‘natural’’ im- 
munity at a maximum, and will limit 
his susceptibility to the infectious dis- 
eases, 


You can’t help but succeed if you fol- 
low these ABC simple rules: 


A. Have something people want. 
B. Know who wants it most. 


C. Tell them often that you stand 
ready to serve them, 


.It’s a can’t-miss formula.

What is Health and Why?

‘We are normally born well and heal- 
thy. A body that consists of billions of 
cells so united and co-ordinated to bring 
about a human being that is capable of 
assimilating milk, crackers and ete., into 
human tissue cells. These various types, 
blood cells, intestinal cells, muscle 
cells, bone cells, and on and on, come 
from milk, yes maybe crackers. The 
normal function is capable of assimila- 
ting and eliminating; thinking and moy- 
ing; and in a reasonable length of time, 
controlling within its own limitations its 
destiny. What more of a miracle or 
wonder do we have? Then I ask, ‘‘What 
is life?’’ Certainly it is spiritual as well 
as phvysicial. An intelligence that has 
provided a normal living baby to this 
world with such a complex entelechy is 
certainly capable of maintaining itself. 
These fundamental facts melt down to 
one thing. The human body is a physical, 
spiritual being. This something that 
makes the heart beat almost three million 
times a month and controls all the other 
functions of the body is even more fan- 
tastie than that something that is re- 
sponsible for our living. 

The connecting link between this 
something and the physical body is lo- 
cated in the gray matter of the brain 
and the spinal cord, transferred from 
here to the rest of the tissue cells via 
the nervous system. When interfered 
with and the interference is caused by 
subluxations of the spinal column, the 
removal of this interference is Chiro- 
practic. I have witnessed many patients 
get well by an adjustment of the verte- 
bra at the top of the spine, some from 
the middle and many from the bottom. 
How the interference is relieved matters 
not. Yet I know of no system in Chiro- 
practic that so ably has demonstrated 
the correction of subluxations than that 
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of Logan Basie Technique. This reminds 
me of a story. The husband came home 
to his wife, entering the front door of 
the house. He asked his wife who that 
man was that ran out the back door. She 
said, ‘‘Why John, no one went out the 
back door.’’ He said, ‘‘ Well, I just now 
saw the man run out the back door.” 
The wife said very confidently, ‘‘Why 
John, you know you shouldn’t believe 
your darn eyes.’’ So it is with many 
Chiropractors today, they don’t believe 
their darn eyes. 

I have often discussed with our asso- 
ciates in our clinic that we certainly 
have a peculiar practice. We have pa- 
tients who come to us who have head- 
aches; they get well and send us head- 
ache cases. But when they have a heart 
condition, they unhesitantly resort to 
drugs. We have patients with heart con- 
ditions; they get well and send us heart 
patients. But they get headaches and 
immediately resort to drugs. This ap- 
plies to the various diseases we take care 
of, and I find our practice is similar to 
other chiropractors. What is the answer ? 
We have people we take care of when 
they get sick, but of the thousands of 
patients I have attended, the percentage 
that understand the Philosophy of Chi- 
ropractie is pitifully low. 

We have to, as a profession, educate 
the patient in Chiropractic Philosophy. 
Otherwise Chiropractic will be good for 
numerous diseases in numerous minds. 
Disease to a Chiropractor is just one 
thing. It is the lack of that something 
that originally made life possible . . . 
that something that is not getting there. 
Disease is the lack of that something, or 
the lack of the proper quantity and qual- 
ity of mental impulses that travel from 
the brain to periphery. 

I know that after we produce this 
book on Visual Education, it will be just 
another means of selling a disease or an 
abnormal normalized to the average lay 
people unless we tie in some real Chiro- 
practic Philosophy. I do believe we have 
evidence that is obtainable in our pro- 
fession to educate the American people. 
Visual Education is one answer.

practic is to bring our message to the 

lay people. 

(4) Some day in Chiropractic, the 
different groups, regardless of their 
differences, will have one national con- 
clave and a president will be elected by 
the majority, no different than our 
Government. We will always have dif- 
ferent organizations but we should have 
one public relations. 

(5) We need to have a strategy com- 
mittee to change some of the people who 
are trying to change Chiropractic. We 
need to get rid of these people who 
want to be something else and should 
get into something else and the strategy 
committee could arrange this. There are 
some people in Chiropractic who care no 
more for it than the man in the moon. 
They would like to disguise it so that 
ten years from now we would be glorified 
physicians doing what medical men are 
failing at. Maybe it would be better for 
the whole world if 200,000 physicians 
became chiropractors, and 20,000 chiro- 
practors became physicians. Suffering 
humanity would probably gain. I think 
a lot of people who want to be something 
other than they are should give up their 
adjustments at the same time they give 
up their rights. 

Publie relations begin with the in- 
dividual. If you belong to civic clubs of 
some design, if you are a good citizen 
jn your community, if you do things 
that make people believe in you, then 
they believe in Chiropractic. Certainly, 
being a dicator in your community 
won’t get the job done.

uals who need to die. May God grant 
chiropractors the ability to see the fall- 
acies and foolishness of following such 
leadership and that they make a change 
for where would they be without the 
men who have believed in the future of 
Chiropractic? :

No doubt you have heard of the baby 
that was in the Spears Hospital and 
who was condemned to death by the 
Medical Profession, especially the Mayo 
Clinic. This baby lived two months long- 
er than it was supposed to, and its death 
was very peaceful. In fact, it died in its 
sleep after a very good day. This baby 
was not given any chance to survive 
under Chiropri », but was given 
Chiropractic care in the hopes that its 
last days would be more peaceful and 
pleasant. 

Our Legislative situation here is un- 
changed.

INDIANA:

Received your April communique and 
am sorry that I have been so slow in an- 
swering. This week I am starting my 
thirty-first year in Chiropractic and 
by golly, sometimes I think I am getting 
lazy 

Being president of the Federation last 
year (and again re-elected for this year) 
has been a pretty trying job. At a state 
wide meeting in Indianapolis last month, 
I had the Secretary check through his 
minutes and he discovered that in the 
preceding 14 months, we had been in 
Indianapolis 45 times for board meet- 
ings, including about 5 or 6 state wide 
meetings. The board members had 
served all that time at their own ex- 
pense besides paying $240.00 that year 
for dues. 

In the State of Indiana, I think we 
have a little over 300 licensed chiro- 
practors now practicing. We have more 
than 200 unlicensed ¢ practors now 
practicing. It is interesting to note that 
less than 50 chiropractors paid their 
$240.00 dues and just a little over 100 
participated in any way at all financial- 
ly in our program. It is surely a sad 
state of affairs when the chiropractors 
care so little for the future of their pro- 
fession, 

But I guess there is always a bright 
side to every picture, and we have that. 
here in Indiana. Over a year ago, a 
group of Chiropractie patients got to- 
gether and formed the Indiana Laymen 
Chiropractic Association. With just over 
a dozen chapters in the State, they es- 
tablished a full session lobby in our 
Capital City. They actively and aggres- 
sively supported our Chiropractic bill to 
establish a board of Chiropractic exam- 
iners and also militantly backed a bill 
to give the chiropractors a right to a 
trial by jury, a constitutional right that 
they are denied under the present Medi- 
eal Practice Act. 

While our legislative attempt was un- 
successful, we made the best showing 

















that has been made in a legislative bat- 
tle for several years. Following the ad- 
journment of the General Assembly, the 
LL.C.A. executive board met and laid 
out an over-all plan for the future. They 
opened a central office and publication 
center in Anderson and named Tex Jor- 
dan as Public Relations Director, A pro- 
gram of education, political action and 
general publicity has been commenced 
and a membership drive (aimed at 
formation of 125 active chapters within 
the state) is now under way. 

The Federation of Indiana Chiroprac- 
tors is working wholeheartedly with the 
Indiana Laymen Chiropractic Associa- 
tion. At the statewide meeting April 22 
in Indianapolis, the following officers 
were elected for the Federation: Dr. E. 
J. Willis, President, Dr. Ralph Agnew, 
Vice President, Dr. Jay W. Dean, Sec- 
retary, Dr. F. Richard Roese, Treasurer, 
Dr. Eugene Ford, Dr. A. C. Cox, Dr. 
R. C. Dayton, Mrs, Royse Ferguson, Dr. 
D. L. Kester, Dr. Sheldon J. Rikke, Di- 
rectors. 

With the aid of the Laymen, we ex- 
peet to get out from under medical dom- 
ination in 1953.

I have waited this late in writing so 
T could get you the latest news, for you 
see we are in the Legislature this year 
trying for a four year of 4,000 hours 
law. Our law has been three years and 
six months, and we are just trying to 
bring our state up to date. We intro- 
duced a companion bill in both houses 
and feel that we should have little 
trouble. We are taking no chances of 
just introducing bills and have nothing 
happen so have our good public relations 
lady working in the Legislature, and al- 
so our legal council directing her efforts 
at all times. The session is just getting 
under way so no action has been taken as 
yet. Will let you know the outcome when 
it is all over. 

For years our three man state board 
has been an unusual one. One man was 
from the Iowa Chiropractors Assn., one 
from the Chiropractic Society of Iowa 
(Palmer man), and the third a so-called 
independent. The Iowa Chiropractors 
Assn. is by far the larger of the two or- 
ganizations and is the oldest. The state 
law reads that the Governor shall ap- 
point from a list of six names submitted 
by the regular association. The question 
seems to be, which is the regular associ- 
ation. 

Two years ago the term of the inde- 
pendent man expired and the I.C.A. pre- 
vailed upon the Governor to not re- 
appoint him, but one from the I.C.A., 
as the law states and this he did. About 
six months later the regular I.C.A. man 
left the state, and thus created another 
vacancy. The I.C.A. again submitted a 
list of six names to the Governor, but no 
appointment has been made now a year 
and a half later. 

Last summer the regular C. S. of I. 
man’s term expired and both groups 
submitted names for this vacancy. The 
1.C.A. group went one step farther in 
telling the Governor that if their man 
was not appointed, they would start a 
Quo Waranto suit in court to question 


the right of the Governor to appoint any 
one other than those on the I.C.A. list, 
The Governor did appoint the man from 
the C. S. of L, and as a result the suit 
was started this past fall in the Des 
Moines court. The defendent in the case 
asked for a change of venue which was 
granted, and now the case is at a stand 
still until further action is taken by the 
legal council of the I.C.A. In talking 
with him the other day, he stated that 
this he intends to do as soon.as legisla- 
ture is over. 

The real question we wish to have 
settled is which group or association is 
the legal one to represent the profession 
in the state. It seems that every time one 
group or the other tries to speak for the 
profession, it is always to the dislike of 
the other. Maybe a court decision will 
end this argument. Those are the high- 
lights of the Iowa situation to date. 





MICHIGAN:

The Michigan Academy of Chiroprac- 
tic, which was formed legally and for- 
mally last October, composed of chiro- 
practors interested in Chiropractic and 
not naturopathy, is growing very rap- 
idly. The M.A.C. is fast becoming the 
recognized voice of true chiropractors 
and Chiropractic in Michigan. We have 
a good law now and want to keep it. The 
opposition of the naturopathic element 
within the Chiropractic ranks in Mich- 
igan has introduced a new Bill, HB No. 
217, which would eliminate the present 
Chiropractic definition, and’ replaces it 
with completely naturopathic terminol- 
ogy. The M.A.C. is hard at work in op- 
position to this change, we have a hear- 
ing in Lansing, Tuesday, April 24th, at 
which time we hope to kill this Bill No. 
217.

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OREGON:

I am at present enralled in the West- 
ern States College of Chiropractic & Na- 
turopathy of this city taking post- 
graduate work in Chiropractic. As per 
your recent request for news from this 
state for the Research News I therefore 
wish to submit the following items and 
highlights which have transpired during 
recent months here. 

In December, 1950, Dr. Joseph Janse, 
Dean of the National College of Chiro- 
practic spoke to the Mid-Winter Sym- 
posium of Oregon Association of Chiro- 
practic Physicians. His topic : ‘‘ Methods 
of Reflex and Pressure Techniques and 
their technical Applications.’’ There 
were several such techniques discussed 
and demonstrated, first of which was, 
(according to Janse) used very success- 
fully by Dr. Logan, Dr. Steinbach and 
others. The patient was placed on the 
table in a like manner used by Basic 
Technicians and discussion and demon- 
stration as to the exact contact on either 
ischial tuberosity for the purpose of re- 
laxing the patient before other adjust- 
ments are given. These lectures were well 
received and just the other day I heard 
one of the school’s instructors report in 
class that he had been trying this parti- 
cular technique as shown by Dr. Janse 
and the results were most satisfactory. 

The inerease in the common knowl- 
edge about some phase of the Basic 
Technique, by most students, is creating 
a universal demand by them to learn 
more about it and more especially that 
it be included in the curriculum as has 
been done in some of the other colleges. 
Other than myself, there are two trans- 
fer students from other schools here 
which teach all of the major Chiroprac- 
tic Techniques including Basie. One is 
from the Lincoln College and the other 
from the Canadian Chiropractic College. 
The student from the latter school states 
that teaching of all of the major tech- 
niques in the Canadian College has done 
more to promote better understanding 
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and unity amongst Canadian Chiro- 
practors than any other one thing has 
ever done. It seems to me that such a 
teaching system in all of our Chiroprac- 
tic Colleges in the U. 8. A. could do 
equally as well. 

In the State of Oregon legislature is a 
bill (H.B. 254) which defines the word 
‘‘Physician’’? and restricts its use to 
those examined and licensed by the Ore- 
gon State Board of Medical Examiners. 
It is believed to be shelved at the pres- 
ent time due to the Chiropractic and Na- 
turopathie Physicians in Oregon bring- 
ing pressure to bear. They believe that 
if such a bill were to pass that we would 
no longer be doctors but merely ‘‘techni- 
cians’’ with about the same status as 
barbers which is of course not the case 
in states where chiropractors may not 
use the word ‘‘physician’”’ in regards to 
his title. 


VIRGINIA:

The organization here in this state is 
not an active one. We are still standing 
or drifting. We did not even have the 
Virginia News published for over six 
months.

Recently, I came to read a book of lee- 
tures delivered in 1860, 1861 and 1862 
at the Royal College of Surgeons of Eng- 
land by the Late John Hilton, F.R.S., 
F.R.C.S., Surgeon Extraordinary to Her 
Majesty the Queen, Consulting Surgeon 
to Guy’s Hospital, ete. the title, ‘Rest 
and Pain.”’ 

This volume deals with the thera- 
peutic influence of rest and the diagnos- 
tic value of pain. Mr. Hilton, with ut- 
most precision, lectured on materials 
dealing with almost every part of the 
body, citing clinical and laboratory 
findings which clearly showed that na- 
tural body processes, properly guided, 
would restore disease processes to nor- 
mal. 

“Under injury, pain suggested by the 
necessity of, and, indeed, compelled him 
(man) to seek for, rest. Every deviation 
from this necessary state of rest brought 
with it, through pain, the admonition 
that he was straying from the condition 
essential to his restoration. He must have 
observed with astonishment the breaking 
asunder of the newly-formed tissue or 
the steady development into normal 
structure, which occurred in exact ac- 
cordance with the disturbance or rest 
to the parts, which the sense of pain 
had enabled him to regulate so accurate- 
ly, and to employ so beneficially for his 
own personal relief and comfort.’’ 

Now confining his observations to the 
subject of pain as a local symptom in its 
relation to diseases of the spine, he had 
this to say: ‘‘ ... that superficial pains 
on both sides of the body, which are 
symmetrical imply an origin or cause 
the seat of which is central or bilateral ; 
and that unilateral pain implies a seat or 
origin which is one-sided, and as a rule, 
exists on the same side of the body as 
the pain.’”

““ Associated with the disease in the 
lower cervical, or the lumbar or dorsal 
vertebrae, the pains are almost always 
symmetrical whilst in diseases between 
the occiput and atlas, or between the at- 
las and second vertebra, it often happens 
that the pains are unilateral, or one- 
sided. The probable ground of this pe- 
euliarity is, that the disease of the spine 
which occurs between the occiput and 
first vertebra, or between the first and 
second vertebrae may attack and confine 
itself to one of the joints between these 
bones; whilst a disease of the other ver- 
tebrae generally involves the whole 
body, or the whole of the intervertebral 
substance. 

“No cases of diseased-spine are so im- 
mediately dangerous to life as those in 
the upper part of the cervical region, es- 
pecially if situated between the first 
and second cervical vertebrae. I believe 
if surgeons will examine carefully the 
pains of which patients complain, and 
use them as a means towards the right 
interpretation of the probable seat of 
the real disease, and then adopt, in a 
most positive and determined manner, 
the proper treatment by rest, the major- 
ity of these cases will do well. If any 
ease should occur at the sacroiliac joint, 
I think it will be apparent what the 
symptoms would be. If a patient should 
have a disease there, he could not sit 
very comfortably even on the sound side, 
because then the whole weight of the 
body would be transferred through the 
medium of the spine to the sacrum, and 
these produce pressure upon the articu- 
lar structures of the joint, which would, 
if diseased, induce pain. Nor could the 
patient stand upright without great 
pain. Remembering the relations of 
nerves to that joint, one would say that 
sacro-iliac disease might manifest itself 
by pain, taking the course of the distri- 
bution of the obturator nerve, which 
passes just over the front of the joint. 
The great sciatic nerve might, from its 
closer proximity to the joint, and its 
sending nerves to it, induce remote 
symptoms of pain in the hip or in the 
knee-joint, or the back part of the calf. 
There is also the superior gluteal nerve 
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laying close to this joint, which supplies 
the deep glutei muscles and the tensor 
vaginae femoris (tensor fasciae latae), 
and that nerve might lead to spasm or 
wasting of those muscles. The psoas 
magnus is lying close at hand, and, un- 
der the influence of irritation, it would 
be in a constant state of contraction, 
producing a flexed condition of the 
thigh. Thus we might have a flexed state 
of hip-joint or thigh, inability to stand 
upon the limb, or to sit with comfort, 
pain in the knee, pain in the leg, wasting 
of the gluteal region, or flattening of 
the muscles (these are the outlying 
symptoms of hip-joint disease), these 
symptoms depending entirely upon dis- 
ease of the sacro-iliac articulation.”’ 

I believe that these observations made 
by Mr. Hilton, prior to 1860 are still 
very nearly as we view them now.

NEVADA: 
Submitted by Dr. J. E. Clark 
of Reno, Nevada 

Reports that the Chiropractic Ass’n. 
of Nevada, Inc., had its annual conven- 
tion at the Hotel Last Frontier on May 
4, 5 and 6. 

The Chiropractic Bill in the State of 
Nevada provides for the following prin- 
cipal changes: The State Board’s meet- 
ings have been changed from five to 
three times per year as an economy mea- 
sure, while the examination dates have 
been changed to March 15 and Septem- 
ber 15. The definition of Chiropractie- 
physiotherapy has been modified only 
to delete the word ‘“‘with.’’ The necessity

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of establishing six months residence pri- 
or to taking examination has been 
dropped. The Chiropractic educational 
requirements have been increased from 
a minimum of 2,400 hours to not less 
than 4,000 hours. The phrases relating 
to college of, and degree of, doctor of 
Chiropractic-physiotherapy have been 
corrected to read ‘‘School of Physiother- 
apy, or has successfully completed a 
course in physiotherapy at a recognized 
college of Chiropractic.’’ Reciprocity 
has been re-established with states with 
equal or higher qualifications. Fees for 
examination have been raised from $25 
to $50, and by reciprocity from $35 to 
$75. The annual renewal license fee has 
been increased from $2 to a minimum of 
$5 and not more than $10. Section 11 of 
the act has been amended to grant the 
Board of Examiners power to conduct 
hearings, with additional powers to en- 
force the Chiropractic Law and the 
Rules and Regulations of the Board. 
In spite of our efforts, the Basie Sci- 
ence Bill was enacted into law by the 
final signature of the Governor, arid it 
now requires everyone who applied for 
a Chiropractic Jicense, as well as medi- 
eal and osteopathic, to present first a 
certificate of ability from the state 
board of examiners in the basic sciences. 
This requirement is effective as of 
March 24, 1951, and only time can tell 
what the effect will be on the future 
status of our profession. I feel confident, 
however, that qualified graduates of our 
accredited Chiropractic colleges today 
will be able to pass this prerequisite ex- 
amination, provided the law is properly 
administered without discrimination. 


NEW JERSEY: 
Submitted by Dr. Ruland W. Lee of 
Newark, New Jersey 

Both by nature and by preference I 
am an optimist. A letter received from 
Lyn this week contains a phrase which 
expresses my own feelings about as well 


as they can be expressed. He said, ‘‘We 
work a lot; play a bit; cuss the govern- 
ment; laugh at the antics of the medics; 
and wish we might live for two hundred 
years just to see how some of today’s 
problems are worked out. I'll bet most 
of them will melt away as did last win- 
ter’s snow, and the others will be solved 
to the benefit of all concerned.”’ Basical- 
ly, that is the way I feel too, but do you 
know of ANY state in these United 
States that can match New Jersey for 
getting embroiled in the most assinine, 
internal professional squabbles? I might 
be a wee bit less ashamed of our bicker- 
ing and repeated splitting-of-ranks if I 
could believe that our state was not the 
abject worst in that respect. 

In my opinion, it would be best not 
to broadcast most of the happenings con- 
cerning Chiropractic in New Jersey. In 
1920 and 1921, it was my privilege to be 
President of the State Association and 
steer our activities into highly success- 
ful channels. But the subsequent thirty 
years have been fraught with disgrace- 
ful incidents. One can scarcely glean a 
happy bit of news out of if all. Among 
the few morsels could be mentioned the 
fact that a bill is now before the State 
Legislature and scheduled for action 
within the next couple of weeks. Those in 
charge of its course are very optimistic 
about the possibility of its passage. It 
will open the way to licensing of those 
now practicing without a license pro- 
vided they augment their present quali- 
fieations by additional schooling over a 
period of two years—during which time 
they will be granted a temporary license. 
It raises the educational standards an- 
nually for the next four or five years, 
but keeps the control of licensing in the 
hands of the Medical Board. It is a little 
early to release any ‘‘news’’ about it— 
wait a couple of weeks. 

A resolution sponsored by the N.C.A. 
and the Society of N. J. Chiropractors 
was passed by the N. J. Assembly desig- 
nating May 1st to 7th as ‘‘Correct Pos- 
ture Week.”

them had first been to medical men with 
little or no improvement in their ills.) 
As the science of Chiropractic has been 
developed, and as new and better means 
have been developed for locating the 
subluxated segments of the spine, I can 
now approach a case with greater confi- 
dence and ability than at any time since 
I received my diploma in 1925. I think 
it would be taking a great chance to risk 
losing my standing as a D.C. for a 
gambler’s chance at becoming a Chiro- 
practic Physician and a third-rate med- 
ical practitioner. It appears to me this 
proposed legislation is the result of 
naturopathic activities and will benefit 
only the naturopath who now says that 
Chiropractic is a part of naturopathy 
(that makes naturopathy greater and 
more important than Chiropractie).Why 
should the Chiropractic profession make 
room for or pay the way for the licens- 
ing of the naturopath under a Chiro- 
practic license? 

It is my opinion, we now have a good 
law and that it needs no changing at this 
time. I further believe, if Chiropractors 
of California will quit trying to practice 
surgery and quit using the needle for 
injections of any kind, including 
anesthesia and antibioties, that we would 
have nothing to fear. I further believe, 
if all Chiropractors would acquaint 
themselves with the latest in Chiro- 
practic techniques and ways and means 
of making a modern Chiropractic anal- 
ysis, we would seldom need to send a 
patient elsewhere for medical or other 
services. 

No, I do not believe Chiropractic has 
failed! Chiropractors have failed and 
are now inviting greater failure and 
tragedy by trying to get too far over the 
line into the medical field. I do not want 
to be a physician, but I would like to 
be known as the best Chiropractor in the 
State of California.

Dr. Hichel studied Logan Basic Tech- 
nique in 1934 at Terre Haute, Indiana. 
The good doctor would drive from De- 
catur five days a week at 5 A.M. in or- 
der to report for class at 8 A.M. His 
report shows the reward was well worth 
the effort. Therein his practice was re- 
vamped to conform to Logan Methods. 


Dr. Eichel has long been associated 
with the I.B.T.R.I. His was the task to 
maintain the organization throughout 
World War 2. He succeeded himself 
and was ‘President year after year until 
we were again able to hold a convention. 
His service to Logan College and our 
national organization is one long to be 
remembered for his unselfish and de- 
voted efforts for the many meetings es- 
sential to carry on were always one of 
his first loves. He carried on as editor 
of the ‘‘Research News‘’ until last year 
when he asked to be relieved of his edi- 
torship for Dr. Eichel has been taking 
time out to live in the past few years by 
traveling to Mexico, where he hopes to 
retire one of these days and spend at 
least six months to a year in Cuerna- 
vaca, Mexico.

eating.’’ The proof of the tech- 
nique is in the X-ray. Much is heard 
these days critical of schools which in- 
sist upon majoring on one technique or 
one procedure for spinal correction. 
Certainly sufficient evidence is at hand 
to warrant just such insistence. Before 
and after X-rays prove that certain 
methods of adjusting will not only re- 
store vertebrae to proper position, but 
also correct distorted spines and bony 
frameworks; is it wrong to adhere to 
them then? Is progress wrong? Shall 
we continue to repeatedly force verte- 
brae into place, or may we start using 
brains instead of brawn? Perhaps the 
criticism arises because of an ignorance 
of the methods used to normalize spines, 
but is it fair for the profession to be 
deluged with such inept criticism by 
politicians dominating a few of our 
Chiropractic associations? Must we all 
adjust the way one John Doe wants us 
to? What is gained if we teach a hun- 
dred techniques to put vertebrae where 
they belong, if they don’t put them 
there? Before and after X-rays are 
proof enough to satisfy us. They should 
be indisputable to anyone who can sen- 
sibly interpret them. In our opinion the 
end to Chiropractic progress is not yet 
in sight, and no one, especially anyone 
who is not himself practicing, or who 
is a member of any profession other than 
Chiropractic, should attempt to tell us 
how to adjust. 

The Logan Basie College of Chiroprae- 
tie majors on Basie Technique, and other 
techniques are secondary. Its students 
are restoring spines and vertebral seg- 
ments to normal, and getting sick people 
well. We have before and after X-rays 
and patients restored to health to prove 
it. What more is necessary? We believe 
the effectiveness of Basie Methods has 
been a more important factor in the 
growth of the Logan Basie College than 
any other one thing, and until some bet- 
ter method is brought forth, we shall 
certainly continue to stress it and maj- 
or it in the teaching of technique. 

The re-positioning of the spinal seg- 
ments, correction of lateral curvatures, 








and restoration of proper anterior-pos- 
terior spinal curves, are all a part of 
the technique taught at the Logan Col- 
lege. We are willing at any time to 
measure our results, and to compare 
them with those of persons who would 
denounce our methods. So, with the 
consent of a majority of the members of 
our profession, and notwithstanding the 
criticism of a few, we shall continue to 
“tend to our knitting’? at the Logan 
Basie College of Chiropractic, and teach 
technique the best we know how to do.

ABOUT SLIPPAGE 


TH TERM is used mechanically to 
describe the lack of maximum ef- 
ficiency in a given piece of machinery. 
For instance, a motor car may fail to 
operate efficiently due to many condi- 
tions .. . bad elutch, defective transmis- 
sion, faulty rear end, poor ignition, 
worn out tires, or improper carburetion. 
Any of the above conditions can account 
for a tremendous loss of power in an 
automobile. 

In our professional life, the term can 
be very apropos as to what we do in 
actual practice, that is . . . what our 
dreams, ideals and principles are, and 
then ... what we do about putting these 
ideas into actual practice. It may be a 
tremendous loss to you, your practice 
and your profession because of our fail- 
ure to put over these ideas. That is 
known as ‘‘slippage.’’ 

Dr. Logan and his capable staff pre- 
sented many new slants on the topics 
presented at the Assembly. These sub- 
jects were thoroughly presented by each 
speaker. 

Those chiropractors who were absent 
this past Assembly are to be consoled 
for what they have missed. We hope 
these absent chiropractors do not think 
that they can obtain the meat of the As- 
sembly by lunching with chiropractors 
who were present. 

If we can entice the chiropractor to 
take notes of the various things that 
come to his mind every day, and then go 
home and put some of these ideas into 
effect, I am sure that we can attain 
higher standards of results in our profes- 
sion, thereby reducing some ‘‘slippage.’”

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DOS AND DON’TS ON 
SPINE SUPPORTS 


ENERAL purpose: To aid in the 
straightening of spines and reduc- 
tion of vertebral rotation. 


1. A lift is used as a support to 
maintain the spine when there has been 
a loss of tone over a period of time. This 
is especially true of the sacroiliac ar- 
tieulations. 

2. When there has been a rotation 
with muscular and ligamentous strain 
over a period of time, infiltration oc- 
curs. A lift, supporting the foundation, 
will aid in the reverse process of the 
elimination of this bony deposit. 

3. We do not use lifts necessarily to 
level legs or level the sacrum. We are 
interested in correcting spinal abnor- 
malities. A lift does not, in our opin- 
ion, correct pelvic rotation. It may even 
increase it. Care must be used in the 
application of bi-lateral heel lifts. Many 
times, it results in a forward movement 
of the whole pelvis with a resultant 
kyphosis in the dorsal area. 

4. A lift is of little value where the 
knee flexes or where the pelvis sways 
laterally to the side of the lift. 


5. The use of a lift must be guarded 
with extreme care. In the majority of 
instances, and that is 90%, we use lifts 
of the removable type. We do not be- 
lieve in using a full support of the lift 
under the entire sole unless the lift goes 
over 38”, or approximately 9 mm, 

6. The amount of lift, in our opinion, 
should not be governed by a percentage. 
Rather do we believe you should start 
with either 3 mm. or 6 mm. This, of 
course, depends on the amount of eur- 
vature and then, only increase as suec- 
ceeding x-rays give evidence of correc- 
tion following adjustments. All suc- 
ceeding x-rays should be taken with the 
lift in, in order that you may know 
what has been accomplished and how to 
proceed. If using scales, do not let the 
weight cause you to decide where to 
place the lift. We are only interested in 
balaneing a spine by mechanical change.

PRESTIGE 


ODAY in discussions of the advance- 

ment of Chiropractic, we hear a lot 
about public acceptance, about educa- 
tional standards and many other things, 
each supposedly essential to our pres- 
tige. As one of our good students put 
it, ‘I think there is enough, if not too 
much pathology, bacteriology and simi- 
lar subjects taught in our schools now. 
It would seem that there should be 
some pre-Chiropractic course of study 
to give a fuller and more well-rounded 
education. Etiquette and professional 
conduct should be taught from start to 
finish. Surely proper education would 
cut down on the bickering within our 
profession as much as anything.’’ 


This young man sounds so right to 
me. Is it our purpose to identify Chi- 
ropractic with medicine, by encouraging 
the same curriculum and philosophy? 
In reality, we should continue to incor- 
porate Chiropractic subjects if we want 
to raise our standards, not go on adding 
medical subjects for prestige while we 
lower Chiropractic education. This is 
but a sacrifice of principle for the arti- 
ficial prestige of a profession to which 
we have no desire to belong. This young 
man has done some thinking, and I am 
sure that many others out in the field 
are beginning to realize that the thing 
that has to be is a better education in 
our own science rather than the incor- 
poration of more and more of another 
healing art. One way to oblivion is to so 
educate those within our realm to think 
in terms of other healing arts that we 
produce only frustrated young men and 
women unable to provide proper under- 
standing of Chiropractic even for their 
own patients. There are many in our 
profession who admittedly disbelieve in 
nerve pressure and who believe in vac- 
cination and even drugs, including peni- 
cillin. Isn’t it just possible that their 
belief in these things may be due to the 
fact that they have had too little Chiro- 
practic and too much medicinal educa- 
tion? 


Studying the Chiropractic picture, 
we find the men who have really be- 
lieved in Chiropractic and practiced it 
have, in many instances, had short edu- 
cations up until the past 10 years; how- 
ever, that education was long on Chiro- 
practic, and as a result these men have 
been directly responsible for the great. 
and rapid growth of our profession. 


Perhaps a change is needed in the 
present curricula of many Chiropractic 
colleges. A proposed schedule of study 
might even be recommended for high 
school Freshmen who intend entering 
Chiropractic later on, There are many 
subjects which would be of distinct val- 
ue if the student were guided in choos- 
ing his high school schedule, rather than 
the hit-and-miss method that is used 
even in some colleges today. Success, in 
a measure, depends upon a man being 
particularly good in one particular pro- 
fession. It doesn’t mean that he must 
so cireumseribe his education that he 
becomes ‘‘narrow’’, but making a man 
“jack of all trades and master of none’’ 
is rarely advantageous. 


Perhaps the worst fault of basic sci- 
ence examinations today, with their 
medically slanted questions, is the neces- 
sity forced upon Chiropractic colleges to 
incorporate in their teaching sufficient 
material to qualify their students for 
passage of such examinations, thus de- 
tracting from the time which could be 
spent on studying Chiropractic sub- 
jects. We need to devote more study to 
the basic subjects from a Chiropractic 
viewpoint. Subjects of value in every- 
day practice are more needed than much 
of the medical theory required for pas- 
sage of most basic science examinations. 
The Logan College is giving serious 
consideration at the present time to the 
inclusion of certain subjects on a college 
level as requisites for graduation. These 
subjects could be taken concurrently 
with the Chiropractic work. Speaking, 
reading and writing are never complete- 
ly mastered, and college courses in these 
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three particular divisions should be very 
much worthwhile. I personally feel that 
a study of the history of medicine, its 
growth and constant change through 
the years, might give the chiropractor a 
better foundation for his own profes- 
sional practice. Ethics, too, might be 
studied to a greater depth. Constant 
reference to the inadequacies or errors 
within other professions doesn’t build 
the chiropractor. I think it is time we 
spend all of our time and energy build- 
ing our own profession, and improving 
ourselves as individuals within our pro- 
fession, and leave the errors and weak- 
nesses of the medical profession to fall 
by the wayside as they will, in competi- 
tion with the sheer logic of Chiropractic 
philosophy. It must be remembered that 
the general practitioner of medicine is a 
human being, has had certain concepts 
taught to him, and practices his profes- 
sion in the manner in which he has been 
trained. There are many times that some 
of these methods are valuable to some 
people. There are many medical doctors 
today who, although they approach dis- 
ease from the chemical, realize also that 
there is a mechanical point of view. 
Some have even endeavored to include 
the mechanical in their own practices. 
Many refer patients to chiropractors. 
Some take adjustments themselves. 


All of this resolves down to the fact 
that Chiropractic is being accepted, and 
our prestige will increase in proportion 
to the effort we spend acquainting the 
public with it and proving its efficacy. 
We need constantly to improve the in- 
dividual within our profession — our- 
selves. We can leave it to the medical, 
men to find their own weaknesses, for I 
am sure in the past ten years, medical 
men have become increasingly aware of 
the fact that chiropractors are getting 
people well and saving many of the 
“‘hopeless’’ cases. We gain very little 
generally by referring to the medical 
profession in a manner which the pub- 
lic can consider ‘‘knocking’’. (I do not 
include in this the right of the individ- 
ual to fight the monopoly of political 
medicine, which even many an individ- 
ual medic abhors.) I am referring to 
general remarks made about medicine. 


We should devote our energies, again 
I repeat, to our own self-improvement, 
our own methods of getting sick people 
well, and Chiropractic will then rise in 
prestige and recognition as a direct re- 
sult. In our schools we must promote 
our profession by constantly improving 
and increasing the Chiropractic studies 
rather than being led further and fur- 
ther into the chemical view of combating 
disease.

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CHIROPRACTIC CHILD GUIDANCE 
EDUCATION |

VERY chiropractor who has ever 

given a chiropractic adjustment to 
a child has entered the field of Chiro- 
practice Child Guidance. The most im- 
portant phase of general practice is uni- 
versally acknowledged by all conscien- 
tious members of the profession, but 
with the increased recognition of the 
value of Chiropractic has come the ne- 
cessity for a comprehensive program in 
child health care. Chiropractie Child 
Guidance involves two forms of activity 
on the part of the individual practition- 
er: I. Education, IT. Systematized Of- 
fice Procedure. It is in the interest and 
for the purpose of education that the 
“Story of the Happy Little Spine’”’ has 
been written and published. Viewed in 
the light of advertising this little book 
loses its significance. It is essential that 
we consider the premise that Chiroprac- 
tie is a scientific principle not only to 
be sold to the public but to be taught, not 
only to be ‘‘believed in’’ but to be un- 
derstood, and ultimately not to be re- 
sorted to, but to be sought out. 


The primary purpose, then, of the 
Happy Little Spine book is its use as a 
starter in public Chiropractic education. 
In order to do a thorough and compre- 
hensive job of educating, we must be- 
gin with those minds most receptive to 
new ideas: the pre-school child’s. It is 
at this age that the child responds read- 
ily to all new thoughts and suggestions, 
so it is important that the suggestions 
made in connection with health matters 
be normal, non-morbid, optimistic ones. 
This attitude is in opposition to the pre- 
sent trend to discussion of such morbid 
diseases as polio, heart trouble, cancer, 
which are psychologically dangerous to 
the sensitive minds of children. Let us 
be among the first to sponsor natural, 
healthful thinking as well as natural, 
healthful living. 


Verti-the-vertebra, the smiling-faced, 
pleasant little character on the cover of 
the book, keynotes the purpose of the 
contents: to introduce the subject of 
posture to the youngsters in a manner 
most acceptable to them before attempt- 
ing to actually teach them anything on 
the subject. So it is that you will find 
as you page through the booklet there 
are no instructions on posture, anatom- 
ical details of the spine and muscles are 
carefully avoided, and any questionable 
fine points are left to be covered in fu- 
ture books. In this way, the child is fa- 
miliarized with the words spine, verte- 
bra, sacrum, X-ray, and others by com- 
paring them with objects with which he 
is already acquainted, still leaving 
enough unsaid to arouse a healthy euri- 
osity on the subject. 


The entire book was written, drawn, 
and designed with an eye to simplicity 
of expression. This is to add to its adap- 
tability by the teacher in classroom work, 
where the book is used in public 
schools for the primary grades. The 
sentences are short and the wording un- 
complicated; this enables the primary 
grade child to read the book himself, 
thereby gaining a little extra accent on 
the postural-spinal idea. The penline 
drawings although illustrative are not 
encumbered with too much detail, while 
the coloring is just attractive enough to 
capture the interest and yet leave some- 
thing to the child’s imagination.

Yes, a beloved Mother has departed 
but if we would all rededicate our- 
selves to the philosophy and principle by 
which she lived, she will never be gone 
and the profession she loved will surely 
be strengthened. We think that is what 
Dr. Hartman would want. 

An unavoidable tendency in eulogiz- 
ing is the trend toward excessive praise. 
Truthfully, we know nothing but praise 
for what ‘‘Mom’’ Hartman was. Words 
or phrases have not yet been said, or 
published, to do justice to her. Having 
been born on November 11, 1890, in Au- 
gusta, Missouri, she, through none oth- 
er than her own efforts, made herself

Recent publication of the fact that 
our local water supply is about to be 
fluorinated causes me concern. 

Not being of a legal mind I cannot 
pass sound judgment upon the legality 
or constitutionality of such a program 
but the principle seems to parallel an- 
other situation recently publicized after 
a court of this land ruled that playing 
of radio programs on public busses was 
unconstitutional because it forced the 
users of the conveyance to listen. This 
the court ruled was a violation of some 
right guaranteed. 

Since the fluorination of our water 
is not meant to make the water safer to 
drink, nor to make it more palatable, but 
to provide a medication for everyone, 
whether they want it or not, it would 
seem to me that compulsory medication 
would be the term most appropriate to 
describe this venture. 

The central organization of one of our 
healing arts has been fighting compul- 
sory health insurance on the grounds 
that it was not the American way. I see 
that components of the organization lo- 
eally, approve of fluorination of our 
water system. The American way seems 
to have slipped on this one. I know of 
no referendum having been called. 

Aside from this legal question I wish 
to augment my protest by enclosing a 
number of publications, mainly those of 
the Citizens Medical Reference Bureau, 
Ine. of New York. This is a lay organi- 
zation supported wholly by voluntary 
contributions. The purpose of the or- 
ganization is to fight against compul- 
sory medicine or surgery for children 
or adults. If you will study the con- 
tents having to do with fluorination of 
water supplies you will learn of impar- 
tial tests and studies made on this mat- 
ter. Authorities quoted seem to agree 
that perhaps we had better study this 
further before trying to save the teeth 
of our younger generation.

JUST AN IDEA 


Recently we heard of a new idea. 
There have been so many pros and cons 
regarding the true examination of a stu- 
dent for licensure that we offer the fol- 
lowing; it may be the beginning of a 
procedure for examinations: 

Dr. J. I. Rose of Georgia has offered 
the suggestion that a transcript of grades 
and hour credits from his school should 
be filed with the student’s application 
for licensure. This transeript would pro- 
vide the basis for 30% of the examina- 
tion grade. Then the Board should have 
a personal interview with the applicant 
relative to Chiropractic and this would 
provide for another 30% toward his ex- 
amination grade. Finally, the written 
state board examination would provide 
for the 40% balance that would make 
up the applicant’s total grade. 


This seems a good idea if justice reigns 
and men are truly interested in taking 
young men and women into their states 
instead of keeping them out. 


Every state law should contain the 
provision that all state board examina- 
tion papers are public property and are 
to be kept for inspection for a period of 
five years. If you feel this is a good 
idea, get your lawyer to see that it is 
put into any new legislation. Some states 
have it and it has proved to be very valu- 
able. It would certainly help in some 
other states.

Fluorination of our water supply may 
as well set a precedent and lead to fur- 
ther additions in years to come. No 
doubt some enterprising individual or 
organization «will in the future start a 
move to put another chemical in our wa- 
ter to prevent this or that. Perhaps 
years later we may find livers and kid- 
neys paying the toll. One of the articles 
enclosed will show that ‘‘Fluorosis’’ is 
a toxicological entity, characterized by 
inereased fragility of the bones due to 
their atrophy, and, by enamel defects in 
the teeth, exposing them to early decay 
—i.e., producing the very opposite effect 
to that which addition of fluorine to 
drinking water is to achieve. 

Who is to say what the individual’s 
tolerance to such a chemical is when it 
is administered wholesale in drinking 
water? Who is to take the responsibility 
for the possible damage to organs that 
may oceur over a period of years? Pro- 
ponents of the plan will say that no dam- 
age has been known to occur in cities 
that have used it. The same is said fre- 
quently of some new drug that is used. 
Many of these have gone into disuse af- 
ter years of administration after it was 
learned of damage caused in some re- 
mote part of the body. This could be 
another. 

I should like to quote ‘‘The American 
Illustrated Medical Dictionary’? (Dor- 
land), Nineteenth Edition, under title 
FLUORINE. ‘‘A halogen, non-metallic, 
gaseous element, not unlike chlorine; 
symbol F; atomic weight, 19. See mot- 
tled enamel under enamel. 

Under ENAMEL, subtitle MOT- 
TLED: ‘‘a chronic endemie dental 
fluorosis that is found in communities 
using drinking water that contained one 
part or more of fluorine per million. The 
permanent teeth of children so raised 
tend to erupt more or less chalky white 
in color and later tend to become pitted 
and stained yellow, brown or almost 
black. Called also chronic endemic fluor- 
osis.”” 

I agree with the Citizens Medical Ref- 
erence Bureau Inc. when they say that 
it is possible for anyone desirous of EX- 
PERIMENTING with sodium fluoride 


on their teeth may do so individually 
without having it applied to the drink- 
ing water. 

In the interest of the health of my 
family and yours, and the citizens of 
this community please allow this protest 
your sincerest interest.

THERE IS NO DOUBT 


HERE is no doubt but what the tilt- 

ing of the pelvis wherein there is a 
lordosis in the lumbar vertebrae brings 
on strain in certain areas of the spine 
that are today receiving attention in an 
effort to relieve the strain, shall we say, 
in the dorsal or cervical area when the 
attention should be given to the cause 
and not the effect.

search News. I enjoy every issue and 
read everything in it. I think you are 
right in maintaining a chiropractor 
should be just that and nothing more. 

The enemy of Chiropractic is not the 
Osteopath or the M.D. nearly so much 
as the chiropractor himself. He is his 
own worst enemy. Whenever I see a 
chiropractor dabbling at anything for- 
eign to chiropractic I know he is a dis- 
grace to the profession and does not be- 
lieve in chiropractic philosophy.

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FLUORINE IN WATER 


HE City of St. Louis is about to em- 

bark on a program of compulsory 
mass medication by adding fluorine, a 
poison, to our drinking water. The stated 
purpose is to reduce dental decay among 
children. The children and their par- 
ents are not to be consulted as to wheth- 
er or not they wish to take this so-called 
medication. Everyone will have to take 
it if they drink city water. The value 
of the medication as against the danger 
of the poison has not been clearly dem- 
onstrated. It is known, however, that 
fluorine is an accumulative poison — 
accumulating in the bones, causing them 
to become brittle. It has caused mottling 
and destruction of teeth in those cities 
in the southwest where, because of its 
presence in the soil, it also gets in the 
drinking water. Its affect on the kid- 
neys and other organs is not known, It 
has been determined, however, that it 
stimulates the development of breast 
cancer. 

If parents wish their children to have 
fluorine medication, it is available to 
them in the drug stores. Why should 
every child, every citizen of St. Louis 
be forced to take fluorine if they want 
it or not? 

The United States Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia has ruled 
that a citizen has a right not to be made 
a captive listener to radio on buses and 
streetcars. Yet the City of St. Louis is 
now attempting to make everyone a cap- 
tive patient to the purveyers of fluorine. 
One who is subjected to foreed medica- 
tion has lost his right to be free just as 
much as one who has been forced to 
listen. 

Fluorination of water is not a method 
of purifying water as is the chlorination 
of water, but it is compulsory medica- 
tion of everyone. 

We have many references which show 
that fluorine causes premature break- 
down of teeth in many cases. Also, we 
eliminate an average of 1 mg. of fluor- 
ine each day from what we already in- 
gest. Why add more to our water and 
body? 





Fluorine is accumulative and is stored 
in the body in the form of insolvent ecal- 
cium fluoride in the liver and skin, and 
especially in bones and teeth impairing 
nutrition rendering the osseus structure 
more brittle and mottling the clear 
enamel of the teeth with dark white 
areas. 


Sodium fluoride is one of the poison 
constituents of roach powder. Fluorine 
decreases the calcium in the blood and 
a lack of calcium in the blood might 
cause a heart condition by preventing 
proper stimulus for the heart beat. 

It is a known fact that excessive fluor- 
ine in the blood stream makes for bleed- 
ers. If fluorine is supposed to help chil- 
dren in the formative years prevent 
tooth decay, these years are approxi- 
mately three to four in number, 8 - 12, 
then why should they put fluorine in 
the water for all of us. Why not a topi- 
cal application if they want it, by the 
dentists. They certainly have no right 
to medicate us all.

POLICY 


A Chiropractic policy should be set. 
There are many people practicing Chi- 
ropractic who use a vibrator or heat 
lamp or some other similar, shall we use 
the word ‘‘gadget”’, to aid them in their 
doctors’ endeavors and they are still 
excellent chiropractors. Just the fact 
that a chiropractor uses a stethoscope or 
a baumanometer doesn’t make him med- 
ically minded.

There are many who 
treat symptoms, however, who use as an 
alibi for their efforts the faet that they 
believe in the Chiropractic Principle but 
3, ! The many medical efforts in this 
country to control our profession are an 
indication that a Chiropractic policy 
needs to be set up in this country. We 
are now licensed in 43 states but we 
need to be licensed in five more. 


The majority of the chiropractors be- 
lieve in the Chiropractic Principle.

I have met 
many a chiropractor who believed in re- 
moving the cause as much as I do, but 
he became irritated because someone 
who was practicing sacral or atlas ad- 
justing methods decided that he wasn’t 
a chiropractor. A lot of this disruption 
does not come from the school-heads; it 
comes from the individual chiropractors 
who decide to develop prejudices. The 
men we have to worry about in our pro- 
fession ‘are those who want to become 
physicians and surgeons in our profes- 
sion and do not have the nerve to go 
back to school and get an M.D. degree. 
They want to ‘‘run”’ and ruin our pro- 
fession. By the same token, the men who 
practice just completely ‘‘straight Chi- 
ropractic,’’ as it might be called, should 
make up their minds that they can drive 
a lot of good chiropractors away from 
them, who practice nearly what they do 
and are not too far away. To this 
“«straight group’’ I say . . . If you had 
a wayward child, you would not neces- 
sarily disown him, you would try to 
prove your method and try to educate 
him, not disown him. The sooner the 
Chiropractic profession realizes the ne- 
eessity of the basie premise of the pro- 





fession and realizes it is the only leg 
upon which they really have to stand, 
and that the removal of the cause of dis- 
ease is far superior to the treatment of 
symptoms, the sooner they will begin to 
arrive. The fallacies of symptom treat- 
ment are evidenced today by the fail- 
ures of the medical profession. 

It takes aggressive action on the part 
of a group to maintain independence. 
Compromise and acquiescence are but 
measures that eventually bring about 
demise. There are hundreds of people 
going to chiropractors everyday because 
they need to have the cause of their con- 
ditions corrected, not their symptoms 
treated. There are hundreds of people 
kept away from chiropractors because 
they do not know this difference; other 
hundreds are kept away by the misedu- 
cation of the medical men. Many. chiro- 
practors fall prey to the same propagan- 
da and become more medical and less 
Chiropractic every day. It will take the 
firm believer in the Chiropractie Prin- 
ciple to become aggressive in a commu- 
nity and to stand upon his feet and talk 
and name-eall, if necessary, those chi- 
ropractors who, for prestige or thirty 
pieces of silver, would sacrifice the Prin- 
eiple of Chiropractic. There has never 
been a price tag on my principles and 
there never will be, but there seems to be 
for some. Chiropractic is a name that I 
respect and a profession of which I am 
proud to be a member. This same 
thought should be engendered into the 
hearts of every chiropractor and the 
members of their families. It is a won- 
derful thing to devote your life to a pro- 
fession that gives so much to so many, 
but our joy will be greater when we can 
have freedom to more thoroughly ex- 
press ourselves throughout the entire 
profession by having the prestige that 
we know goes along with our profession. 
T am absolutely opposed to the high 
handed methods used by some people to 
obtain their prestige. I don’t feel that 
they should ape the medical man in try- 
ing to get this prestige. We have too 
many frustrated ideas because of this 








_same idea. There are too many people in 


our profession who spend too much time 
tearing down D. D., as medical men 
would, because he was a fish peddler, 
and B, J, because maybe, in some re- 
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speets, he was a showman. Jealousy and 
hatred are diseases and some of the men 
who have at some time taken off on D. 
D. and B. J. will take off on my Dad, 
Carver, Drain, and everyone else to 
make it appear to the profession that 
they built it. It would be inte 
note how much money they have put in- 
to the pre or have they taken 
out. One of the biggest 
B. Palmer is one who has taken more 
than he will ever give. Many will say 
that B. J. has taken out. not saying how 
much he has spent, but his belief in Chi 
ropractic and his sineerity in building 
the profession has never been question- 
ed. | know that he will never apologize 
for his profession. The only people that 
I have ever felt like apolos 
those who feel that they must apologize 
for the things that they think wrong 
in the profession. The damage is done by 
the men who think they are promoting 
our profession, but they ought to be 
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“knockers”? of 
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ashamed of themselves when they take 
off on the leaders who made our pro- 
fession what it is today, so that they 


might even have breath to talk about it 

The profession must set a policy ; must 
become aware of its possibilities 
when this is accomplished, we will begin 
to make strides as never before.

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CHAIN REACTION

Of the many approaches to the alle- 
viation of physical disturbances, the 
paramount procedures are chemical and 
mechanical. Both currents of thought 
recognize that normal function of the tis- 
sue cell creates health and that abnormal 
cellular function induces disease. 

In those healing methods utilizing 
chemical means to attempt to rectify the 
physical problem of the patient, acids 
are given for hypoacidity of the stom- 
ach and alkalies for hyperacidity, laxa- 
tives for constipation, antihistamines for 
respiratory disturbances, hormones for 
endocrine glandular dysfunction, seda- 
tives for pain and antibiotics for in- 
flammatory manifestations. All these 
methods are palliative in that their pro- 
ponents make no effort to establish the 
source of the difficulties and make a 
correction thereof. Symptoms are 
treated. 

The outstanding profession which ap- 
plies mechanical methods is Chiroprac- 
tic. Clinieal findings have proven that 
malfunction of tissues is attributed to 
deviation from normal in vertebral po- 
sition. Correction of spinal distortion 
alleviates disease and distress because 
nerve irritation, nerve stretching and 
nerve blockage at these points are the 
precursors for upset cellular metabolism. 

Since health can be defined as normal 
cellular function and disease as abnor- 
mal cellular function, the question aris- 
es, ‘‘Just what is the relationship be- 
tween the nerve impulse and cellular 
metabolism ?”” 

The cell is the unit of life. In order 
for life to be maintained cells in the 
human body must be able to accept oxy- 
gen and nourishing substances, utilize 
them and surrender carbon dioxide and 
waste products. Specialized cellular 
functions are also necessary, such as the 
formation and elaboration of precise 
secretions, contraction, storage, conduc- 
tion of electrical impulses and phagocy- 
tosis. 

Tt has been known for a number of 
years that a potent compound called 


adenosine-5-triphosphate or ATP is the 
spark that sets off a chain of chemical 
reactions in the muscle cell that results 
in its contracting. This vital substance 
frees two of its three phosphate groups 
which in turn are instrumental in burn- 
ing the fuel of the cell. The end prod-. 
uets of combustion of cellular sugar are 
carbon dioxide and water. 

What is the goad that forces ATP, the 
pilot light, to ignite the flame? The 
nerve impulse. In its absence there 
would be flaceidity. An uncontrolled 
continual bombardment of the muscle 
cell with impulses would produce tet- 
anie contractions. 

In more recent years a brighter light 
has been thrown upon this phenomenal 
ATP by Dr. Carl Cori of Washington 
University in St. Louis, Dr. Otto Meyer- 
hopp of the University of Pennsylvania 
in Philadelphia and Dr. Carl Neuberg of 
Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
These three men have received the No- 
bel Prize for their discoveries. 

It has been discovered that ATP is not 
limited to the muscle cell, but is present 
in every cell of the body. In the parietal 
cell of the stomach gland it plays a role 
in the formation of hydrochloric acid; 
in the wall of the intestine it gives tonus 
and produces muscular contraction for 
the movement of residual matter; in the 
secretory cells it influences synthesis of 
hormones and enzymes, in the retina of 
the eye it gives sensitivity for visual 
acuity, ete. 

Further, it has been detected that the 
organ which produces ATP is the liver. 
ATP is surrendered and carried by ex- 
press to cells when the supply is deplet- 
ed. What if the liver cells are not able 
to synthesize this substance because of 
nerve interference at the spine? We 
could assume that general bodily distur- 
bances would develop such as malaise, 
loss of appetite, fatigability and loss 
of weight. The blood pressure would 
drop and elimination would be retarded. 

What if there is a stretching of the 
nerves supplying the stomach, with a 
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decrease in the flow of nerve impulses? 
There would be a slowed activation of 
ATP in the stomach cells. This would 
affect their metabolism and decrease 
their resistance with resultant stomach 
dysfunction and distress. Removal of 
the nerve interference by spinal ecorrec- 
tion would make recovery by the stom- 
ach cells possible provided degeneration 
is not too far advanced. Spinal distor- 
tion in other areas would eause detri- 
mental effects in the tissues supplied by 
the corresponding nerve

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CHIROPRACTIC MANAGEMENT OF 
INFANTS AND CHILDREN 


J. A. Diekfuss, D.C.

Infant and child care can and should 
be an everyday part of the practice of 
chiropractics. The doctor who specializ- 
es in this field will of course have pre- 
pared himself by an intensive study of 
pediatrics, and his office, in most cases, 
is specially adapted for it. However, 
the information on this page and in 
succeeding issues will consist mainly of 
the information contributed by chiro- 
practors who have successfully incorpor- 
ated child care into their daily practice 
along with the usual routine general 
practice. Prime factors in the successful 
care of infants and children have been 
found to be: 


(1) Systematized procedure with 
attention to detail in examina- 
tion and adjusting. 


Special attention to hygiene 
and sanitation in respect to the 
equipment involved in the ex- 
amination and adjusting. 


Certain personality factors: pa- 
tience; an even, controlled tem- 
perament; soft voice; and 
firm, gentle approach. 


(1) The systematizing of examination 
saves the doctor time and tends to pre- 
vent overlooking of certain vital points 
in respect to the child’s case history and 
present physical condition. For example: 
An infant eight months of age is 
brought to you for examination. The 
chief problem as far as the parents are 
concerned is an external rotation of the 
leg from the knee down, which makes it 
impossible for the infant to sit alone un- 
supported or to assume a creeping pos- 
ture without collapsing face down and 
to the right. Manual palpation reveals 
tension on the inner thigh and tender- 
ness: around the ankle. The spine shows 
deviation to the right and a distinct sub- 
luxation of the sixth dorsal. Important 
points you will want in the case history 
will be information as to the position of 
the infant before birth, and the presen- 
tation at birth. That is whether vertex 


(3) 


or breech or transverse. A history of 
forceps at birth is of special significance 
in cervical involvements. A history of 
breech presentation with one leg pre- 
senting would mean presentation involv- 
ing manual version before delivery. This 
should make the doctor suspicious of a 
pelvie involvement such as in the case 
of this infant, where the primary symp- 
tom, although extending from the knee 
down, is revealed, by X-ray, to be asso- 
ciated with a pelvic anteriority on the 
same side. Further questioning also re- 
vealed that the infant has difficulty in 
retaining milk in any form or combina- 
tion. Frequent vomiting sometimes ex- 
ceeding three or four times daily is not 
uncommon. In a younger child the for- 
mula would be of interest. In this in- 
stance the subluxation of the sixth dor- 
sal is the causative factor. 

(2) While strict sanitation and hy- 
giene is naturally of great importance to 
the general practitioner, it takes on a 
special significance in the management 
of infants and children. Baby scales, 
plastie covered pillows, parts of the ad- 
justing and examining tables which the 
child comes in contact with, should be 
kept aseptic through the use of soap and 
water. Alcohol may also be used. Once 
a diagnosis of a contagious disease has 
been established, parents should follow 
the accepted measures recommended. 
The doctor will of course suggest isola- 
tion or quarantine according to the na- 
ture of the disease and will report the 
case to the health officer. This aids in 
protecting other children and aids the 
health officer in compiling necessary 
statistics. 

(3) In so far as personality factors 
are concerned, by far the most outstand- 
ing characteristics of a good approach 
would seem to be the ability of the doc- 
tor to maintain his own calm and self 
control even when faced by seemingly 
overwhelming cireumstances such as the 
following: The screaming child who car- 
ries on at the top of his voice during the 
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entire adjustment. Your first thought 
may be that this child is exhibiting tem- 
per and is just plain ornery. This could 
be, but it is more likely that the child is 
frightened, perhaps of your white uni- 
form. If the child has had previous med- 
ical care involving shots -given in the 
buttock muscles, he will be highly sus- 
picious of your basic contact. After 
questioning of the parents as to the 
child’s recent contact with other doctors, 
you may find it of value to wear a uni- 
form of some color other than white and 
to have the parents refer to you as “‘un- 
cle’’ or ‘‘your friend”’ instead of using 
the title ‘‘doctor’’, with which he may 
have a fear association. Basic Technique 
is of course ideally suited to child care 
from every standpoint, since it is pain- 
less, relaxing and completely safe, as 
well as effective. Children in the age 
group from four to twelve seem to de- 
velop a sense of dignity, which will 
sometimes necessitate a little more time 
and care in one’s approach to the sacral 
contact. It has been a source of great 
surprise to me that frequently this has 
turned out to be the cause for seemingly 
unexplainable bad behavior on the part 
of the child. such as temper tantrums, 
just before or during adjusting. In most 
instances the final test of your success 
will be your ability to put yourself in 
the patient’s place and adopt the atti- 
tude you would have another doctor 
take toward your own child: firm, but 
gentle. 

Next month’s page will be devoted to 
a discussion on the topic of the ease his- 
tory and a special Child’s Progress Re- 
port in mimeograph form which the par- 
ents fill out at the beginning of chiro- 
practic care and at regular intervals 
thereafter, depending on the chronicity 
of the disease. The reader is welcome to 
present any additional information or 
questions pertinent to this subject, with 
the assurance that all such correspon- 
dence will be given careful attention and 
diseussed in future articles.

Dear Mr. Forsland : 

I have your letter dated February 14, 
in which you say that copies of my book 
THE TRUTH ABOUT WATER 
FLUORIDATION were presented to 
members of the Town Council in V 
ginia, Minnesota, and that inquiry has 
been made as to whether or not the 
writer of this book is an ‘‘M.D.”’ 

I am not a medical doctor. I am a 
biochemist and physiologist. In most 
seientifie circles a biochemist and phy- 
siologist has at least as much prestige, 
and his word carries at least as much 
weight as that of a medical doctor. The 
question of whether or not sodium fluor- 
ide added to drinking water is injurious 
to tha health of the individual is not a 
medical problem at all. It is a biochem- 
ical and physiological problem, in: 
much as few medical doctors have much 
knowledge of the biochemistry and phy- 
siology of the human body. A medical 
doctor does not study organic chemistry, 
as a rule, and he leaves biochemical 
matters to the biochemist. It is the bio- 
chemist who has supplied the medical 
profession with the drugs and pharma- 
ceutical preparations which they use in 
their practice. For example, penicillin, 
aureomycin and the sulpha drugs, the 
vitamins, the hormones, insulin, and all 
of the other standard remedies, cures and 
materials used by the medical doctor 
were discovered and perfected by bio- 
chemists, and their effects on human be- 
ings were given to the medical profes- 
sion. The doses and effects of drugs 
and pharmaceuticals are determined in 
the laboratories of the biochemist and 








physiologist, and as a general rule the 
medical doctor knows nothing whatever 
of what transpires in the biochemical 
laboratories before he is given the drugs 
and pharmaceutical preparations to use 
in his practice. 

Very few doctors have any knowledge 
whatever of fluorine. It is not required 
of them that they should have this 
knowledge. Fluorine is an organic chem- 
ical and its study and research in con- 
nection with human health is a matter 
for the biochemist and physiologist to 
determine. ; 

Therefore, the medical doctor, just as 
the dentist, is not competent to say what 
effects fluorine will exert in causing in- 
jury and disease in the human body. 
The medical doctor comes into the pic- 
ture only AFTER the body has been in- 
jured, or the disease has been produced, 
in the human body. 

I have written a number of books on 
biochemistry and physiology. My latest 
book ‘““WHAT PRICE CIVILIZA- 
TION’’, which deals with the causes 
and prevention of human cancer, is now 
being used as a reference work at Har- 
vard University, Yale University, Co- 
lumbia University, University of Chi- 
cago, University of Missouri, University 
of Southern California, in the laborator- 
ies of the American Cancer Society, 
and in the Laboratories of the National 
Cancer Institute of the U. S. Public 
Health Service at Bethesda, Maryland. 
Speaking of this book, the CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, one of the world’s greatest 
newspapers, said: ‘‘ Every doctor should 
read this book.’” 

I hope that this is the information you 
desire.

The driving urge to be a suceess can 
become such a bad habit that it ean 


drive a man to suecess and to his earl, 
grave. Remember to take time out to live 
— slow down just a little. You have the 
same nervous system that your grand- 
father had, but it is not the same world. 








We live ina fast age and we are trying 
to accomplish in a day what they used 
to do in a longer period of time. IH it is 
so continued, men will continue to short- 
en their lives because of this progress 
which should give them more free time 
but, instead, is sending them into a 
razy-quilted pattern to make progress.

The enrollment in Chiropractie Col- 
leges must today, as never before, be- 
come much more stable than in the past 
years. Fluctuations in enrollments due 
to legislative enactments are fine but 
feel that the time has come for them to 
seek a level. 

There is not any doubt but that a sane 
man would admit to the need for more 
chiropractors in this country. Chiroprae- 
tie will never be as well-known as it 
should be until we have something like 
fifty to seventy-five thousand chiroprac- 
tors in America. Many a man has built 
his practice by interesting young men in 
his community in the profession of Chi- 
ropractic. By interesting the young men 
you cause their families to become in- 
terested in adjustments and it results 
in increased income and larger practice. 
There isn’t anything wrong or unethical 
in trying to make people realize the val- 
ue of the release of nerve pressure by 
the proper realignment of vertebrae. 
There are those “in our profession who 
believe in those ‘‘ethical’’ ideas so that 
they can walk around with their chins 
higher in the air but they will let the 
profession suffer. 

It will be too late three years from 
now to tell you that the little four-page 
brochures are the best public relations 
boosters that can be found. They are 
used by the telephone company and the 
gas company and these companies cer- 
tainly don’t have to advertise, but good- 
will is what they are trying to establish. 

All that is needed in Chiropractic 
cireles today is a little more real inter- 
est in the individual practitioner and 
his daily problems. There is too much 
talking about a lot of other non-essential 
things.that make people think they are 
better when practices don’t evidence it. 

The essential differences between Os- 
teopathy and Medicine have long been 
decreasing. The same will be true of Chi- 
ropractic unless we make up our minds 
to promote our profession instead of be- 
ing silly enough to listen to those who 
tell us that we must not advertise as it 
is not ethical. I don’t believe that it is 


wrong to tell people what Chiropractic 
is and what it can do. 

Once upon a time there was a man 
who promised not to fight. He believed 
in his word so much that he was prac- 
tically at his death before he realized 
that ke must raise his hands and fight. 
This is the method used by the people 
who have a motive in mind, or a_ goal 
that is sometimes adverse. By this I 
mean that the people in the profession 
who are endeavoring to decrease adver- 
tising are either doing so because they 
have enough practice, because they want 
to regulate advertising, or, maybe, be- 
cause they would just as soon that we 
became less Chiropractic. Someone once 
said that he didn’t have to spend a dime 
in advertising. Do you suppose that if 
the chiropractors before him felt the 
same way that he would have the prac- 
tice that he has? Every man should 
spend a certain percentage of his income 
in the profession that provides for this 
income. It is time for everyone in the 
profession to pay attention to the many 
brochures being put out on Chiropractic 
today, and start using them. There are 
men who spend their time writing and 
publishing these publications and they 
should be used by each and everyone of 
us. Some day, three to five years from 
now, when income is down and you are 
erying about it, you will know the val- 
ue of this literature. I am afraid that 
unless there is a wholesale return to the 
use of this Chiropractic literature that 
the Chiropractic incomes will be de- 
creasing instead of increasing. 

There are many young men who locate 
in a state because the chiropractors in 
that state are spending money on pub- 
lie relations. I don’t blame any man 
who endeavors to help chiropractors 
promote the profession, for quitting. We 
have a bad habit of squabbling and dis- 
agreeing over the manner in which 
things should be done if we do hire 
someone, or else we don’t hire anyone 
at all. It is a wonder that they stay with 
us at all. Manufacturing an automobile 
is important, but publicizing and selling 
the automobile is also important. Be- 
lieve that 4 or 5 states could get to- 
gether and hire a good public relations 
man and pay him a decent salary. How- 
ever, the problem lies in the fact that 
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chiropractors do not want to put their 
money in a promotional program of the 
profession. They ean spend $200 a year 
at a country elub or 20e a day on tobae- 
co, but if asked for .00 a year dues 
to support the profession —- NO — they 
won’t even support the profession which 
enables them to go to the country club 
and to pay for tobacco. 






The lethargy in the whole profession 
must be overcome and men must make 
up their minds that they must put a 
certain amount back into their profes- 
sion. They must raise the dues in each 
state and promote the profession as a 
whole and forget the differences. If we 
did nothing but put forth the idea that 
poor posture and the disrelationship of 
vertebrae causes nerve pressure and dis- 
ease, we would increase the income of 
the profession nationally. Let’s get the 
job done! There are all kinds of excuses

NOTES ABOUT THE 
HEART 


The heart is a hollow, pear-shaped 
muscular organ, located just slightly to 
the left of the midline of the bédy chest 
eavity. Day and night, year after year, 
it continues to work in pumping the 
blood through the body. The only rest 
is by pumping more slowly or less 
powerfully. 

The heart moves a total of five hun- 
dred gallons of blood a day. 

At birth, the heart beats about 130 
times a minute, at six years, it beats 100 
times a minute, at ten years, about 90, 
and at fifteen years, about 85. The ap- 
proximate normal heart beat for adults 
ranges from 5 to 80 beats per minute. 

During a life time, the heart beats 
2,500,000,000 times and pumps an ap- 
proximate total of nearly 35,000,000 
gallons. 

The blood from all parts of the body 
empties into the heart through large 
veins. Then it is sent through the lungs, 
where new oxygen is taken up, and re- 
turned to the heart. When the heart 
muscles contract, the blood is forced out 
of the heart and then goes by way of the 
larger arteries and capillaries to the far- 
ther extremes of the body. 














BASIC CLASS JULY 20 TO AUG. 8 
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SPINAL INFILTRATION 


First let us define the words ‘‘infil- 
tration’’ and ‘‘ankylosis’’. 

The human machine, like any man- 
made machine, develops stresses and 
strains that not only rob the body of 
energy but cause the intelligence with- 
in the body to provide for reinforce- 
ment in order that the structure may be 
maintained. 

Infiltration is a modest amount of in- 
filtration. It may be anywhere from ze- 
ro to 99%. Ankylosis is 100% infiltra- 
tion of bony cells to a point where mo- 
tion is lost. Infiltration and/or ankylo- 
sis begins in minute stages in the at- 
tachments of ligaments as they are par- 
ticularly related to the spine. The in- 
filtration occurs where muscles or liga- 
ments are under strain, begins first in 
ligamentous structure and is a slow 
gradual process, bridge-like in forma- 
tion, follows distinct and definite out- 
lines in that it is deposited in the liga- 
ment itself. The beautiful arrangement 
of infiltration is because it does follow 
these definite outlines already existing. 
Infiltration starts from the tips of the 
attachment of the ligament to the bone 
and begins at both extremes. 

The more the infiltration is deposited 
in its progressive manner from one ver- 
tebrae to another, naturally, lesser mo- 
tion is allowed. Decreased motion aids 
the infiltration and it becomes more 
rapid. The complete bridge of a liga- 
ment between two vertebrae is complet- 
ed only as the infiltration encroaches 
upon the activity of the ligament and 
finally spans the bridge. There are in- 
stances in the spine where infiltration 
is 10%, 20%, 40%, 60%, and 80%. In 
taking x-rays to determine infiltration, 
it is most logical to use a KV that will 
give us 100% bone. Ilowever, in doing 
this, we do not see the infiltration that 
is in a lower percentage because it is not 
yet sufficiently dense to give us the ray 
of complete bone. It is our opinion that 
most x-rays only show about 40% to 
50% of the infiltration. Therefore, we 
are suggesting wherever there is infil- 
tration that x-rays be taken at a lower 
KY, which might give you a grayer, in- 
stead of a black film, but would give 
you a better picture of infiltration. Too 








great a KVP will cause the rays to com- 
pletely eliminate from the picture mus- 
cle structure and ligamentous structure 
aud only depicts infiltrated areas when 
they are sufficiently infiltrated. 

The significance of all of this comes 
to bear on one particular thought, to 
which all of you should give considera- 
tion: 

John Jones comes to you and his 
problem is always asthma. Bill Jones 
comes to you and his trouble is always 
gall bladder. A study of the freely 
movable vertebrae in the spine will 
make you realize why one vertebra is 
constantly subluxated more than the 
others and brings back the same 
ailment. 

When the spine is under strain, due 
to stretching, lifting, or other bodily ac- 
tivities, it will give where the spine jis 
most freely movable and be restricted 
in the infiltrated or ankylosed areas. 
This is a partial answer for the constant 
recurring of ailments in some people. In 
addition to this, the constant adjusting 
of this same vertebra is not going to ac- 
complish the result because the force 
again will cause the same to go out as 
long as the others remain infiltrated 
and less movable. 

Force travels through the spine and 
many times it travels through many ver- 
tebrae completely ankylosed as if they 
were one. It is our opinion that it is 
possible to reduce this infiltration be- 
fore it become ankylosis, to decrease the 
need for Nature’s effort to protect the 
spine by reducing the strain in the 
whole spinal column. Therefore, suggest 
you study the whole spine as a unit to 
relieve strain and provide a better ba- 
sis for the positioning of individual seg- 
ments. Constant adjusting without giv- 
ing consideration to this infiltration 
may provide for temporary relief but 
the smart procedure is to endeavor to 
reduce the infiltration by reducing the 
strain; frequent adjustments taking the 
strain off of the whole structure. Gen- 
erally realigning the spinal column will 
not only aid in this but will more ma- 
terially aid in the release of the many 
nerve pressures due to a shifting of the 
entire spinal column.

Dear Mr. President : 

No greater monopoly or lobby exists 
in these United States than that of the 
American Medical Association. The 
President of the A. M. A., Dr. L. H. 
Bauer of Hempstead, New York, de- 
elared in a speech this month that ‘‘Chi- 
ropractic is a fraud and is not based on 
any scientific principles whatever.’’ He 
further stated in Chicago that the le- 
galizing of Chiropractic practice in New 
York State would be the same as legal- 
izing racketeering and gangsterism on 
the New York waterfront. 

Along with our efforts to promote in- 
ternational peace, it might be apropos to 
direct effort to stop the ‘‘cold war’’ be- 
ing waged by the A. M.A. at every op- 
portunity against other healing arts in 
this country. The Fourteenth Amend- 
ment gives every man the right to earn 
his livelihood in the occupation of his 
choice. The political A. M. A. holds it- 
self out as judge and jury of all that is 
right or wrong in the healing world. 

There is a mechanical approach to 
disease. Chiropractic fits into that par- 
ticular sphere. Hundreds of sick per- 
sons are made well daily at the hands of 
chiropractors, many times after medi- 
cine fails. Many a chiropractor carried 
a bed pan and performed other menial 
duties in the armed services, under med- 
jieal direction, in Korea and in World 
War IT. Many a chiropractor had ad- 
justed ‘‘on the side’’ during those wars 
so that soldiers with back conditions or 
other ailments which medicine had fail- 
ed to relieve might be corrected through 
Chiropractic care. It is being done this 
very day in our armed services, just as 
it is being done in New York, Indiana, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Massachu- 
setts, states where the A. M. A. controls 
licensure and hence does not permit it. 

This situation has existed for a long 
period of time. Chiropractic is 57 years 
old. Chiropractors are licensed in 43 
states, Washington, D.C., Alaska, Ha- 
waii, Puerto Rico, Australia, Switzer- 
land, and Africa. How long will this 


country submit to the monopoly of the 
A. M. A. when there are so many valu- 
able healing methods other than medi- 
cine? We have endeavored to build our 
profession honestly and with integrity. 
In New York State we are criticized 
because a fish-peddler, D. D. Palmer, 
discovered Chiropractic. We are proud 
of D. D. Palmer and his heritage, just 
as we would be proud of our own par- 
ents regardless of their station of birth. 
May we ask your help in gaining for 

the more than 25,000 chiropractors in 
the United States the right to regulate 
and control our own profession without 
the interference of this great medical 
monopoly that would do better to recog- 
nize its own mistakes and clean up its 
own house which, by its own admission, 
warrants just that.

ar in Missouri an Injunction 
ntroduced at the request of the 
ion and was followed by’ 
Bill. A bill to increase 
the standards in Missouri from ‘‘three 
of nine’’ to ‘‘four of nine’’ was intro- 
duced by the State Association, Soon 
this was followed by a bill to change the 
definition of Chiropractic and widen its 
scope to include many things. 

A previously requested Attorney- 
General’s opinion was handed down dur- 
ing this particular period which made it 
appear if this definition in the new 
law were necessary. However, it was a 
plan that had been well concocted over 
three years ago and, as is many times 
the case, was aided and abetted by out- 
side influences. Several mistakes were 
made and letters were sent out by mem- 
bers of our profession which would 
have been’ better left at home. Then the 
outside influence was brought in to help 
this group in their efforts to pass this 
law. 

There are three schools in Missouri, 
two of which were opposed to this new 
law. The State Association Officers and 
























Legal Committee voted it down but this 
group, aided and abetted by outside in- 
fluence, still continue to foree the 
change in the Chiropractic statute. At 
this particular time we do not know the 
outcome. We would like to have our 
standards raised to ‘‘four of nine’’ but 
we are concerned that all of this other 
legislation will result in chaos and 
nothing accomplished. 

It is sincerely hoped that other states 
will take a picture of this and will en- 
deavor to see that outside influences 
are kept out of their states. We believe 
that all states have a right to control 
their own destinies and not be forced by 
intimidation or pressure. We further 
believe that the ‘‘closing off’’ of a state 
to a school is wrong, for it takes all kinds 
of people to make a world, even Chiro- 
tically, and a combination of the 
various types is generally good. How- 
aver, it is even worse when outside in- 
fluences come in and try to ‘‘close the 
state’? to the schools existing in that 
state. 

Outside influences should stay out- 
side, especially when they are taking 
chiropractors’ pay. Otherv t is like 
giving the enemy ammunition with 
which to shoot you.

The so-called divided thought in Chiro- 
practic is based upon people who really 
want to get people well but seemingly 
ean’t do the job Chiropractically. 








Our faith, here, in the science of 
Chiropractic has been induced through 
the years. We have proven Chiropractic 


to ourselves. Yes, we would even say 
that Chiropractic is good for tubercu- 
losis, for asthma and for polio. Is it un- 
usual or should we hide the light of our 
success under a basket. How come the 
children taking adjustments in the Lo- 
gan College Clinic, and we have a great 
number, have not had polio? How come 
the children in Chiropractic. offices 
throughout -the nation only in rare in- 
stances have had polio? Some chiroprac- 
tors don’t believe in saying that we can 
do anything for communicable diseases. 
They even give their birthright away. 
Again we repeat, we believe in the sub- 
luxation theory. We believe that nerve 
pressure causes disfunction and disease. 
We believe that you don’t change the 
law just because you fail. Our belief 
does not make Chiropractic better. Chi- 
ropractie properly given gets sick peo- 
ple well and makes for our belief. When 
you really practice Chiropractic and 
continue to get sick people well, your 
belief becomes greater, then your whole 
being begins to broadcast, so to speak, 
to your patients and to others that you 
know that Chiropractic can help them 
by removing the cause of the trouble. 











Tt is amazing how many chiropractors 
would scoff at the remarks above. Their 
belief is not great because they have not 
seen Chiropractic do the things that oth- 
ers have. As a result, we, who have, are 
referred to as cultists by men who have 
not been successful in many instances. 





The effort is being made to name a 
lot of other things — Chiropractic. We 
are not opposed to the use of other 
things, we just don’t want the science 
of Chiropractic to have to carry with it 
the other things, that no matter how 
they might be used, are not Chiroprac- 
tic. I am sure that people who want to 
use other things have that right to be- 
come licensed and privileged to do so. 
Those of us who believe in Chiropractic 
as a distinct and separate science have 
also a right to keep it so. 





This, I believe, Chiropractic is the 
greatest threat to Medicine in that it has 
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been found to get sick people well when 
all else failed. Leaving the subluxation 
in the body and treating the symptom 
may help a patient but it could treat 
him to his death. Many surgical pro- 
cedures have been resorted to because 
the cause was still in the body and 
treating the symptom did not correct 
the condition and the disease process 
continued despite treatment to where 
surgery was necessary. 

This, I further believe. There is room 
in these United States for A-1 chiro- 
practors and there always will be as 
long as other systems continue to treat 
symptoms rather than removing the 
cause. There are many frustrated chiro- 
practors who do eleven things to get a 
patient well, none of which really re- 
move the cause unless they adjust the 
vertebral column and get rid of nerve 
pressure. 

I believe that Chiropractic is a sci- 
ence. A science is defined in the diction- 
ary as: 

1. Knowledge obtained by study and 

practice. 

2. Any department of systematized 
knowledge. 

3. A branch of study concerned with 
observation and classification of 
facts. 

It is a fact that vertebra do subluxate. 
It is a fact that they can cause pressure 
on nerves. It is a fact that pressure up- 
on nerves causes disfunction and dis- 
ease. It is a fact that the vertebra can 
be moved and nerve pressure relieved 
and then it is a fact that the body can 
repair itself. This, we have evidence of 
through the years. The ery about put- 
ting Chiropractic on a scientific basis 
is purely an effort on the part of those 
who cannot see this to endeavor to 
change ‘the picture to fit their needs, 
protection and desires. 


The Medical Dictionary refers to Chi- 
ropractie as ‘fa system based upon the 
claim that disease is caused by abnor- 
mal function of the nervous em. It 
defines the word ‘‘Chiropractie’’—‘‘to 
do by hand.” 

We, in our belief of the Chiropractic 
principle, are not unmindful of other 
associated beliefs, nor the fact that we 
have to breathe and eat properly, but 














when people try to force a definition of 
Chiropractic to include other things, 
that does not make it Chiropractic. The 
use of anything by chiropractors does 
not make it Chiropractic. We do not 
deny the right to use to anyone, but we 
affirm our right to practice our chosen 
profession by itself, if we like. To take 
away our right is to steal and this we 
are not about to have. To protect your 
right, we would help, but not by chang- 
inig Chiropractic into something else.

‘An open letter to all Chiropractors 
“Anonymous” in the ‘48°. 


With the newspapers revealing alleged 
irregularities in Michigan by the purchase 
of Basic Science questions by applicants 
for licensure and with the alleged irregu- 
larities of the Board of Chiropractic Ex- 
aminers as stated by a member of the chi- 
ropractic board, many people are indicat- 
ing by letter, phone, etc., that they too, 
know of, or have knowledge of these things 
in Michigan and other states as well. 

Because of the many reports from you 
chiropractors who choose at this time not 
to identify yourselves, and so to date re- 
main anonymous, we would like to answer 
all of you, at least in part, at this time. 

As eternal vigilance is the price of peace 
— s0 too is eternal vigilance the price of 
professional progress. While the Chiro- 
practic profession has had many battles in 
and during its relatively short existence, 
fifty-eight years now to be exact, and 
while it has come a long way in establish- 
ing itself as a separate and distinct science 
— only now is it meeting with probably 
the acid test — the test of Chiropractic 
versus Basic Science, or Basic Science ver- 
sus Chiropractic. -Any movement or new 
idea that has merit will always. be sought 
out by men with selfish motives at the ex- 
pense of all the members of the profession 
and ultimately at the expense of the peo- 
ple and the country as a whole. Bad laws 
lend assistance to individuals who would 
exploit the good rather than curb such 
people's action. 

All new professions have had to ‘‘clean 
house"’ at one time or another in the evo- 
lutiongry struggle for public acceptance. 
The Chiropractic profession notwithstand- 
ing must also ‘clean house’’ and prove by 
its acts and deeds of behavior that it is big 
and honorable enough to see that bribery 
and corruption is stamped out as soon as 
it is detected anywhere it may be found, 
irregardless of the motivating cause. 

We all know that when bad laws are 
passed by commercial interests that the 
people rebel in many ways. We now have 
proof that doctors affected by Basic Sci- 
ence are rebelling. We have always felt 
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ie in ony way 
—————— 
that the Basic Science was a bad law in 
any state and would eventually prove it- 
self to be so as proven now by the neces- 
sity for an investigation. Bribes and cor- 
ruption are not the solution to a problem of 
this kind, rather repeal or thorough revi- 
sion of it until it becomes reasonable and 
fair to all, that should be the interest and 
efforts of all of us. 

We have reason to believe that other 
branches of the healing arts are probably 
guilty of doing what some chiropractors 
have allegedly done, however that does 
not justify chiropractors doing it. It does 
demand however, that a complete and 
thorough investigation be made by the 
proper democratic law enforcing agency 
to get to the bottom of “deals” of this 
kind. More corruption will not repeal Basic 
Science but proof of corruption because of 
Basic Science could lead to repeal of it. 

When evidence is produced that a bad 
law is a bad law we can all be sure that 
the legislatures in all states will act imme- 
diately to correct it. The legislature must 
be convinced however and it takes proof 
to convince it. We sincerely believe a 
thorough and honest investigation will pro- 
duce plenty of evidence that will point out 
in understandable language that the Basic 
Science law was sold to the people of 
Michigan and all other states that have it 
by selfish interests in the guise of protect- 
ing the people and that because it was 
commercially and selfishly motivated by 
one group, it has proven to be a bad thing 
for everybody. 

The public has shown to a degree al- 
ready here in Michigan that they appre- 
ciate and understand the attempt of the 
Chiropractic profession to investigate and 
correct any irregularities that may exist in 
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Basic Science or Chiropractic. The public 
realizes that they, “the people", suffer 
from corruption. They want it stamped out. 

Now is the time for every American citi- 
zen or democratically minded person to 
come forth and take his stand. To speak 
up and give the facts and assist in wiping 
our wrong-doing. America has grown strong 
and good because of the freedoms that 
it grants and protects. Now is the time 
for all of us who enjoy those rights to use 
them. Free speech, free press and free 
thoughts to the accomplishment of the re- 
moval of what many believe to be the un- 
derlying cause of this deplorable situation, 
the BASIC SCIENCE LAW. 

To support our contention on this mat- 
ter, none less than the Chairman of the 
Michigan Basic Board has himself advocat- 
ed the complete repeal of Basic Science 
along with other examining boards. The 
writer of this article has such a statement 
in writing from the basic science board 
chairman. The article in its entirety will be 
found in this issue of the “Research News’’. 

So in closing this letter to all Chiroprac- 
tors Anonymous, to you who signed your 
letters, ‘Yours for more investigation", 
“Yours for chiropractic’, ‘‘Yours for all the 
facts", and etc., may we say make your 
efforts have real value by coming forth and 
telling us your names. 

Thanks also to all of you who have 
passed vital information to us and who had 
the courage to sign your names . . . Thanks 
very much for the telegrams and phone 
calls that have been received. The interest 
shown by many of you certainly indicates 
that you, foo, are very much aware of what 
has been going on in your state and that 





you do want good Chiropractic and good 
government. 

As President this year of your Interna- 
tional Basic Technique Research Institute 
may | suggest that we all put forth our ev- 
ery effort for the repeal of Basic Science 
in every state. Let's make it an I.B. 
project. Now is the time while Basic Sci- 
ence is under fire. 











WHY RECURRENT AILMENTS? 


There will ever be variations in the jree- 
dom of movement of spinal segments. 
There are vertebrae in every spine that have 
been under unusual strain. These segments 
become infiltrated and then become 
less movable. The amount of mobility de- 
pends upon the amount of infiltration. It 
is this variation in freedom of motion that 
brings on severe or pathological rotation 
that causes nerve pressure. This is why 
one man has one ailment and another man 
another. 

When the spinal column shifts, individ- 
ual vertebrae move on each other accord- 
ing to their individual freedom and the 
greater motion of one vertebra on another 
causes the nerve pressure that results in 
an ailment.

For the past few years, Dr. R. N. Sa- 
bourin, Flushing, L. I., New York, has been 
interested in the effects of driving upon 
the framework of man.

SOME MICHIGAN BASIC SCIENCE FACTS 


The Michigan Basic Science Board acts 
only as an administrator of the Michigan 
Basic Science Law. In all matters of in- 
terpretation of the law, the Board looks to 
the Attorney General for legal counsel. 
Such counsel is given orally at Board Meef- 
ings, also given orally by phone or in per- 
son to Executive Officers or by letter or by 
formal opinion depending upon what the 
Attorney General thinks the situation re- 
quires. If the Attorney General changes 
his opinion on a given point, the Board 
changes its practice in line with the new 
opinion. This practice has always been the 
policy of the Michigan Board. 


The Michigan Board never has acted to 
block the entry of outstate doctors into 
Michigan. It simply asks them to comply 
with the provisions of the Michigan law as 
interpreted to the Board by the Attorney 
General. There are many conflicting pro- 
visions in the various state basic science 
laws, by which the Boards in the various 
states are bound. The restrictions in the 
laws themselves are the real barriers to 
complete and uniform reciprocity between 
the states in the healing art. The trouble 
is with the laws; not with the Boards. 


In 1947, at Chicago, before the Annual 
Congress on Medical Education and Licen- 
sure, | proposed a UNIFORM BASIC SCI- 
ENCE LAW for ALL states to make recip- 
rocity between states easy, and on a na- 
tional basis. Dr. Earl McIntyre, Secretary 
of the Michigan State Medical Board, has 
since made the same suggestion. We are 
in accord on this point. Since states are 
reluctant to give up their rights in matters 
pertaining to them, nothing has come of 
our proposals. However, Governor Wil- 
liams is much interested in this phase of 
the reciprocity problem and is working on 
it from the TOP level of administration in 
government. We all are hopeful that some 
positive action may come from his efforts. 


At a later meeting at Chicago, before 
the Federation of State Medical Boards, | 
made a suggestion to make reciprocity 
more liberal than anyone thus far has been 
willing to accept. The plan would do away 
entirely with STATE BOARD EXAMINA- 
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TIONS in the healing art, in fact in ALL 
professions. The plan is to check on the 
qualifications of a prospective doctor at 
the PROFESSIONAL SCHOOL LEVEL, for 
each branch of the healing art, but the 
thought applies to ALL branches and to ALL 
professions. 


To simplify and streamline our whole 
professional setup for the lasting benefit 
of society and the professions, we should 
provide for only class A_ professional 
schools. Then do our checking for profes- 
sional competency at the professional 
school level; IN school, not AFTER school, 
where student and faculty know each oth- 
er intimately, both from the personality as 
well as the academic standpoint. Once a 
student has passed a subject in his grade 
A professional school, he should be through 
with it so far as examination is concerned 
for ALL time. This would do away with all 
professional ‘‘examining” boards, and 
leave only “‘licensing” boards, in each 
branch of the healing art and in all the 
other professions. This plan would make 
it easy for professional people to cross 
state lines in pursuit of their chosen pro- 
fession without checking their mental “‘bag- 
gage” from state to state. This would give 
us uniform reciprocity between states on a 
national basis. 


A student's overall record in his profes- 
sional school is a better basis for evaluat- 
ing his professional potentials than any ex- 
amination given by a State Board. But 
that is the law in all the states! It is true 
for dentists, lawyers, engineers and archi- 
fects and all the professions which have a 
licensing-provision. 


Thus, rather than being a ‘one-man 
“block” to doctors coming into Michigan 
or any other state, | am on public record 
for a plan which would remove ALL block- 
ades to doctors going into any state they 
wish at any time they choose. May we 
hope that Michigan takes the lead in such 
@ program.

| HAD A BABY CHIROPRACTICALLY

When Walter B. Pitkin made the now 
famous statement, ‘Life Begins At Forty”, 
he definitely was not referring to having a 
baby. If that were the case, | doubt if 
his book would have had such immediate 
and lasting success. 


Every woman who has reached the du- 
bious delights of forty years is more than 
willing to look with eager eye to a new 
life's beginning as long as it is her own. 
Frankly, there are few of us who approach 
forty in a mood friendly toward pregnan- 
cy, particularly, if it happens to be, as it 
was in my case, the third. 


Not that anyone has anything against 
babies, bless them, providing they put in 
their proper appearance at the proper 
time, preferably when one is twentyish 
and able to cope with colic, puddles, and 
Pablum, or thirtyish when eagerness and 
earnestness in family raising are still out- 
standing earmarks. But a baby after forty? 
One look at the upraised eyebrows which 
somehow instantly convey the frank and 
unflattering question, are-you-out-of-your- 
mind? or worse yet, the sympathetic smile, 
tells the tale of the average attitude fo- 
ward the affirmative answer to the rabbit 
test. 


Furthermore, | was scared. Just plain 
scared. True — this wasn't my first baby. 
We had two daughters; one sweetly seri- 
ous at sixteen, the other a leggy little filly 
of eleven who trotted out Our Big News on 
every possible occasion with such obvious 
loving pride that she almost persuaded me 
the whole thing was a wonderful idea. 


Yes, | had borne two fine healthy ba- 
bies delivered by excellent medical doc- 
tors in excellent modern hospitals fully 
equipped with all necessary gadgets and 
gew-gaws thought necessary for their dra- 
matic entrance. 


The only trouble was that | still had 
only the vaguest notion about the actual 
process of giving birth to a baby. That 
seems most unreasonable. But it was sad- 
ly true. May | explain that although | had 
been interested fearfully to the point of 
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obsession, anxiously eager in anticipation 
of one of life's greatest experiences, | was 
destined to disappointment. 


The delivery of my first baby proceeded 
to its final stages with me terror-stricken in 
fear and unfamiliar pain, half unconscious 
and completely uncooperative. | was numb 
with nembutal. The delivery was at last 
accomplished with the aid of forceps, re- 
sulting for me in many lacerations both 
psychological and physical. 


Five years later, | approached my sec- 
ond advent into parenthood with many 
misgivings. | still didn't know exactly what 
was expected of me. This time | would be 
a veteran and behavior according to sta- 
tion would be in order and must be forth- 
coming. Vague as | was about many of 
the mysteries, | still could recall with vivid 
accuracy the cool scorn of the nurses for 
any hysterical high-jinks by those newly 
initiated into maternal status. 


In a valiant effort to rise to the occa- 
sion, | periodically gave myself little pep 
talks. As | obediently went to walk a mile 
each day, | would bolster my morale by 
thinking that every person | met had been 
born. We all did arrive by the same route, 
| kept reassuring myself. Every one of these 
solid citizens has been borne of a mother. 


My own mother — maximum net weight 
107 ibs. — had not only survived six births 
but came through them and all our child- 
hood escapades with good health and high 
humor. But she didn't have to go to a 
hospital, | argued to myself. No, my Mom 
had been at home in the front bedroom 
with nobody but ‘Doc’ Clark, Dad, and 
Old Mother Nature. 


| sought reassurance from my doctor, a 
kind and rather brusque middle-aged man. 
Patiently, and in much the same manner 
as | announced to our five-year-old that 
it was silly to fear the dark, he simply stat- 
ed there was no cause to worry, he would 
deliver the baby. | tried to recede to the 
role on an interested spectator but as my 
zero hour drew near, tension tied me 
tightly to the old familiar terror | had ex- 
perienced five years before. Muscles 
which should have been pliable and re- 
laxed were as rigid as if rigor mortis were 
practically upon me.

This time the anesthetic was withheld 
regardless of my pleas until the crest of 
the pain was reached so that more benefit 
was derived in the process. In the final 
analysis, Mother Nature usually has her 
way and so, again, heedless of terror and 
tension, the delivery was arduously ac- 
complished. 


Our conversion to Chiropractic was not 
completed until the latter part of the fol- 
lowing ten year period. During this inter- 
val, we came to appreciate Chiropractic 
as a health insurance. Our chonic com- 
plaints which, in spite of medical care, had 
stubbornly persisted were gradually but 
completely eliminated. Having enjoyed bet- 
ter general health than ever before, it was 
easy to realize the benefits my pregnancy 
would derive from Chiropractic adjustments. 





At this time we were living in Missout 
a State which, until recently, granted a li- 
cense in mid-wifery. The term ‘‘mid-wife” 
frightened me. It sounded almost medie- 
val but as the months progressed, my fears 





were dissolved through profound respect. 
| found my Chiropractic doctor to be a 
woman of competence, courage, and com- 
mon sense. 


Since no Chiropractor would be allowed 
on the “hallowed ground" of a medical 
hospital, it was unthinkable that a mid- 
wife would be able to deliver a baby there. 
That solved the question simply and irre- 
vocably. | would have the baby at home. 
Immediately, | enjoyed a most welcome 
sense of relief. 


As the climactic month approached, my 
relief grew almost in proportion to my fig- 
ure! Instead of being dismayed at missing 
the so-called advantages of hospital de- 
livery, | was delighted. 


My fears, | began to realize, were large- 
ly the result of my own emotional reaction 
to the terrifying dramatics of the theatrical 
setting. There were the hot glaring lights 
in the operating room, the sickening smell 
of antiseptic and anesthetic, stark white 
hospital gowns, faces masked below dra- 
matically revealing eyes, unfamiliar hands 
and voices, and a frightening array of 
strange implements and equipment. Wasn't 
it enough to have a baby without being 
scared to death by all the ‘stage props"? 


And what, exactly, does a doctor do to 
deliver a baby? In the average, normal 
case, he waits for it to come. Sometimes 
it gets there before he does. He catches 
it as it arrives. In the larger hospitals, this 
rather messy business may be attended to 
by the young intern who may also spank 
breath into the baby, sever the cord, and 
remove the placenta. Nurses then take 
care of the baby and the mother. The doc- 
tor checks the baby and the mother and 
signs the birth certificate. 


There are exceptions to the simplicity 
of this routine, of course. Physical abnor- 
malities are usually apprehended before- 
hand. Emergencies do arise and they are 
met with efficiency and skill but the great 
majority of cases are dull average. There 
is probably no doubt that the most out- 
standing, characteristic annoyance of birth 
as far as the doctor is concerned is the 
frequency with which it occurs in the ag- 
gravating hours between midnight and 
morning.

But birth itself is a simple, natural proc- 
ess, as is death, as are all truly great 
things. And this was what | came to see 
through the eyes of my Chiropractic doctor. 


First of all, as an understanding woman, 
she recognized and realized my biggest 
problem — fear. Fear produces tension. 
Tension spells trouble. My fear was ac- 
knowledged and accepted as a very real 
issue; the first burden from which | must be 


delivered. Never once was there given 
that futile and infuriating advice — not to 
worry. 


As my body responded to the mechanics 
of regular Chiropractic adjustments, relax- 
ation, both physical and mental, became 
increasingly apparent. Explanations were 
given in simple, understandable language. 
For the first time, | began to fully appre- 
ciate the amazing adaptability of my en- 


drocine glands. The greater part of my 
physical tension was based on the seem- 
ingly obvious but actually faulty concep- 
tion that the baby gains entrance into the 
world by bashing its little head against 
the bony pelvic structure until it can force 
an opening large enough to permit an ex- 
it.

It was carefully explained to me that 
upon this innate intelligence is built the 
theory of Chiropractic. The main purpose 
of this science and art of healing is to be 
an aid to this intelligence. 


It was easy for-me fo appreciate that 
Nature possesses the power to heal. From 
a wound so simple as a cut finger, | had 
often observed the intelligence with which 
the body fights for itself. The blood rushes 
to cleanse the wound and then coagulates 
to protect the original supply. In an ex- 
tremely short time, the tissue rebuilds it- 
self, covers the opening, and eventually 
seals it, in many cases not even leaving a 
scar.

Approaching the end of this long, long 
trail, one is fervently thankful for any and 
all methods of facilitation. As these days 
were accomplished, | was filled with ad- 
miring and reverent appreciation as aware- 
ness of my body's efficiency was made 
known to me.

me a great deal of concern. 

History of treatment: 

No. 1 x-ray—3/8” left heel lift; date of x-ray 
11-15-52; adjustments began 2-2-53. 

No. 2 x-ray—had been wearing 3/4” left lift but only 
had 5/8” when x-rayed; had 48 adjustments 
since x-ray No. 1 
Carries 15 pounds excess weight on left leg. 

Patient conscientious about exercises; is now swim- 
ming a lot. 

Dorsal Area—External 
more symmetrical. 

Please advise: 

1. Should adjustments be continued? If so, would 
twice weekly be sufficient? They live several miles 
from my office. 

2. Why did the lower dorsal and lumbar curve 
seem fo increase? (I have always given a 10-15 min- 
ute left apex contact and also a left notch contact). 

3. Te what extent can her curvature be corrected 
‘and how long would you estimate?

Dear Doctor: 

Relative to the x-ray interpretation. First of all, 
@ spine of this type has been in this strain for a long 
period of time. Certainly we are not able to straight- 
en all spines as rapidly as we wish we could. Would 
encourage you to remember that the art of straight- 
ening spines is one reserved to those who mke @ 
special study of it and that it is not simple. These 
cases must have time to re-establish muscular struc- 
ture to support the change. Feel that drawing a red 
line through the center of these spines, such as | 
have done, gives everyone a better view of what is 
going on. There is absolutely nothing to equal the 
ability of the body to balance itself. We do straight- 
en spines. 


physical appearance much 














Your first x-ray reveals a low left hip and the 
second indicates that the hips are nearly level. The 
first x-ray shows a leaning spine to the left with ail 
‘of the spine to the left of the mid-line except for 
1/8” in the mid-dorsal area. The second shows a 
beautiful and wonderful change as a result of the 
improvement of the support of the body and you 
could well make history with this case. Stretching 
exercises to free the segments of the spine must 
be done as religiously as eating. Whereas the 
odentoid process was approximately a little better 
than an inch to the left, it has now swung to the 
right. This young lady's framework is in better bal- 
ance. When these lumbars begin to come under the 
dorsals, then we will even have an improvement be- 
yond what you can imagine. If the dorsals will not 
respond to the lumbar change because of impover- 
ished muscles ond insufficient blood supply and in- 
filtration, then we will have difficulty. 

Would continue with the same procedure that you 
have been using. Would appreciate permission to 
photograph and print these pictures without using 
names for the good of the profession. Length of 
time will depend upon number of adjustments, activ- 
ities. and only succeeding x-rays will tell. It is in 
the years and not the months. Am encouraged but 
we have just begun. There is no greater task than 
the re-creation of the body pattern. 

















ED NOTE: Read the interpretation and then remem- 
ber that subluxations are found in curvatures and 
the ability of the practitioner today to correct scoli- 
oses as he corrects a subluxation is the greatest 
progress made in Chiropractic.

“RESULTS COUNT” 


The word ‘‘doctor’’ means teacher, how- 
ever in its application to the various pro- 
fessions, it means — Doctor of Law, Doc- 
tor of Chiropractic, Doctor of Medicine, 
and so forth, designating a man’s ability 
to practice his profession — means that he 
is a teacher of this profession and has suc- 
cessful endeavors as an indication of his 
ability. 

There has always been and always will 
be overlapping of one profession over the 
other and, in addition, there are many spe- 
cialists in any profession. In law we have a 
constitutional lawyer, corporation lawyer, 
all sorts of specialists. In medicine we have 
too many to even begin to mention. If the 
medical men could do it, they would prob- 
ably make Chiropractic a specialty of 
medicine; in fact, they are probably trying 
to do so through physical medicine. 

Recently, Dr. Dubos, of the Rockefeller 
Institute and one of the foremost scientists 
in the field of antibiotics, made the follow- 
ing observation before a group of scientists: 

Long before anybody knew anything 
about germs, many physicians were very 
successful in treating patients — and 
some of them acquired large fortunes. 
They had no sulfa drugs, no antibiotics, 
no immune serums. They were not faith 
healers or fakers but extremely reput- 
able men. The secret of their success 
probably lay in a highly developed and 
perhaps instinctive skill in treating the 
patient as a whole, rather than looking 
as does the modern doctor, for one 
cause of a condition and treating only 
that. 

This eminent scientist went on further 
stating that: 

There is strong evidence that bacteria 
and viruses become dangerous only 
when the setup is right for them. Other- 
wise even the most virulent of them are 
harmless. Every person carries in the 
body throughout life a host of suppos- 
edly deadly micrebes which live in 
blood and tissues as harmless guests un- 
til something happens to start them on 
a rampage. 

Although the presence of the right 
micro-organisms is necessary for the 
particular disease, the real cause of the 
“something" or combination of ‘‘some-

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SABOURIN CASE 


Recently the Sabourin case, which was 
an outstanding one in New York state, be- 
came one long to be remembered. Dr. 
Sabourin asked for a jury trial and ob- 
tained it. He was found “Guilty”, filed an 
appeal, received a reversal of decision 
and the Judge in the case was found to 
have erred in that the Constitutional Rights 
of Dr. Sabourin were violated. Certain 
points were brought out in the reversal of 
decision that will be of importance to chire- 
practors in New York State in future years. 

The first point is that history cards, as 
well as other records obtained by a chiro- 
practor, will be considered office records 
and are protected against illegal search 
and seizure and can only be obtained by 
proper legal procedure. 

Secondly, the Constitutional rights of a 
chiropractor are now established. 

In addition, it is stated that the use, by 
Dr. Sabourin, of the title of chiropractor, 
or his name in a directory, or the use of 
advertising, does not imply or prove that 
he holds himself out as a medical doctor 
or is holding himself out as diagnosing, 
treating or prescribing. 

Another point established is that the 
taking of an x-ray is not a diagnosis or a 
treatment and the chiropractor can take 
x-rays and explain what he sees. This is 
not the practice of medicine. 

Dr. Sabourin’s case, which may be 
found in the New York Law Journal, Feb- 
rvary 2, 1954, establishes rights which 
were not previously obtained. The At- 
torney for Dr. Sabourin, Attorney Stim, de- 
serves much praise for his work. Dr. R. N. 
Sabourin deserves praise and appreciation 
for his individuality and leadership. As he 
said to me, “Why should | continue to 
practice if | do not help pave the way for 
the young men and women who are going 
te continue to practice in New York.”

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AFFAIRS OF THE HEART 


William N. Coggins, D.C.

It becomes interesting and amazing 
when one stops to think of the many cases 
of supposed heart trouble and also of 
those with actual heart trouble. 


Statistically, the most common cause of 
death is heart trouble, yet there are thou- 
sands who are told that they have heart 
trouble when they actually have not. This 
can easily give the person a mental heart 
trouble or psychosis causing him no end of 
worry, besides the worry of his family. Not 
only that, but the person frequently gives 
up a useful life causing hardship to him- 
self and his family. 


A study of the heart cases, and what 
has been done for them, will show us that 
progress in that field is greatly over-rated. 
This is particularly true in attempting to un- 
derstand just how little some of the heal- 
ing professions have done for those cases. 
Actually, if you follow most of the cases 
you will find that, other than advice to 
rest, little, if anything, is done. Yet, who 
takes credit for the help? Naturally, the 
great doctor — yet he gave little, other 
than advice. 


One of the common complaints of many 
people is a heart condition or supposed 
heart condition. This individual usually 
comes to the office with a fluttering or 
palpitation in the chest region and the 
pulse going over 100 beats per minute. 
This does not necessarily mean heart 
trouble at all, but indicates that the ner- 
vous control is out of balance. If this per- 
son's pulse is counted during sleep or rest, 
you will find that it is down to normal and 
shows no indications of a disturbance. 
This individual at times may show a ten- 
dency or indicate that he cannot breathe 
properly, or show a sighing respiration. 


Actually this individual may even show a- 


giddiness from excessive ventilation. 


Another type of so-called “heart case" 
is the individual who has no fast pulse and 
no great fluttering, but does have a ten- 
dency to develop pain in the heart region 
or toward the left shoulder when he be- 
comes excited or is working under some 
effort at the time. This individual, upon 


examination, shows no valvular defect and 
the electrocardiograph shows no variation 
from normal. In most cases, this person 
is showing an indication of spasm of one 
of the coronary arteries with no definite 
heart damage at the time. By slowing his 
activities and making a visible effort at 
relaxation, the trouble subsides. In this 
case you will often find no indication of a 
shortened life at all. 


A person who has had a coronary oc- 
clusion and has shown complete recovery 
usually has little to fear for in many cases 
that individual would only have a 
small scar in the heart muscle. This is us- 
vally a small innocent scar and will cause 
no trouble whatever. This is proved by the 
fact that on autopsy, a great many cases 
which never had a history of heart involve- 
ment showed scars in the heart muscle. 


Occasionally a patient will come into 
the office and complain of a thumping of 
the heart. This, upon examination, is fre- 
quently found to be an extrasystole and: 
should give no real cause for alarm. This 
person frequently gives a history of sud- 
denly waking from a deep sleep with this 
severe thump in the chest. 


The doctor, in examining the patient, 
should check the valves for murmurs, check 
the blood pressure, take an electrocardio- 
graph if he sees fit, and, above all, go in- 
fo a careful case-history. The doctor 
should check carefully if @ murmur is pre- 
sent to determine if it is organic or one of 
the relatively harmless hemic murmurs. 


By following these procedures, we 
should be able to help most of the heart 
cases over the ‘rough road" that is made 
for them by adverse propaganda. This 
would help make our world a better place 
to live and give peace of mind to the 
patient. 


The doctor, in reporting the findings to 
the patient, should go over the examina- 
tion of the heart with the stethoscope, tell 
how the valves work, and indicate, with a 
positive statement, when there is no val- 
vular disturbance. He should explain the 
circulation through the coronary arteries 
and tell the patient what happens in spasm 
of that vessel, as well as what happens in 
arteriosclerosis. He should explain in de- 
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tail that under various influences the coro- 
nary will partly close in a spasm and cut 
off blood supply to the heart muscle caus- 
ing pain but not necessarily death or even 
a@ serious heart condition. With arterio- 
sclerosis, he should explain that the vessel 
is partly closed, very much as observed in 
a long-used waterpipe, and that this cuts 
down the blood supply to the heart muscle. 


In the report to the patient, the doctor 
should not give a.vague half-hearted state- 
ment to the patient, as this can be a source 
of worry in itself to the patient. In advis- 
ing the patient how toctake care of himself, 
the doctor should be definite and explicit 
in his instructions. In the case of the pa- 
tient with the palpitation, the need for 
lack of excitement and worry; then advise, 
in regard to relaxation, the necessity for 
adjustments to keep telaxed. The doctor 
should point out, on the x-rays if he uses 
them, or on a chart, just where the area of 
involvement is in the spine. 


In the case of the pain in the chest and 
shoulder with excitement, fatigue or over- 
exertion, the doctor should expressly show 
the need for more rest and less exertion, 
indicating the necessity for the individual 
te allow more blood to reach the heart 
muscle and less exertion of the heart. The 
doctor should also indicate the need for 
correcting the spine allowing better nerve 
flow to that heart so that no spasm occurs. 


In the case with a previous coronary 
occlusion, the individual should be told to 
lessen his activity but that does not mean 
he should become an invalid, for if he can 
walk 8 - 10 blocks with no distress, there 
is no real cause for alarm. Also, by rest, 
a lack of dissipation, and frequent adjust- 
ments, he may not have any more distress 
for 15 to 20 years. 

For the extrasystole patient, it should be 
explained that the cause of the extrasys- 
tole is an abnormal nerve stimulation and 
that once it is eliminated, the thumping 
will stop. This type of case should respond 
to Chiropractic care very well.

IT CAN HAPPEN TO YOU 


The above x-rays are of the same young 
lady, the first one being taken at five years 
of age. These x-rays present a true story 
of what can happen in thirteen years, as 
the second x-ray was taken of the same 
young lady at eighteen years of age. 

If you study the x-rays, you will note 
that at five years of age, the young lady 
already reveals a low left hip as a result 
of a slight leg deficiency on the left side, 
plus a wedging or a compression on the 
right side of the fifth lumbar. There was a 
slight tendency for the spine to lean to the 
right in the lumbar region and there was 
an effort on the part of the spine in the 
cervical region to further compensate by 
rotating and bending laterally to the right. 
The x-ray at age eighteen accentuates all 
of these beginnings severely. 

We have x-ray evidence of another case 
wherein after a four year period without 
adjustments the spine became so severely 
distorted that it could not be straightened, 
but it could have been helped if cared for 
immediately after the first x-ray. 

We are trying to suggest that x-rays of 
all children should be studied carefully and 
even the weaknesses that appear ever so 
slight should be corrected before they give 
rise to greater curvatures. What can be 
done today may not be accomplished 
tomorrow.

Basic science laws concern you who are 
in practice. B.S. laws concern the prac- 
titioner who may wish to move to another 
state to practice — or go only into semi- 
retirement in some resort area. B.S. laws 
concern the recent graduate who is ready 
to enter into practice. B.S. laws concern 
the undergraduate who in the future may 
have to take a basic science board exam- 
ination to get his license. 

B.S. laws concern all of us because they 
are a double edged weapon designed spe- 
cifically to eliminate Chiropractic while 
claiming to protect the citizenry of ihat 
state. This includes us — you and me — 
each one of us is a part of Chiropractic. 

The purpose of this presentation is io 
describe the direct and indirect mechan- 
isms of the basic science examination to 
accomplish these two objectives. The first 
objective is that of eliminating an unquali- 
fied candidate, thus according to these 
laws, protecting the citizenry of the state. 
The candidate ostensibly fails himself. He 
cannot answer the quesions satisfactorily 
and is thus eliminated. The second objec- 
tive is obvious. Note these statements of- 
fered by the New York State Medical So- 
ciety, and | quote 

“In the State of New York we are not 

talking about the licensing of chiroprac- 

tors. In the State of New York we are 
talking about the destruction of chiro- 
practors, the elimination..." 

|. if you do this, you are just going 

to take the chiropractor out of the pic- 

ture for once because — the basic sci- 

ence law — sounds the death knell."” 
This is not only obvious but is also an open 
direct threat to us — every one of us. 

By inserting questions which are known 
to be of no practical value to the chiro- 
practor and thus easily step out of his 
range of needs, training and education, a 
chiropractor may be unable to answer the 
questions. It is certainly a truism that we 
all have our concern with accumulating 
every bit of pertinent detail of fact within 
our own fields of study without being held 
responsible for areas outside of our own 
field.

By grading these questions with such 
minute regard to detail and specific areas 
of attention that even though a man does 
give a detailed, accurate and complete 
answer, as based upon his professional 
training needs, that answer may be judged 
inadequate. This inadequacy is attributed 
to lack of stress upon and additional de- 
tails which were outside of the Chiroprac- 
tic field and which were definitely in the 
medical area. 





In grading a paper one may demand 
answers of particular individuals which 
may not be required of others taking the 
same exam. This can happen, since in no 
basic science examination that | know of, 
have the papers judged as passing ever 
been scrutinized again for re-grading. 
Thus we do not have access to the candi- 
dates’ answers as to what was judged as 
passing, but we only have the answers of 
the failed candidates judged by the ex- 
amining board as not passing. 

Another long-range effort of the med- 
ically-inspired basic science examinations 
is to misdirect the attention and efforts of 
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POLIO 


“Mass Polio Tests Called ‘Culmination of 
Everything’. This has been said by a 
Chairman of the polio foundation who 
claims that this is the end of 16 years of 
fight against the disease. Further, it is in- 
teresting to note that only children with 
permission from the parents will receive the 
tests. It is high time that this procedure 
was followed on all vaccines. 


We are also told by 20 experts that there 
is no positive evidence that gamma-globu- 
lin checks polio . . . still we have all of this 
blood being used to provide for this great 
innoculation plus the money plus the ef- 
forts. It is said that the tests show that 
gamma globulin did not reduce the sever- 
ity and had no beneficial effects either in 
the mass innoculation or in the family con- 
tact test. Members of an evaluating com- 
mittee said that they believed that it would 
be impractical in mass inoculation. They 
claimed that even if research shows it to 
be practical later on, it could not be done 
in time to stop an epidemic. 


It is high time that the medical men lis- 
tened to some of their professors, such as 
Dr. Baum of the Michigan Medical School. 
One of his most interesting statements was 
that the germs which they are supposed to 
kill actually are learning to live with the 
anti-biotic drugs. Amazingly, certain germs 
now can't live without anti-biotics. Dr. 
Thomas F. Paine, Jr. says that anti-biotics 
knock out some of the “good germs" which 
have constructive functions, which suppress 
the growth of “bad germs’ and, perhaps, 
even supply us with some of the vitamins 
which we need. (ED. NOTE: If an ics 
eliminate germs that aid us in furnishing 
vitamins, it is quite a racket to kill germs 
that give us vitamins and then sell vitamins.) 
The article states, ‘‘that serious conditions, 
including allergies, may be caused by 
drugs, and may even be worse than the ill- 
ness for which the medicine originally was 
prescribed.’ The article goes on to say 
that man appears fo be facing a dilemma 
of his own making. He supposedly has in- 
vented an idea of controlling disease and 
labeled it “antibiotics”. The term literally 
means, ‘‘against life.’ Both Drs. Paine and 
Baum claim that something should be done 
about the situation or man may be giving 
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his body a chance to turn a real medical 
miracle into a hoax. 


There are definitely two approaches to 
disease. One is mechanical and the other 
is chemical. Never before have you seen so 
much cancer and heart disease. More 
than 45% of the young men were turned 
down by the Armed Services for the Ko- 
rean War because they were physically un- 
fit while only 36% were turned down dur- 
ing World War II. Could it be due to the 
innoculations which have increased through 
the years. Could it be that these various 
vaccines being used have killed off the 
strength of man by killing off good bac- 
teria and the ability of the body to provide 
the proper food. 


It is getting more difficult to understand 
how people can ignore the very thing in 
their bodies that they would not tolerate 
in their automobiles. Everybody has a 
crooked frame to some extent and symp- 
toms depend upon the level of the spinal 
segments involved. You have been told 
that underlying every disease in the body, 
you will find a weakness in the nervous sys. 
tem. This includes contagious disease, Ev- 
erywhere you look, even thinking medical 
men are turning away from former idea 
and beginning to realize that disease is 
caused within the body and there must be 
@ predominant weakness — healing also 
comes from within and not from without, 
The way to real immunity will ever be, to 
build a natural immunity, find the faults in 
the body and correct them and provide for 
@ mechanical framework to support the 
body and a free nervous system to regulate 
the many activities including the building 
of resistance to disease. 


For years, people have taken drugs to 
kill pain when pain was but nature's warn- 
ing that something was wrong. The fact 
that people don’t feel the pain means very 
little. It was well said that some people 
are “treated to their death.” We are con- 
stantly reminded of the statement by Thom- 
as Edison: 


“The doctor of the future will give no 
medicine but will interest his patients in 
the care of the human frame . . . and i 
the cause and prevention of disease.”

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the Chiropractic students into pro-medical 
subjects and away from the necessary Chi- 
ropractic principles and pertinent informa- 
tion. A question in chemistry may be so 
werded as to require knowledge of thera- 
peutic pharmacology and medicine. Physi- 
ology questions may be so worded as to 
require answers which are based upon in- 
formation of interest only to a medical stu- 
dent who has been trained to pay more 
attention to function of an isolated organ 
than to the Chiropractic viewpoint of the 
more important fact that we are interested 
in the effect of that organ upon the entire 
body economy. 

Anatomy questions may be so worded 
as to require answers that would only be 
of interest to the surgeon who must be 
aware of collateral circulation and anas- 
tomoses of vascular channels — which Na- 
ture herself is quite capable of opening 
up when given the proper help — Chiro- 
practically. Diagnosis questions are tilted 
so as to force attention and reviews upon 
symptoms alone and not to bring compre- 
hension of causes of disease. Immunology 
questions direct attention to the bacterial 
effects instead of understanding resistanc- 
es the body has to those bacteria. 

In the X-Ray questions, the emphasis is 
placed upon pathology of an individual, 
radio-opaque structure, rather than the re- 
lationship of the structure to the entire hu- 
man skeleton and body. 

In the pathology questions, attention is 
directed to pathology of one organ or the 
effects of a disease upon an organ rather 
than the manner in which the entire body 
has reacted to a pathological process, or 
what if is doing to prevent further damage, 
or why it has failed up to that point and 
how one could trace these pathological 
findings to the causative factors in the 
spinal column and in body mechanisms. 

Now let us stop to follow an actual case. 
Scene |: Our Chiropractic student obtains 
a background in Chiropractic principles, 
theories, techniques and practices and 
fraining in all of the pertinent subjects. He 
is trained in depth of these subjects from 
the academic, laboratory, and clinical ap- 
proaches. After graduation an application 
is presented by him as a candidate for li- 


censure in a state having a basic science 
law, our new doctor is ready for the basic 
science examinations. It is no secret to the 
basic science board who these Chiroprac- 
tic applicants are. They can be identified 
through their Alma Mater, the location or 
name of the city of their Alma Mater, and 
by the name of the notary public which 
appears on the application, since the med- 
ical graduates usually have their applica- 
tions notarized by a specific notary public 
or in a specific area. 

Questions in these examinations which, 
in my opinion, are designed to fail the pre- 
destined victims are of two types: the 
vague, general questions which may en- 
compass a comprehensive review of the 
material and, secondly, the precise, spe- 
cific type of question which demands a 
restricted or confined area of discussion 
or description of a bit of minutia so close- 
ly circumscribed that even its author must 
refer to his sources for the answer each 
time he asks that same question. 


Now for Scene II: 

Picture the student opening his mail and 
reading that he had not passed his exam- 
ination. This is a student who has studied 
hard, who has been judged by the Faculty 





be worthy of the degree, Doctor of Chi- 
ropractic. Had he been considered inept 
or unsuited to the practice of Chiropractic, 
his degree would not have been granted. 

Yet, here he is with a letter denying him 
the legal right to use that education and 
training. In many instances, that same 
training has been provided, paid for, and 
sanctioned by our federal government. 
But in some states, throttled by the self- 
ishness of those branches of the healing 
profession who would eradicate its only 
serious competition, is a medically domi- 
nated licensing board who have the power 
by means of their nefarious know-how in 
preparing questions and in grading their 
ictims so that they can offer the overt evi- 
dence of having examined the candidate 
for licensure and found him lacking ac- 
cording to their standards. 


SCENE Ill 
What now for our new chiropractor? 
Go somewhere else to practice? 
Take the examination over again? 
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Plan a long-range campaign to correct 
the situation? 

To go somewhere else to practice is 
cowardice. 

To take the examination over has 
been tried and is successful only at 
length and then only on comparatively 
rare occasions. 

To plan a long-range campaign is 
expensive and time-consuming. 

This third choice is the most desirable 
plan but is necessarily a repsonsibility of 
every element of our profession instead of 
an individual and a recent graduate at 
that. 

SCENE IV 

Let us follow the activities of one of 
these unfortunate victims of a medical 
steam-roller. 

He, with several other unfortunates, got 
together to do something about this. Funds 
were raised and legal counsel obtained. 
Advice was sought from the field. Much 
advice was given gratis. Little action was 
given at all. The spokesman for the group 
then turned not to his own Alma Mater, but 
to the administration of Logan Basic Col- 
lege. The President arranged for the Dean 
to visit the office of the state board of li- 
censure to reexamine the papers of the 
chiropractors who had been failed. The 
Dean's reexamination of these papers and 
regrading of them showed that these pa- 
pers had been graded severely and with- 
out cognizance of the chiropractor's train- 
ing, Chiropractic procedures or require- 
ments. The Dean found, in each case, the 
grades could have been improved and in 
his opinion were graded downward. 

Several weeks later the administrator of 
state licensure invited the College to send 
@ representative, to act as an observer 
only, at a special meeting to be held at 
the state medical school. The college of 
Chiropractic’s President named a senior 
faculty member for the assignment. 

This faculty member arrived at the state 
medical school at the appointed time and 
met with the Dean of the medical school 
and five of his department chairmen. 

These were all specialists in their par- 
ticular fields and had been given the pa- 
pers of the failed examinees to regrade. 
Without a single exception, these men 
marked each paper either the same as or 


lower than the original medical board ex- 
amining these papers. 

The faculty member of the Chiropractic 
college, who had been invited to act only 
as observer requested the floor. This was 
granted by the medical dean who func- 
tioned as chairman. The chiropractor asked 
what criterion or standard had been used 
to regrade these papers. The answer given 
was that the same standards as would be 
required of a medical student at the com- 
pletion of that particular course or subject 
as taught in the lecture room and labora- 
tory of that state school of medicine. 

The meeting was then closed by the 
simple expedient of recording the findings 
of the various medical staff department 
heads. The chairman then said that since 
the request of the state licensing depart- 
ment had been only to regrade the papers, 
he would return them with their findings 
to the director of the state licensing bureau. 

In a conversation with the medical dean, 
immediately after the special meeting, the 
Chiropractic college faculty member asked 
him what he knew of the methods of teach- 
ing, and requirements of the Chiropractic 
college, and what was considered impor- 
tant by the Chiropractic profession in the 
preparation of a student for the Doctor of 
Chiropractic degree. He replied that he 
did not know, but then proceeded to de- 
scribe what he thought should be required 
of a doctor. 

Obviously, he could speak only in terms 
of what he knew from a medical viewpoint 
and not from the viewpoint of the require- 
ment of a good and successful chiropractor. 

There still remains the question - - “why 
weren't the papers of chiropractors taking 
the state licensing examination officially 
sent to a Chiropractic college for regrad- 
ing?” 

Only a chiropractor would know what 
preparation had been given and therefore 
it could only be a Chiropractic college fac- 
ulty or a group of practicing chiropractors 
who should have regraded those papers. 
NINE POUNDS TALL, INDEED!

FINAL SCENE 

Each one of us is now part of this scene. 
To meet this situation, it is proposed that 
we set up our own regulating bodies which 
will constantly seek to maintain standards 
of qualifications in keeping with the de- 
velopments in our profession. A committee 
answerable only to the public or its legally 
constituted representatives and to our own 
branch of the healing profession but not 
to any representative directly or indirectly 
allied or subservient to any other branch 
of the healing profession. 

We must not lose the Chiropractic think- 
ing by allowing ourselves to be forced in- 
to pro-medical channels of thinking as a 
result of pressures in preparing for these 
basic science examinations. The profes- 
sional chiropractor must keep in mind that 
his real job is to get sick people well and 
not to try to make the public believe that 
they are educated in fields that are not 
pro-Chiropractic. A man's education may 
not always be a direct measure of his 
ability to produce results in getting these 
sick people well, but rather this ability is 
a result of all the pro-Chiropractic teach- 
ings and practices that produce these de- 
sirable results. 

{t is important to publicize the essential 
point of the Supreme Court of Michigan 
decision in the case of Bryant vs Biggs et 
al, 49 N.W. (2d) 63 (Michigan, 1951). 
This point is that PROFESSIONAL ABILITY 
OF A DOCTOR CAN BE EVALUATED ONLY 
BY THOSE WHO HAVE BEEN EDUCATED, 
TRAINED AND GAINED EXPERIENCE IN THE 
SAME SCHOOLS AND SAME METHODS OF 
THERAPY. 

This illustrates the point of the title of 
these remarks: NINE POUNDS TALi. 

Why should medics examine chiroprac- 
tors? 

Why 
medics? 

Why should clergymen examine lawyers? 


should chiropractors examine 


And when the Empire State Medical So- 
ciety can cold-bloodedly state in their an- 
nual meeting and in their pamphlets and 
journals that they can deprive the citizens 
of this great country of Chiropractic by 
using the Iron Curtain of the basic science 
examinations to exclude chiropractors from 
licensure we must be more than aroused. 

We must be actively militant against 
this medical steam-roller which is so dead- 
ly efficient and so inhumanely vicious as 
to try and choke a profession at the state 
licensing level which has and will continue 
to improve the health of each and every 
chiropractor's fellow citizen. 

We must fight the purposes of this evil 
basic-science law at every possible point. 
But we must also precede this by educat- 
ing our doctors in wholesome Chiropractic 
and not letting them become pseudo- 
medics. 

If the medicos need a basic-science law 
to find out where they have been deficient 
in training their doctors or feel that the 
examinations in their own schools are not 
adequate, then | say, LET THEM HAVE 
THEIR OWN BASIC SCIENCE LAWS and 
use them on themselves, but for me, there 
is only one way to create a better Doctor 
of Chiropractic and that is to teach him 
and train him to be that way — and then 
he WILL be qualified to practice and won't 
need fo be examined and graded by those 
who do not and will not understand what 
is necessary to produce good and success- 
ful chiropractors.

BASIC TECHNIQUE CLASS HELD IN CORPUS CHRISTI 





In response to many requests over the past two or three years, a Basic Technique Class was held 
at the Robert Driscoll Hotel in Corpus Christi, Texas, beginning on November 10, 1953. Instruc- 
tion was given by Dr. Vinton F. Logan.

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things" is a matter of which the present- 
day physician is usually quite ignorant. 
There even is danger, that doctors who 
eliminate one form of supposedly malig- 
nant micro-organism with some of the 
extremely potent new drugs are just 
making room in the body for the in- 
crease of some worse kind. 

Relative to the common cold, Dr. Dubos 
mentioned this experiment: 

Efforts to transmit the common cold, 
to which everybody seems susceptible, 
to volunteers have been equally unsuc- 
cessful. The cause of this malady which 
sweeps through communities is almost 
certainly a virus. It is contained in nose 
and throat washings of cold victims. But 
it is almost impossible to transmit these 
at will. Volunteers simply cannot be 
made to develop sniffles except in a few 
cases. Most striking he said have been 
some recent English experiments — vol- 
unteers were kept in complete isolation 
for two weeks to make sure they were 
not on the verge of colds at the start of 
the trials. Then they were placed in con- 
ditions supposed to be favorable to 
colds placed in drafts, subjected to 
quick changes of temperature, made to 
wear wet socks and sleep in wet clothes. 
Still innoculation with the supposed virus 
produced only occasional colds. The real 
precipitating factor, which must be very 
common in everybody's environment, 
remains unknown. 

In conclusion he made this statement: 

The next age of medicine will concen- 
trate more on the equilibria than on 
germs. 

When it comes to Chiropractic, from the 
time of D. D. through the present era of 
Chiropractic, we have had many variations 
in Chiropractic practice, some good and 
some bad. There have been all sorts of 
techniques of Chiropractic, all having force 
applied to the spine at a different point.

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REFERRING PATIENTS 


The referring of a patient from one doc- 
tor to another presents a situation that 
must be delicately handled. It is of ut- 
most importance that a definite form be 
used with the procedure that has been fol- 
lowed on the patient thoroughly explained. 
After the first step is completed, too many 
times a referred patient will arrive in the 
new doctor’s office only to be fold that the 
procedures previously used were of no val- 
ue and the patient, confused, leaves C! 
ropractic. Many times this is due to a sin- 
cere desire to change procedure but the 
careful doctor can very easily and without 
undue alarm suggest to a patient that now 
maybe the procedure should be varied. 

When a doctor refers a patient to you, 
certainly believe that the patient should 
receive the type of care that his condition 
demands but the patient should not be con- 
fused or frustrated by the differences be- 
tween chiropractors. After all, this con- 
fusion is our problem and not theirs. 

A little thank-you card to the doctor who 
sent you a patient would not be amiss. 








up and down the spinal column. We are 
reminded of the fellow who practices things 
other than Chiropractic, who constantly 
keeps assuring us that he gives Chiroprac- 
tic adjustments, but he just also does this. 
Throughout America there are those who, 
if we brought them in the College, put them 
on the table and moved every vertebrae 
in their spinal column for them, they 
would still not believe that we teach diver- 
sified technique and atlas-axis adjustment. 

We do not believe, nor never have, that 
all of the pressure is at the atlas-axis or 
that all of the pressure is at the sacrum. 
Believe there can be pressure at the atlas- 
axis and know there can be pressure at 
the sacrum. The “technique nonsense" is 
actually but a camouflage used by outsid- 
ers to spread the belief that techniques are 
a detracting element. You would think that 
we taught nothing but technique at school 
to hear some of the talk and this is as lack- 
ing in truth as anything could be. The per- 
centage of Logan College graduates who 
are passing boards throughout the country 
is as great and provides as good an aver- 
age as do the graduates of any other Col- 
lege in America.

Dr. Dubos of the Rockefeller Institute 
said that “‘the next age of medicine will 
concentrate more on the equilibrium of 
man than on germs.” The Chiropractic pro- 
fession should stay within its realm. It has 
the greatest science known to man—that 
of restoring the pattern of the body so that 
the physical, chemical and mental equilib- 
rium can be maintained. 
Man spends a lifetime trying to live 
longer and stay well and it is amazing how 
much of his time and money are spent with 
doctors in this endeavor just trying to feel 
better. The following should be remem- 
bered: Disease originates within the body.
